«&g0od Piotcftdtits, fo t'fiaft'thc Laws made 
againftthemi were never put in execution 
iftifith any gi!eat Rigour, ^^fides that fhe 
Reformed ih SdiAlandj being for the moff 
pirt of the ^ fame Principles? with the Puritans 
in EngUmdi Q^tcn-EUipabeth 'not only 
found it fM the good df the Protefft^nt In- 
tefeft, to^fllft the Scotsitixhtit Reformation, 
but to trcSf ihofe in Engidnd^ who favou- 
red their -Eftdbliftiment, with the %r<ratcft

his Majdfty's Dignity, which thfevrcprcftn- 
ted as being very much traiu^lld npon by 
the \\\ Inftruments, who had intnided iJbtttt- 
felves int6 his favour. In thb Reprdtinea^ 
tion, the King was i^iainly and «penly 
advifed in thofe Things^ that Wert for his 
Intereft and fbelntereft of the KatkM, and 
the Chara^ets and Defigos'e^his evil Coun- 
f^liors Were laid cferi With the greateft 
Freedom. And theC their Rtmonftranec 
Isad the liiftuence'to niake the Kifig both 
'Change feme of hb Minifttrs arid alter his 
Mcal'urcS, yet it was with much Relu&ancy, 
that thk totild be obtained of him j nor did 
he ever Idvc thofe who gave him good Ad- 
vice, tho* he would fhcw himfeif craftily, 
and diflRimbIc With thdn after his Man- 
ner. 

THE Inclihatioii \st had to be abfoltite, 
i^as no Jtft manificft whcii he wmc td be 

JRin^i 
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King ofEfiglami, fN»n feveral Speeches he 
nmkto his FarliaiQentis^ whidi for the moil 
part were of his own compofiA^ r wherein he 
iiibdto afferc bisKii^y Power and Awhorkjr 
to a T^rf hij^h d^ee, an4 in fuch a dogma* 
tkat iitrain,. as Schoolmafters are wont to 
diStaxc to their Pupils* The f^me was alfd 
obietvabk in fomeofhis Political Writings if 
where he carried things to fueh fi^tremes^ 
as would have ccuifed nduch Uneafitiefs in hii 
jSubjeds^ bad not the wifer ibrt di&ern'd 
many Abfurdities in his Notions^ and there-*^ 
lore judged of them as mere empty Spd<!a-» 
lacions. Beftdes that, he was neter Jooked 
upon as enterpri&ig enoit^ to endanger thei 
Coni^ttttloni f^r he generally put an end 
toall the Oppofition he met withy by fome 
thteatning i^xpreiEon^, which the Peopia 
£oz the moft part ovcrlook'd^ ai coming 
from the King. 

B U T as the King's Inclinations ftood( 
that way, k gave Encont agement io Parties 
and Divifions, whieh fclf-interefted Men had 
alt eadf begun *frori» various Views and Mo*' 
fives. The Court was generally fway'd by 
tte Khig^s Humour and Inclinations $ and it 
IS fufiiciently known what unworthy Favou- 
rites he always entertained about him, and 
what Uneafiners tfes gave to the better fort 
qf his Subjcfts : For tho' the Nation enjoy'd 
a fufficlent Ihare of Peace from abroad, yet 
l^any were afraid <>f Evils to come, from tito 
? 4 Tenj. 
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Tamper tbatrbcgan- ra.fficw itfdf. in-:hi« 
Time. For now a more than ordinary 
Diftindion wasixiade in Matters of Religion ; 
The Laws were put in execution aj^aioft. the 
Puritans, while. favou^. was fhewn torjthc 
Fapifts, an4 Hich other Schemes formed^ as 
tended to Wisakcn the Protcftant Inrereft, 
9nd to unhiagi:]the Cbnititution. For it was 
to humour the King's AiAbition,. that his 
Power and Prerogative, were fctcwM up. to 
j&ich a Height by his Minifters an4 Fay6u- 
rites $ andtthat the Homilies of the\Church 
ag^inft RebelliQn, tho' they were perhaps 
chiefly ^efign'd in Qppofition to the Ulurpa- 
tions of Rome upon the Civil Power^ yet 
^ete interpreted fo, as they might beft favour 
the prevailing Notions of the Court, which 
aim'dat what Jome of his Succeffors after- 
wards carried to a greater Ffeigbt j vix;. at 
difpenfing With the Laws and Conftitutions 
pf the JCingdom. Such. as were the King's 
greateft Favpur ires among tbejpiergy, gene- 
Tally fell in with thcfe Maj:imsof the Court ; 
and therefore the King was willing to have 
allowed them a much greater Latitude, in 
their Jurifdiftion, than was cpnfiftent dtfaei: 
with the Lawspf the Land, oriHfe Principle* 
of good Governpicnt, had not a (top been 
put to it by theJudgeV who unaaimoufly 
gave their Opinion againfl; this new Scheme^ 
tor all Men fa w what the King and hb 
f ounfellors ^irn'd a? j wg;. tp fet up anafet

Iblitte Power in the Crown, and an Inde- 
pcnden/cy in the Church. 

BUT as this reconciled abundance of 

th^ Clergy to the King's Sentiments, (o 

many of them became very induftrious in 

promoting high Principles, fuch as were for 

fccting the King even above the Laws, and 

tbemfelves above the King : And tho' they 

conld not gain their Point with the Judges, 

who (hewed the Abfurdity of their Notions, 

and their Inconitftency with the Englijb 

Coofiieution^ nor go down with the better 

forti yet they made it their bufinefsto Hdc 

with the Court* Engines, in laying the Foun* 

dation of thofe unhappy Divifions, which 

rent the Ration afunder for fome facceflivc 

Ag«. 

A S the King had naturally an AverHon 
fo the Puritans, fo they were the more <lif^ 
Jik'd by tlie Court-Parafites, that they were 
not without many Friends among the more 
moderate Clergy. Great Numbers among 
the Laity alfo patronized them as far as was 
in their power ^ bepaufe the Puritans, be- 
Jides that little or nothing could be obfcded 
as to their Mor4ls, they alfo foin'd with o- 
thcrs in Defiirjcc of the C3onftitution, againft 
fuch things as threatned the Proteftant Re^ 
ligion, or the People's Liberties. The King, 
on the other handi gave countenance to the 
Popilh Party, who fell in with his Maxims, 
|?c(a\if^ (h^y found they had a dired Ten^

fions of his concerning them : and none irtte 
held in greater Eftecm by him/ than fotns 
Paptfts both in England and Scotland^ who 
had always hts Ear, and were preferred to 
fome of the higheft Ofikes/ or had private 
Pcnfions bcftowed on thcmv He fcenVd tO 
have no Notion of governing^ but by n*eer 
Crafr 9 and therefore would endeavodr id 
make his beft Sublets believe he had \(rife 
Views in all his Condud towards the R^- 
ppan CatholickS) and that he made ntaflf 
ttfeful Difcoveries t6 the Publick by thenk 
But this was looked upon as nothing but 
grimace^ while the King ihewcd a mainiftft 
Partiality towards them, and ftudied ad fat as 
he could go to advance their intereft. Bc-

their Office, formed to themfdves fuch 
Schemes as were tiot very conitftenc with 
the ConAitution of the Church of Eng- 
landy but favoured rather of Avarice 
and Ambition : and tho^ the better fort of 
the Nonconformifts not only confented to 
^Ee Refioration of King Charles the Second^ 
but were even forward in their feveral Capa^ 
cities to promote it> from a diflike to many # 
things in CromwelH Government ; yetwben 
that King came to en^yliis Father's Crown, 
Jie rewarded them butfycry Indifferently for 
their Services and good Dii^dfitioh towards 
his Reftoratiota.' Tho' he never pretended to 
ablblute Fdwer> as his Father and Grand^ 
father both did, who feem'd to look up- 
bn the Rights and.'Pri^le^es which the 
Subjeds daim'dy^and had enjoy 'd- for ma* 
iiy Ages, to be nothing^ but an Ufurpation 
Upon t'he regal Authority^: -^ yet he plainly 
fhcwed his Inclinations 'tnat wa/, by en- 
tertaining the Tame fort of People about 
bim. He managed all his Affairs by pri- 
vate Advice, and feldoni made life of his 
Privy-Council. All the ftmc Principles 
thit wcfe To ftrtriudufly prnamotcd in. the 
two preceding Reigns, were again efpoufed 
with greater warmth than ever, by: the 
King's chief Favourites. The Church of 
England being again refiorcd, it is well

^i?h F^^esJtl^»t^*^^^™^^^» apd other Afite 
of Pcrfccu|ion.; The NoAcoafoxnuifts ,of 
ail Torts were branded as the Ferfons who 
had> brought all the late Calaxnities cipofii 
the Nation, and as the Mur^l^rersof tfcw: 
late King 5 though many ojf, thenj, both, ju 
publick and private, fhcwed their Detcfta- 
tioii of the faid Mutder with more'freedom 
and boldnefs, than fome who'pretendcd 
cql be ixis bieft friends : On the other hand ie 
i? well inowii there were few Nonconfor^^ 
lilifls among thofe who firft took Arms againft 
him, moft of the Members o£ both Houfcs 
being Churchmen i and that it was chiefly 
hisownillCondud: which brought him to 
the Block. But fuch was how the Genius of . 
the TimeSf that all the Crimes of that Age 
•were imputed to them, and nothing was in 
fadiion but high^ftown l?rincipks. Whoever 
appeared fn^chalf of the Conftitution, at- 
gainft abfolutc Power, anci the King's arbi- 
trary way ;of managing Affairs by Favou- 
rites, were looked upon as Republicans, 
Enemies to Jl^ingly Government^ Schifma- ) 
ticks and £q^ie$ to the eiSta[bU(facd Church ; 
which very much inccnf^^ m^tiy of the 
Clergy againft them, who i^eing for the 
moft part miitnform'd in thofe things that 
happened, during, the late Wars and Con- 

C; fufions, 
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faftons, and being alfo jealous of tbe 
Nonconfortnifts^ whofc Minifters^ generall/ 
fpeaking> were Men of good Lives, carried 
matters to the higheft extreme of Fiqac 
and Refentment. And on the 30th oi Ja- 
nuary the Ptilpits were often profan'd with 
Lyes and Scandal 5 for the Son being now 
on the Throne, the Father was therefore 
extolled as a Saint and Martyr i zvA fuch 
as flood up firmly for Liberty and the Pro- 
teflant Religion, were denounced Rebels 
by falfe Parallels out of Scripture, and 
were much more difliked by fome People 
than the Papifts, who, as in the preceding 
Reigns, were again brought into great Fa* 
vour. The Affair tAMary Queen of Scots 
was. revived againfl the Promoters of the 
Reformation in Scotlmdy and the Noncon- 
formifts in England ; and fuch as favoured 
them in any refpeA were ranked in the 
fame Clals with the ScatSy and were re- 
prcfented as Perfons bred up in rebellious 
Principles. 

BUT the true Dcfign of all this was 
to overturn the Proteftant Religion 5 tho* 
it is probable many of the Clergy, and 
others who were aftivc in dividing Prote- 
ftants, did not fee into the ill Confcquen- 
ces thereof. King Charles ^ if he own'd 
any Religion at all, it was that of Popery 5 
whiclvjndeed, was the moft fuited to his 
licentious Life, Hi« Brother was a more

WE need not enter into the tarticu- 
l^ipf. that King's Reign, nor mention any 
thiqg concerning his Charadcr. It is fuf- 
ficicntly known, that King James the Se- 
cond w^ a weak Prince 5 he was Proud 
C 2 and 
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and Obftinatc to the highcft degree, Snd 
gave fufficient Proofs how little he regard- 
ed the Conftitution, by his arbitrary Mea- 
fures, which rendred his l^eign very fliort 
and unfortunate. For the Rapidity of his 
, I^rocccdings turned the Tide fo ftrongly 
againft him, that moft' of his own Iriehds 
were forced to defcrr him/ and his Caufe. 
But though the Caufe of Liberty was by 
this means affcrtcd, and the Prdtcffaht Re- 
ligion fecured from any dangerous Enter- 
prizes at home 5 yet the hid Meafures that 
were proleciited during this, and the pre- 
ceding Reign, brought the Nation into im- 
minent danger from the Enterprizes of the 
f tench iCmg 5 which leads us into a new 
'^^ Scene of things, that fftall be taken notice 
6f, fo far as they are ' neccffary to* our pre- 
fcnt Deli'gn?; . ' ' ^• 

IT is fufficicntly khbwn> that the bound- 
Icfs Ambition of the late Frencb'¥Ati% 
Lewis the XIV*''. was the main Source of 
a}l the TrcJubks and Corifuiions that have 
attended this Nation, and the greatcft part 
of Europty ' for above an Age pal^. - He 
began early to difcovcr an uncommon 
Thirft after Power and Dominion, .whieh 
was much inflamed, as well by the pro- 
fperous State in which he fburid his' AflTairs 
when he came to the Years of Maturity, 
as by the Flatteries of the Great Men of 
his Court r^ho, bcfides that it is a natural

having fet out. with this vain De/trc, he 
foon became a Plague to all the Nations 
round about him, by his continual In* 
cioacliments i;pon their Dominions.

2s did alfo Lorain mdSavpjfy the Sfamjb 
Netherlands were in a manner fwaliowcd 
up by his Armies $ and the United ^rpvin- 
ces were under imminent danger of un- 
dergoing the fame Fate. 

NO Tics or Engagements wcr? fuffi* 
dem to bind that Monarchy who ^Ifo took 
all Advantages in the way of Treaty to 
weaken and undermine hi«Neigliibours, by 
fowing Mifunderftandings and Jealouncs 
among thofc whofe. Intcreft it was to be 
firnily united; particularly between JS^t

THESE were the chief Articles a- 
greed to by the Grand Allies, for the Pee-- 
fervation oi Europe. But notwithftaading 
this Precaution, things went on but (lowly 
againft France $ which if not fo powerful 
as the whole Confederacy, had fome Ad- 
vantages beyond them, none of them fingly 
being in the leaft able to come in Com- 
petition with that Monarchy, which was 
very large and populous, and the People- 
under abfolute Subjection i whereas the 
Confederates, notwitbftanding the great 
Dangers that threatned them, were feldom 
altogether unanimous, but had their Con- 
C 4 tcfts 
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tefts and Jarrings about their refpeftive 
Intcrcfts> or were not without inteftine 
Piviiionsy ' as happened to be but too 
xnanifeBf in this JKingdom ; which verjr 
much hindered the Efforts England might 
have made ag^nft the common Enemy. 

FRANCE YiTnA ilfo this Advantage 
beyond the Confederates, that being placed^ 
as it werei in the Centre of Europe, her 
Armies feidom had further to march than 
to the Frontiers of her own Dominions; 
for fuch we may account her Gonquefts^ 
as well as her antient Territories. Thus 
the French Armies had but fhort Marches 
into Gernian/j and to the ^utch Provin- 
ccis 5 their TiDwns in the Netherlands, 
and oh the Confines of Germany, being 
like Co many Nurferies for Soldibrs, whb 
were ready upon a Call to attack their 
Enemies. Francs was alfo in pofieffion 
of Tigneroly and fomc Dependenciies there* 
of, which gave their Armies an eafy Ac- 
ccfs into Ital^ : Kor was it very difficult 
for them to make their way into Spain^ 
as that Country lies contiguous to feveral 
Parts of France i and that their Frontier 
Towns were; many of them, but weak and 
ill defended. Whereas the Confederates, 
for the mod part, were obliged to ad de- 
fcnfivcly, or to march their Forces a great 
yay/ efpeciallry from the North of G^r- 

' 3 tn^f^yy^ 
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Manjiy and other Northern Cout^tries^ that 
the Year was often far fpent, before the/ could 
be brought into the Field s v^hich was very 
advantageous to France^ as their Armies 
were not only formed before theNortherii 
Confederates could begin their Marches^ but 
were put into fuch a Situation^ as enabled 
them alfo to ftand their Ground : And in 
the iSpace of a few Years, the French were 
grown fo powerful at Sea^^ that they feveral 
ticries encountered the combined Fleets of 
England and Holland^ tho they were gene- 
rally worfted. 

THIS Exceilive Power, with . fo many . 
Advantages which concur'd together, to 
render Ffif/^r^ fo formidable ; jtiftly alarm'4 
all Europe^ the See of Rtnne not excepted^ 
which at firft ftood moftly with the Confedcr 
rates, left the French King fliould become 
univerfal Monarchi and it was obferveable 
till this Confederacy was form'd, nq Year 
paiTed, wherein he made not fome very con- 
ftderable Acquifltion to his Dominions. 
Nor were the Confederates, after their 
Union, able to break his Power, or to 
humble his Pride ; for in all the Battles and 
Encounters, that happened from the Year 
1688, to the Year 1697,^ that the Peace ol* ^^97- 
Refwick was concluded, the Succefs was 
various, incliningfometimesto JFr^mr^ and 
fomctimes to the Confederates.

B UT if the Power of France was fo 
very confiderable before this Time, 4t bc^ 
came much more fo afterwards. The Peace 
of Refwick gave only a (hort breathing- 
time to all the Parties engaged in the War { 
for King William was forced to accept the 
bcft Terms he^ could get, the Nation being 
' then under various Diifcontcnts, befidesthe 
Scarcity of Money^ which was occafion'd 
by the Alteration of the Coin. Some new 
Con)un3:urcs in the Aflfairs abroad^ carried 
alfo a very difmat Afped; for the King of 
Spain was grown very infirm and ftckly, 
having at the fame time no Iflue> arid it was 
obfervable that thofe who had the Manage- 
ment of his Affairs, were now become cold 
and indifferent in the common Caufc, Which 
created the more Jealoufy in the other Con- 
federates, that in the Treaty of Refwick^ 
no right Stipulations were made for the Sue- 
ceffion of the Crown of Spain^ to which 
the French King conftamly claimed a Right 
by his C^een, who was the King of Spain's 
eldefl Siller^ notwithftanding he had before 
his Marriage renounced the fame.

THUS far the Parliament thought fit 
to refolve concerning Fr^iwr^, judging right- 
ly, that thefe Encroachments of the French 
Monarch on his Neighbours, would foon af- 
fcd Englandy unlcfs a timely Stop was put 
to them : And accordingly a good Number 
of Forces were fent over the fame Year to 
join the T^utch 5 a good Fleet was alfo e- 
quip'd, and fent to Sea; and Preparations 
were made to carry on the War vigoroufly* 
King William alfo went over to Holland^ 
and entered into a frefli Treaty with the Em- 
peror and the States^ General, in confequcncc 
of the Grand Alliance, wherein they agreed 
mutually to aflift each other againft the com-' 
mon Enemy, until Satisfaction fhouLdbe gi- 

yea 
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Vea to the Houfe ofAufiria^ in relation to 
the Spanijb Succeffion. That the Spahijb 
'Netherlands fhould not be left in the hands 
of the French, and that the Englifi and 
HJutch^fhorjdd keep all fuch Places as they 
ihould conquer in the i^ejl Indies daring the 
.War. 

WHILE thefe things vi^ere in agitation, 
King James the Second died at Sf. GermainSy 
and the French King acknowledged the Pre: 
tender's Title to the Crown of England^ 
contrary to the Fourth Article of the Treaty 
oiRefwick^ which fo much incenfed Peo- 
ple here in England, that whatever other 
Differences happened among them, ihoft 
were unanimoufly rcfolvcd to refent this In- 
dignity offered by the French King, when 
he had fo lately acknowledged King Wil- 
liam's Title, as eftabliflied by Parliament. 

I N the midft of all thefe threatning Dan- 
gers, the Duke of Glocefter alfo died $ who 
being the next Heir to the Crown after the 
.Princefs^»»^ his Mother, the fettling the 
SucceiHon became a Matter of the greateft 
Confequence. King ff^lliam at the fame 
time was in a bad State of Health, but was 
fo careful of the publick Intereft, that he 
made it his chief Bufinefs to have the fafd 
Succeflion efrablifhed on the Houfe of Ha- 
pover, in cafe the faid Princcfs Anne fhould 
die without IlTue : for he was fo fenfible of 
the illConfequenccs that might happen from 

the 
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the Diviiions and Animoflties in this King- 
dom, and his Zeal was fo great for fecuring 
the FroteftaQt Religion and the Liberties of 
Europe y which turnicd wholly upon this 
Hinge, of having^ a Proteftant Succc^br to 
the Crown, that he thought it the fafcft 
way not to leave this Matter undetermined in 
the fucceeding Reign ; and therefore he pro- 
cured ao A£t in the next enfuing Parlia- 
inent^ declaring the Succeflion to devolve 
pn the Frincefs Sofhm^ Elefkrefs Dowager 
of Hanover^ as the next Proteftant Heir, 
land the Heirs of her Body being Proteftants. 
This Aft had the Royal AiTent given it the 
iz* of June 1 70 1 5 and the 8* of March 
next following, K. William died, having a 
little before his Death procured another Aft 
to make good the above-mentioned SucceG 
ixovL^ as the beft Expedient to difappoint 
thofc who were in hopes, by the affiftancc 
of France^ to make way for the Pretender, 
and by that means to accomplifh the old 
Defignof introducing Arbitrary Power, and 
reftoring Popery in this Kingdom. He alfo 
very earneftly recommended theUnion be- 
tween the two Kingdoms,that the Succcffion 
might be cftabliflied in Scotland as well 9s 
in Englandy and as the beft Means to ftrcng- 
then the Efforts made ag^inft jthe Commoqi 
Enemy 5 for which his Atemo^ry will always 
l>e grateful to Pofterity.

Neither was 
(heoppofedby thofe who were in the Preten- 
der's Caufe» For bcfides that Things were iiot 
come to that maturity, (b a$ to enabl^ the 
Pretender's Friends to make any Attempt a- 
gainft her Succeifion to the Crown; they were 
alfobuoy'dup with new Hopes upon this ex* 
traordinary Event of King William's Death, 
who always afted from an invincible Principle 
in oppofltion to all their Schemes : Whereas 
T^e suu Queen Anne^xho they knew (he was ambitious 
cf Affairs of coming to thc Crown, yet they forefaw 
^^Zen ftpm the State of Affairs abroad, and the 
A^uc'i-rfc- Temper of the Nation at home, that their 
;;f^j;;,.Caufe would be in fome likelihood of ga- 
thcring ftrengfh during her Reign: A^d the 
rather, becaufe the Queen had To much Pas- 
tiality towards her Father, that fhe was no 
real Enemy to thofe who adhered to his In* 
tcreft ; aind being herfelf paft allHopes of ha- 
ving more Children to inherit the Crown af^ 
tet her, they always imagined this would ren- 
der her indifferent as to the Succeifion in the 
Houfe' of Hanover. 

UPON thcfe Views the Schemes of this

not otdY agreed^, to their own fcveral De<^ 
mands andl^retenitons, fothatthccewas no^ 
Mifiudetftanding: among: them, but ttey^ 
had alfo taken care of the Interd^of all the 
reft, referving fiill a Power of making fucb 
fhither Demands, as ^ might be neceiTaryta 
roixter. the Peace firm andlafting. The pre- 
fcnt: Emperor; who was then Arch-Duke 
o£ Aufiria^ and had* been pFOClaimed King 
oiSpamy^zs to have had that Monarchy* 
fot faisShare, and the ^Frmr^ King to ^oiit' 
v^ith^^ the Allies' in aU fuch Meafures, a? 
Ihonld be judg'd ntceifary to make his Grand- 
fonabandon the fame> in cafe of his RefufaL 
And as Provifion was to have been made, 
rhat^ no Branch of the Houfe of B$mbcn^ 
(honid inherit the 4S)0i4iii/]E^ Monarchy, fo the 
EmperoDwas alfo to have renounced all Title 
to that JKingdom ^ and all poilible Precaution 
was likewife to have been taken, in cafe* 
of the Bn^eror's Death without Iffiie, that 
Sfam^^tiAtht Bnnpire Hiould not be united. 
A good and fufficient Barrier was to have 
bectt provided for the States-Gefteral, accor- 
ding to the Tenure of the Grand Alliance, 
and-Care would have been taken' for thecf-^ 
fc%4l pemolition^f tD^>^^^> and what^ 

ever 
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ever might tend to advance the Trade ol 
Great Britain. For in cafe the Qaeen had 
made Peace with France at that time, while 
her Armies were attended with fuch con- 
tinued SncuefSy and while all the Confede- 
rates were fo unanimous, as (he mxaSt have 
been the chief Arbiter in fetling every one's 
Fretenftons, to z% France on the one hand 
would not have been in a Condition to have 
(tood out againft her Demands, in Matters of 
Trades neither could her Allies have oppofed 
any Advantages this Nation fliould have gain* 
edthat way, as the Succeflesagainftthe com- 
mon Enemy were chiefly owing tothe Share 
Great Britain had taken in the War, and 
that without confenting to her Demands^ 
their own could not have been anfwered« 
. T H U S the Plenipotentiaries of the Al- 
lies judged nothing lefs could enable them 
tp treat rightly with France ^ and tho their 
Demands were indeed pretty high, both as 
to the Towns that were to have been given 
up in Germany yZnd the NetherlandSy and 
likewife as to "PM/^^'s abandoning Spain i 
yet the French lAitiihtxs confcnted to them, 
and the Marquifs de Torcy pofted to Vkr- 
JkilieSy with an Intention as he pretended 
to get them confirm'd by hisMaftcr, allcdg;ing 
that their Inftrudions did not reach to every 
particular Article. But the French Forces 
itx Spain, having about this time made 
themfelves. Matters of AUcant^ and having 

alfo 
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alfo obtain'd a ftftall Vidory over a Body of 
^ortuguefey King L^w/j thereupon thought 
fit to delay, till after the Campaign, having 
a very great Army in the Netherlands^ from 
which he had no fmall £xpedatibns. But he was 
greatly difappointed, for theConfedcrates took 
Tournay^ beat the French in a fignal Battle 
neat Mans^ and afterwards made theftfelves 
Matters of that ftrong City and Fortrefs. And 
before the Summer was ended, the AflTairs of 
Spain took alfo a Turn, that was very favour- 
able to the Allies $ Count Staremberg^ who 
commanded the confederate Forces there, 
having obtain'd feveral Advantages over King 
Vhilipy whereby that whole Kingdom^ which 
had been in a manner loft after the Battle of 
Almanza^ was now in a fair way of being 
again re$:overed by the Confederates: which, 
with the Lofs of Mons and Tournay^ pro- 
ved fb great a Mortification to the French 
King, that in the beginning of the next Year, 
viz. 17 10, he was again very follicitous 
to renew the Conferences; which according* 
ly began this Year in March j at Gertruyden- 
hurgy and continued till July^ when they 
broke up without coming to any Conclu- 
lion : * The French having gone back from 
their former Propofals, and having made 
new Offers, which were no ways fatisfadory 
i:p the Allies, The Caufes of which, and 
the extraordinary Events that followed, will 
now be related at fome Length.

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WHEN Things wefcthus brdtight vcfjr

oafoot. The Duke of Jli^r/fer*i{f^;&, wta) 
•by reafon of his great Su(:ccfles9hadGA>eaki'd 
the chief Sway in all AfFairs» was imt with- 
out Abundance of Enemies who eni^'4 his 
good Fortune, tho there was indeed no 
Man in the Kingdom fo fit as himfelf 
for the Command of the Army* He was 
wife in all his Undertakings, having nc* 
ver engaged in any Affair of Moment without 
Advice, which wasa Blemilh inKing/jF?//hMfiV 
Charader, who othcrwife wasa very great 
General, but would often follow his own 
Schemes, contrary to the Opinion of his 
beft Counfcllors. But when the Command 
of the Army wasfirft confcr'd upon the Duke, 
tho his Experience in Military AflFairs was 
then but fmall, yet his Excellency lay in this, 
that he never did any thing, but in concert 
with thofe who had moft Experience, and 
carefully weighed whatever was propofed to 
him 5 and having joind Diligence and Ih- 
duftry along with his other great Talents, 
he foon excelled all other Men> both in 
Condud and Succefs. 

BUT 
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B U J the lii^er the Duke advanced in 
f apie^ the more he was envy'd^ and there 
were many Circ;umftances^ that concur'd to 
increafethe Number of his Enemies. £fpe- 
cially hisvaft Riches, and an Opinion mMy ygaioufas 
hadcQnceived of him, thathc wascovetous/w^^-'^/* 
bccaafe.he enjoyed To many Places, both of ^^^f^^* 
Honour and Profits being not only Com- Maribo- 
manderin Chief of the Army, by which he'^^S^' 
had the Difpofal of all Military Employ- 
ments^ but dlfo being Maftec-General of the 
Ordnance, and Colonel of the firft Regi- 
ment of Foot-G&ardi. The Dutchefs was v 
Groom of the Stole to the Qieen, and Privy- 
Puxfe, whereby fhc had conftantly the 
Qucjcn's Ear and Pocket 5 which gave no 
fmall Offence to fome of die Nobility, who 
perhaps coftfidered their own Merits, no 
otherwife than as being of inore ancient or 
greater £;ctradion than the Duke and 
Dutchpfs> and might therefore be difplcafed 
that they could not have the Preference in 
the Queen's Favour. 

THE Duke's Family ^as alfo very^ much 
firengthened in Alliances with other great 
and powerful Families; for his only Son 
being dead, he had matched his cldeftDaugh- 
ter to the Lord Treafurer Godolphin's 
cldeft Son. Another he had married to the 
Earl of Sunderland^ who was at that time 
principal Secretary of State 5 a third to the 
Earl of Brid^ew^fr j ^nd the youngeft to 

^ the 
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the prefent Duke of Montagu, who Vas thent 
Marquifs of Monthertner, his Father being 
at that time a|[ive: which created a no fmall 
Jealoufy among fome fort of People, who 
did all they could to prcpofiTeis Mens Minds 
with Fearsy left the CoiAmand of the Army, 
ithe Treafury^ and all Affairs of States l>eing 
as it were in the hands of one Family, and 
the Duke of Marlborough being in fuch 
great Authority with the Allies abroad, 
might be the Means to endanger the Ccmfii* 
tjition. 

THE greatcft and ablcft Men of the 
Kingdom, were alfo of the Duke's Party, 
and gave their Concurrence to all the Mea^ 
fures then on foot, both in relation to 
foreign and domeftick Affairs. The Earl 
Qodolfhin was an able States-man of long 
Experience, efpccially in the Treafuryj ha- 
ying been a Commifiicner many Years, be- 
fore he was made Lord Treafurer: and tho 
\ii was an honeft Man,as appeared afterwards, 
when a Scrutiny was made into his Condud, 
ycf beiqg fo nearly allied to the Duke, by 
the ftrongsft Tyes of private Intcreft, it 
proved the Means to heighten Peoples Jca- 
loufles very much; fo that he was by many 
looked upon as a dangerous Perfon, to be in 
fo high a Truft. And therefore this Miniftry 
were never without fomc Oppofition, even 
when they were in their greateft Vogue, 
and abundance of pains was taken both in

THE Hte Earl. CowpeVy yho wa? ^tViSotnttu^ 
Lord Chan(ifellor> owed hi^ Rife chiefly, to ^;^g,< 
the Lord TreaJfurer^' and the other great Men Afe» in 
of that Party. Pf e had a ready, Wit and ac- ^*«''^' 
cutate Judgment/ and was the gfcat?ft Ora- 
tor of nij ^ime. He prefided in many Af- 
fairs (^ greateft Moment, particularly at the 
Shaking of the IJnion, wherein he. acquitted 
hlmfelf fo handfoniely, as he did oh many 
6thet publick Occaftdhs, that it might be 
juftly faid of him, what j5^A Johnfon faid 
of the tMi^yerulam: ^' That he com-

** Judges angry ancf j^Icafcd at his Devotion : 
« That no Man had their A#edions more 
" in his power, and that the Fear of evcry^

THE Lord iji^/^ifr/, the late Chancellor, 
was alfb in great Repute, as . an able and 
grave CottnfcUor, but was grown fome>vhat 
infittti, and theifefore unfit for tlie .Toils of 
Bufinef?5 tho'liif. Advice Was lyiuch fol-* 
lov^ed, being an able Lawyer and a Man of, 
great Experience in Affairs. The late Lord 
Halifaxy anotheif very great Man^ was jh hi's 
fail Vigour. He had a' very extenjfive Senilis, 
which rendred his Advice ufeful inallAf-, 
fairs, befidcsthathe was a Matter in all kinds 
of polite Learning, and a Favourer of Men

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^£ SIDES thefe> there wexc many of 
th^ N<>t>ilicy and Gentkmen of beft Account, 
vhd iided with the Miniftty) in all their 
pttUick Meafurea. They had alio a Majority 
antioAg the Bi(kop$^ who efpouled their Sta- 
timents. As alfo moftof thofewho wei:e 
dk&kogaiti^cd by their Wit or Learqing^ who 
natikr^dly approved their (^ondvtSt^ bccaufe 
it was the moft rational and the moft adapte4 
to the Honour and Safety of the Natiom 
Ukowife the Merchants and moft Perfbtn; ^ 
cdncerned in Trade^ were generally on this 
ildc^ becaufe they looked on their ]ntereft 
to be altogether precarions, unlefs fuch a 
BaUUtoce fhould be eftablilhedt as might put 
it out of the power of Fran€e^ or any othcc 
l^a^n, to hurt our Commerce 5 and as they 
had this in view^ fo they all 9leng contributed 
checrfnlly to fupportthe Watj and all other 
fx^encies of the State. 

THESE great Men being thus ftrength-^ 
ned with fo powerful a Bodyi tthece feem'd 
to be no human Probability that any Thing 
Ihould be able to give them the ^eaft Inter- 
ruption in their Proceedings^, much lefs 
to move them out of tlie C^en^s Favour^ 
for whom in particular they had done fuch 
great Things s having rendered her Name 
no lefs famous over the World, than that 
of her great PredecdTor Queen Elizabeth. 
Bcfides that the Party who oppofc<l them, 
confifted chiefly of fuch Perfon5,'Who albeit 
E z they^ 
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they gave themfclvcs. out to be the only 
trac Friends of the eftablifhcd Church, yet 
theh: Principles were generally diflik'd by 
thofc \^ho had the bell Notions of what was 
truly for the gotod of the Nation, and the 
Proteftant Intereft, in regard their Schemes 
Were too narrow and limited with refpeft to 
other Protcftants, and incoiififtcnt with their 
own Profeflion, as they generally fell in with 
Paptfts and Jacobites, who were known Ene- 
mies to the Conftitution in Church andState. 
Neither had they Men who were thought robe 
of fufficient Reputation to take up the Burden 
bf thek Caufe, in cafe they had been able to 
carry their Point againftthe Dnkc of Marl- 
borough and his Friends. For the Duke of 
Ormond was the only Perfon they could fet 
up as his Competitor, a Man no ways quali- 
fy'd for it, his Head being turned more to 
Show and Oftentation, than to the real Em- 
ployments of a General ; which however 
rendered him more popular than the other, 
who ftudioufly avoided all fuch Things. In 
Aif.Harlcy civil Affairs, Robert Harley was the fitted 
*^<^'**^^f^Perfon to be employed, tho'.a Man of an 
]J^/j$^i. obnoxious Charader. He had been thrice 
jtrj. Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, was 
well acquainted with the Bufinefs of that 
Houfe, and the Charaftcrs of the leading 
Members. He had likewife been one of the 
principal Secretaries of State, but continued 
only a (hort while in that Office, being dif- 

carded 
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carded upoa aeeount of one Gregg^ a Clerk 
of the Office, who was executed for keeping 
a fecret Correfpondence with France. The 
Particulars of this Story arc fufficiently 
known to many Pcrfons yet alive, and 
therefore need not be told heres only thus 
muchf that the Miniftry having preffed this 
Gregg very carneftly, with a Promife of Par-. 
doft^ in cafe he had accused Harky^ which 
Gregg never would do, this fo much dif- 
^jSitAHarley^ that he was ever after plot'^ 
ting the Downfall of the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough and his Party, and therefore fell in 
with all the Clamours that were raised againft 
them. But he lay under feveral Difad van- 
tages, which very much Icflcned his Credit, 
among all forts of People. For even this 
AiF^r of Gregg was imputed to his Negli- 
gence, by thofe who believed him to be 
otherwife innocent. He was not much be- 
loved by either Side j the High-Church Par- 
ty were afraid to truft him becaufe his Father 
Sir Edward Harley\ and moft of his Rela« 
tions'had been Diflentcrs, and becaufe he 
came into play firft of all by their Intereft, 
Thc-Pgpifts and Nonjurors us'dto^fhew nq 
I\king to him, for the fame Reafon^ being 
always afraid he would prove falfe to them^ 
as indeed he never difcovcred any great For?^ 
wardnefs in their Caufe. The Diffenters on 
the other hand were no lefs jealous of him, 
^e^siufe in real Deeds h« f^ei^'d to fall i(\ 
6 ? nioftJy 
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moftiy witli their finemies, at the fyaa^iimt 
he always profefled Friendflup iot thejn, aii4 
gave them good Words. Others lo<^^ pa 
him as one who lay always ondie Catchy tQ 
fall in with either Party^ where he poiil^ Mi 
fdrve his own Tarn. He had alio verf fsudi 
Impak'd his pacernal Eftace In the psrioic^ 
his Pro|e£):s9 fo that he was looked upoa i>y 
ITioft People to be a dangeroos Pcxfon, wi 
there was ik> great Likdihood^ as^iiagi 
went, that he flK^iild ever come jbckc upoa 
the Stage. There were iKfldeshimlbmr lew 
other Perfons of Note, who had beenaiiMi 
mean Imploymcnts$ panicolarif Mx.iir. 
John Secretary t3f War, avery^ivc Mas 7 
alfo Sir Simm H^rcmrt an able Lawyo*, 
who had been SoUicitor-Generai ; i>Qt jmh 
were difcatdedhy rcafoGof their lotiMaqr 
and FriendChtp wiih Harley^ Bot at jtfai$ 
time of the day, while the other P^arty. wis 
fo powerful, and coniifted of tfae ^rcattft 
and moil experienced Men of ite Nati«>n, 
thefe were looked upon as incoiafidecibk, 
and the rather that they could not ihi^ort 
any IntereR wkhont Harky^ wdio was at 
this time obnoxious to ail Sides. 

B^T tho^ all thispromifeds^thii^jbttt 
the gre^tcft Security to the Duke of mof^l- 
fforou^b^ atid to thofe who were in Employ'- 
tnent with him, fuch as in ail human acppca* 
jaricc no Envy or Oppofition could well 
qverturn ; yet too mudi P^oww in«h6hands

W.hish indeed had put a ftop 19 all manner 
j?)f X.ca^dc, whereby the Poor whip were wont 
fO|^c<Q^Q^ed in theManufaia;utes, came 
t9,t^4n.ide&itute Condition. Kew Taxes 
V^c jutts'd,that hc^htened the Priceof many 
HtcsJE&ry Comnaodities, which fell chiefly 
oniie poorcj: Sottj which, with .tJie Scarcity 
.0/ Corn, and the Rife of, the Price of 
.Bread .at .that time, increafed their Mifcriics 
-Vejry .much. And the Land-Tax being con- 
jtioued from Year to Yeair, at the Rateof four 
Shillings on .the Pounds cauijbd no ffaiall 
Plfcontent among the Country Gentlen>cn, 
that however much they were wont fome- 
jpqies to applaud the Duke's great Succeifes, 
they began now to change their Note, and

HO WEViER this was not fuffident 
tto ftop Peoples mouths, while they laboured 
iinder fo liiany Difcontents and Jealoo&s. 
The Clergy '^erc ^nfour^gcd bV XcVtral 
ambitious Men of their own Order, who 
}:hemfelves were willing to run no hazard, 
and by other difgufted Pcrfons of whom 
jiheytriight perhaps ixpcft Favdtijrs^ in' Cafe 
tofa Changfc j and no doubt fomc w6rc ex- 
cited by their own weak Fears and Jealouftes,

THIS Sacfieverel was f he Son of ^Dr.s^ 
Clergyman, and had his Education at O^-qXiSir.

He w$^is 
noted there as a Pcrfbn of a very turbulent

In fhprt, his whole Sccmon Wias nothing but 

a Heap Of jfeditipus and unchjuritable Invec^ 

tives, fuil of lugti-rfounding Words and 

pompous Compa^iibns» th^ better to inflame 

the Minds q£ the Multitudes 9ad to this 
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end he alfo mifapply'd both Saipture and 
Hiftory, and all with an Air of the greateft 
Afliiranee. 

IT may well be rernembred whatNoife 
this Sermon made> being delivered before 
the chief Perfons of the City oi Lfmdm^ 
where moft of the Supplies were ufually 
raifed> and People fpoke as they were af- 
fe^edy fome applauding the Preacher's Zeal 
' and Courage, others were aftonifhed at his 
AiTurance, and looked Jip^n him ;as a turbu- 
lent FcUow 9nd a mifchievous Incendiary^ rp 
vent fuch falfe Invedives in fo folemn a 
Place, elpeciail^ at a time which called for 
the greateft Unanimity. But when this 
Sermon was printed, it made ftill a far greater 
Koife, and wasfoon fpread into all Parts of 
the Kingdotn \ fo that the M^niftry taking 
great Offence thereat, and their Patience 
being quite tir'd out with many other Com? 
plaints of the fame kind| that came from 
all Quarters, rcfolved to bring this bold Of- 
fender to trial, that they might deter others 
from the like Praifticcs. For little or no- 
thing was heard from the Pulpit .in many 
Places, cfpecially from the younger Sort of 
Clergymen, but the Doarine ofPaflive 
Obedience and Non-Refiftance, with fuch In- 
ferences, as might give People a Diflifce to 
the Miniftry, the Revolution-Principles and 
all the Laws and Conftitutions founded 
upon them 5 tho indeed Dr^ ^achevet^l 
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had of all others rendered himfelf the mofi 
obnoxious to Cenfurc^ both becaufeofthe 
place where his Sermon waSpreached> and 
like wife becaufe the printing of that Sermon 
had brought it into every body's hands, and 
made it a Bone of Contention among all 
forts of People throughout the Kingdom. 

ABOUT this time the Parliament met 
at fVeftminfter^ where Complaint being 
made oi the Sermon> it was produced^ and 
feveral Paragraphs in it were read, with 
the Dedication of the Sermon preach'd at 
fDerlfj, in order to bis Impeachment before 
theLdrds.' But fomc oppofed this Method 
of proceeding, thinking it would, he doing 
the Dpdor too much, honoury and that the 
Time was not very feafonable to make toa 
greata.noifc about hini> which this would 
do^ and by that nieai^ might incrcafe his 
Party;, confidering: how much the Genera^ 
lity of the Clergy were difgufted 5 and there- 
fore judgfrd it more advisable to have him 
try'd betpre fomc inferiour Court. This 
was the wifeft Advice, as appeared after- 
wards. But the Majority falling in with the 
Great Men, who were for his Impeach- 
ment 5 and thofe who favoured the Dodor s 
Caufc being in hopes of fome happy Turn 
by this folemn and auguft Way of Proceed- 
ings as it would alarm the Nation, did 
therefore all they could underhand to prcis 
it forwards. Whereupon the Houfe refol-

The 
BleMance made at theRevoiutiop in i688, 
WftS juftify*d, where there was a total Sub^ 

I vcrfion 
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vcrdon of the Religion, Laws and Libeftks 
of the People; and as it was* begun and carry'd 
on with the ConcuriSnce and Voice of tht 
OsTrkl. whole Nation, fo it was waf ranted from 
Reafon and the conftaht Pradic^ Of thi$ 
Kingdom % the Subjeds having in all times 
of Danger ftood up in defence of their 
Liberties, the juft Rights of the; R.pyal 
Prerogative and the Rights o^ the ^ubjcas 
were both fet forth and maintained, acdor> 
ding to the Fundamental Conftitution of 
England.' The Hohoiir of the Government 
was alfd vindicated, and the Tdlcration 
granted to Proteftant PilTcnters, warranted, 
as being altogether conftftent with the Safety 
Of the Eftabliftied Ch'ufch> and not only 
Agreeable to Chriftian Charity^ but to that 
Clemency arid Tcnderncfs which all good 
Governments ought to Ihew, to every pact 
of the Community. 

THESE being the chief Matters whcrd- 
in the Doftor had given Offence^ the M^ma- 
gets therefore infifted much upon them la 
their Pleadings, fo as to make out the Charge 
againfl: him in each Article 3- b'efides bis Blun- 
ders, his falfe Application of Scripture and 
other Particulars, which fomc of them 
thought fit alfo to animadvert upon, per- 
haps that his Friends might not think too 
highly of him : for the common People, 
andthofe who were fond of Novelties, be- 
gan to idolize him very much. Th^ Bifhops 

bein^ 
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bang likewife required to give their Opi- 
nion in this "trials to fatisfy thofe wHa 
might think the Doctor hardly dealt withy 
in cafe the Biftiops had been altogether filent. 
Therefore fcveral of that Reverend Bench 
Iboke- their Min^s freely, particularly Dr. 
Burnet WL^o^^oiSdrtimi an honeftpublick-^ 
ipirited Man> who was very zealous and 
adive for the Froteftahf Interefl: and the 
SucceiHon ih the Houfe of ffaHover^ 2nd 
had been ftirtrierly noleisadiveand zealous 
for the Revolution; which rendered him 
very obnoxious to all the dffaffeded Party; 
This Reverend F'relate recited mod of the 
Tranfaftions of that a^d the preceding 
i'imes, wherein he fet forth the. ill ufe had 
hctd ijiadc of the Dodrine of Paflive Obe- 
dien'ce and iSTon-Reftftance to carry on the 
ikiigns of fome bad Men, and in particular 
to flatter weak 6t bad Princes iii their En- 
troachments on their Su()/e^s Liberties, 
aind made juft ObferVations on the Calami- 
fies which fuch tilings had brought upon 
ihcNition. Theprefent Bi(hopofSD^»r]64«^ 
^ke alfo 6n the fame Side, and pi. Trim- 
nel, whbwai then Bifliop of IlJarwichj 
tho a Man of a mild peacable Difppfition* 
yet could not forbear taking notice of the 
tvil Tcndfency of that Sefm6% ind there- 
fore gave bis Judgment againft it. But .Dn 
^P^^^theprcient Archbiihop of Ciju/^r^i^r^'y . 
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who wai'then Bifliop of Lincoln^ canvaiTed 
every part of the Sertnon very narrowly » 
iahd confirmed all the Managers had faid to 
make out the Charge on each Article, by 
giving a further Innght into the Tendency 
of his wtiole Difcourfes which he did with 
great Judgment and Perfpicnity^ and that 
by the moft fair and candid Con((rudiOn 
that could be put upon its having alio 
taken notice, as fome of the Managers had 
done before, that the Dpdor had mifapplyM 
Hiftory and Scripture to promote thofe De- 
iigtls which had been charged upon bintti in 
the Articles of Impeachment. 

K O W it was the Deftgn of the Miniftry 
and the other leading MeninbothHoufcs, 
to expofe the unreafonabieners of the Cpiii- 
plaints that had been made againft tbXC^ 
vetnmettr/ and they were in hopcsfUciia 
pikbllck Trial might be the Means to nbake 
the whole Nation fcnfibk how much'thcy 
had been impofed on by thofe, who from 
a falfe Pretence of Religion iand Zeal' for 
the EftabUflled Church, were only carryihjg 
on TuchDeflgnS as might in the end dellrby 
, the Conftiturioh^ or at leaft might iiave tVxs 
unhappy £ffed, to retard the Mcafutes that 
were then on foot againft ^he common* Ene- 
my. "But how far they . fucceedcd in. tliJs, 
was foon manifeft from iht Chaogev'that 
happened. For this extraordinaty way of 
proceeding againfi the Dodor^ inftcad of 

con- 
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fOnlriacins Men of thek Foily^ ic reii4€rcd 
them tbc more oiitra^ous* And 9s the 
Jifinikal Solcmiiky of the Trial made a Vtrf 
9nt iioifb, JBOt only throughout this Na^^ 
tion» bitt over all Ew^pe^ fo thofe who wer^i 
Enemies to the^pmmon Caufc and the ^^\^ 
fare ^i Englmi hesx^iosc^i every Circum'* 
fiance to inceiiCe the Pcc^le more thaa 
IBt^eragaiiift the<JOvemmeiGiti and chat whicli 
tmcout^ed them above all things^ ij/as a 
&iunour tfaftt the QuccQ (ecrocly favoured the 
Dojftor's Caiife^.yihicb in dielffuc pcov^d 
tme) as thrill anon ^peor. 

DiJ KING the time of this long tcia{^ 
«rlijdi lifted moiit ptrtof tlM: Springy rheifi 
faappeoed gfeat 0iforders in diverle Pat:t3 
t^ ttK Ki^OKn, Aicreol u^ by diiafeftcd 
JPterfeiis; and at Lmdon the Do^or was 
cixrjr day actcnded to fV^ftmiHfi^r^ and 
back to the Ten^k^ where to lodged, with 
iKqrsreat Crowds. of Rahhlc, who infulted 
^ Peifims whom they met unlefs they 
lirould join with them ia tjbeir UioA^^ and 
Ayriamarions of Apjj^aufetorihe Do^or and 
High-Church for ewr^ ^ich was their 
connnon Cry. This was atHriS in fomc 
meafnre overlooked by the Government^ 
who probably imagined that fort of People 
would foon be tir'd out with cheir di^y 
Attendancei or at lead as moft of thctnwfire 
Senwits and Apprentices^ that their Maifters 
would not penitit ihem long to leave th^xt 
F 2 Suiincfsf 
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Bafincfs: but it happened quite otherwire j 
for the Difaffcdion became like a contagious 
Diftemper, which feizes without difiin£bion. 
The Servants were encouraged by their 
MaftcrS) and Money was giv'ento fpirit up 
the Mob^ who went in great Bodies and 
pulled down feveral of the DilTenters Meet* 
. ing Houfes^ and committed many other 
Outrages^ until a ftop was put to their Career, 
toy fending Soldiers amotig them. But 
when thefe Tumults were fuppreflfed about 
London^ the Mob in (he Country fell «^n 
the Meeting Houfes in feveral o^her Towns 
and Cities j and not only infulted the I^if- 
fenterSy but thofe who favoured them, being 
encouraged and connived at by Mayors, 
Juftices, and other Officers of the Peace* By 
this means his Caufe gathered ftrength, 
and Reports were fpread throughout the 
whole Kingdom, thar he had been profccu* 
ted for no other reafon, but his Adherence 
to the Church and Monarchy, which were 
induftrioufly put. together, that thofe who 
had called him to account for his Dodriiles, 
might be looked 4ipon as Perfonsof Ami* 
monarchical Principles, andEnemieiitothe 
Eftabliftied Church j which gave the geaen- 
-* lity of People, (who were now grown in a 
manner infatuated) very ill Impreflions of 
the Miniftry, by which means the great 
Things they had done for the Honour and 
Safety of the Nation and the Good of all 

Chrifiendom, 
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CHriftendom, were in a great meftAusetxaili- 
pledohder foot. 

BITT befides the reftlels Endeavours qf 
openly difaffcaxd Ferfons, who bad a deep 
Share in )dl thefe Diforders i the Methods 
taken by the Dodor's Friends in bis Trials 
contzibuted alfo very mi^htogivs ftrength 
to tlfec Caufe, by bringing, him into great 
Credit ^ an honeft and puhiicktrpJrited Man^ 
who had ftood up manfully U^atime o(.\mf 
niineiit'Dahgerl ' Hk Counfei being repii.bie 
that the Iniinuiftionssof his Sermoji were fo^j^J^ 
bpcn'iiid barefac'd that they njight juftly/^,r»« 
render hin| obnoxious to Cenfure and Pu^^£«i><)«- 
niftinent, did thetcfote aU that was in thci*"'''*^*!'*- 
powd^/ both in the Atifwers; 10 the Articles 
of Impeadunene; und^in their Pleadings, to 
dett his Intention fieom the Xniputation of 
Di^yahy to the Queen, and Dirrcfpcd^ to 
tlw^overnmcnt. Jhfi like Care was uUtk 
of hi* ^ech, which made fo gr^at noifc 5 
in po|»ponng of which, befldes hiii Cpunfel, 
fomc Clergymen were thought to be con- 
cerned,- t/te. Ht. Atterburry, Dr.iW<;/>and 
Dr. Smatlridge 5 becau fc they were frequents 
ly with him'in Wefiminftet-Hfill, and at bis 
Apartments in the . Temple. AtUrbury^ 
was a proud oWlinatc Man, and a hot Stick- 
ler againft Men of moderate Principles,

the jQucen and the High-Church Party^ R4- 
fcrcntes were made to the Waitings of fc^ * 
veratBifhops, and other Eminent Divines, 
concerning Paflivc-Obedicnct attd Nolh-Kc;- 
fiftancc, and to the Homilies cpticcrhiii^

^efpk^blcfVhthe-^yps^'ofhcrPcojplc;.' Seve- 
ral Expreiflrons of the MaUdg;ers wiere ^kcn 
i^old ofj adii'ihterprcted to'a very badSehfe, 
and t|iC ^w^ole Matter of the Trial was re- 
prefented » a . Combination in favour of 
tome p^cfigns in the Jyiiniftfy, which-, were 
^ith much Iriduftry , given out to be againft 
her MajeHy's Honour; and the Good ^the 
Conftituiion. The Sufferings of Dr. Sacbe* 
ijerel were reprefented to be very hard and 
unwarrantable, and as they took all iniagina- 
Ijle pain? . to colour over his Cfimcs, fo 
they infiniiated that his Loyalty to her Per^ 
fon, and Zeal for the Eftabliftied Church, 
had been the chief Caufc of their B^cfentr 
mentagaii^ft tjina. 
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THESE Infinuations could |ioc fail of 
having a very (enable Effc^ on the C^uecn's 
Mind^ cfpecially ^ce ^11 imaginable j^ains 
was alio taken td hiagnify the Duke of 
MarUwrough's iPq^tt and great IiiterelL 
not only as it ftood with the Allies abroad, 
but with his Kindred and other great Men 
at home, alfo with the trading part of the 
Nation, and with the Majority of both 
Houfes of Parliament, efpecially the Com^ 
mons, who were faid to be entirely at bif 
devotion. All which heightened the Queen's 
Fears and Jealoufies to that degree, that flic 
lookc4 upon the Duke with the fame Di& 
plcafure as if he had been her Rival, and 
therefore fhercceived him and her other Mi* 
nifters but coldly and with a kind of Refefit- 
menti which they eaHly perceived, tho they 
fcem'd not to regard it very much, being per- 
haps but too confident of their own Strength, 
and too apt to dcfpife thofe whom they knew 
to be the Inftruments of herDifpleafurc. 

NEVERTHELESS this was a Pre- 
lude to their Downfali for tho the oppofite 
Party had neither the foundeft Heads nor the 
fuUcft Purfcs among them, yet they were^i»- 
grown the moft numerous, the moft a£livc^xr«ipA. 
to promote their Ciaufe, and the moft noify, 
beAdes that they had a great Majority of the 
Clergy^ fo that nothing was heard but loud 
Complaints againfl the Miniftry, with a Pre* 
fumption that they were foon to be difcardcd, 

and 
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And great Rejoicings were made very in&l-^ 
tingly all over the Kingdbm, by Bonfires 
and ringing of Belis, upon account of Dr. 
jSacheverel's mild Sentence, whidhthey in- 
terpreted as a certain fo/crunntr of Viftory 
on their fide. Thi$ was attended vritk 
Vartti Difputes every where, concemingthe 
State of Affairs: for befldes that iHaQy 
were difgufted upon account of the Tolera- 
tion, the Miniftry were no iefs fuQi^ed 
with regard to their Friendfliip for the Al- 
i^fftais lies, which Was not a little grievous to the 
tMCinmx Pretender's Friends, and others in the French 
^^^^.Inttrcft, who al ways longM to fee this Knot 
unloosed i and therefore thofe who ftood up 
for the Miniftry, endeavoured to .fet off thck 
Proceedings as the moft wife and rational, 
and moft for the Honour and Safety of the 
Kation. They cttiimended theh: Stcddlntfe 
in keeping fo clofe to the Confederates, not 
only as this was agreeable to the Grand Al- 
liance, but befides that any thing to the con- 
trary would be dlfhonourable to the Queen 
and Nation^ fo it would be imprudent to de- 
. fert the Allies, when things were brought fo 
near to an happy Iflfae, and that all of tfaem 
continued fo unanimous in their Efforts 9t 
gainft the common Enemy. That a Breach 
atfuchanunfcafonabletime, might not only 
recover the Affairs of the French King, ciptf- 
cially that io much of the Spanijb Monarchy 
was ftill in the poffeifion of his Grandicm, 
. > but 

\ 
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l3iitit would render the Allies averie from 
loixung Svith this >^atk)n in an^ time, to 
cOme> left they (hould again be deferted, whea 
they had exhaufted their Blood and Trca- 
iUre.as in this long War, but would rather 
comply with the beft Terms they could get, 
than dej^end any more upon the Frienddiip 
of Britakh which, in procefsr of cinie aiigltf; 
prove an unlpeakable detriment to her, who 
could not fubfiil long unlefs a Ballancc was 
preferved^ which (he alone Wasi not in a 
condition to maintain without thefCdncuc- 
xence of other Katioiis $ and thcreifere they 
approved what was done the pf receding 
Yearr at the Hague^ becauic,tbe obuining 
good Conditions for every one of the. Allies, 
was the likelieft way to procu;^: tight Terms 
fox Great Britain^ as this ih efTc^ put the 
Power wholly in the Cj^en^andrendered her 
the chief Arbiter in the Atfair^.pf £i(r^^. 
And as the Protefiant Hel^ioiii was a prime 
Motive to engage the chief Proteftant Powers 
in this' long andcxpenfive War> that therc*^ 
fore the Miniftry h^d luited all their Schemes 
toitsAdvancemem^ and mightreap this Ad- 
vantage from their Steddincis^ that thay 
woula in ail likelihood procure fuch Stipula- 
tions as might fecuie to the i^rofeftants tn 
the BLoman Catholick Countries, the free 
Exercife of their ELcligion^ in oppo^tion to 
all filcure Attempts of their Enemies. And 
having this in view, they aliedgcd it would 

have 
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have been altogether abfurd in them> to 
countenance any Mcafares that had a Ten- 
dejncy to opprcfs Proteftants of whatever 
Denomination^ and that therefore they did 
.well in maint^ning the Toleration $ which 
was alfo the itiore refafonable, becatife thofe 
who were of mo(t account amtfng the Dif« 
fenters^ differed but little in itiany things 
from the £ftabli(hed Church, and iif all tfaeii^ 
Maxims and Sentiments were equally 6Jpp0- 
fite to Popery and Arbitrary Power. It was 
alfo pleaded in behalf of the DilTenterSv that 
they had all along behaved as Loyal Subjeds 
to the Queen, and had cheerfully contributed 
their Share in all publick Exigence^ i and 
that the better Sort amoirg them" had always 
(hewn themfelves ready to Cultitat6 every 
thing that niigftt pYombte Unity among 
Proteftants; which had been the means to 
gain them fo much Favour with the Govern- 
rtient- Further, that the Fr^»ri& Proteftants 
atid other Foreigners whofliared in this In- 
dulgence, had been no lefs dutiftiU That 
the French were alfa very iaduftrious, an<f 
therefore that the Miniftry lck)ked upon 
them a$ deferving the Encouragement that 
tirais given them $ efpecially that they were 
in allteJpedsfitmly attached to the publick 
Intereft, againft Which they could not a£b 
Without nianifeft detriment to their own. 

THESE and many other thibgs Were 
Btged in behalf of the Miniftry jf while, on 

the 
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the other hand^ the Agents of the oppoHte 
Party, who were very numerous, proved 
no lefs adive in running down all their 
Schemes as detrimental to the Nation. 
Thefc fell upon many fpecicius Arguments 
which carry'd a fair outfide Appearance, and 
were fuch as had been didated by thofe who 
were now got pretty much about the Queen. 
They alledged the Confederates were infa- 
tiablc> in refufing to come to Terms with 
France J after fuch good Offers had been 
made ; and in particular, that the Miniftry 
had not confulted the true Intcreft of their 
Country, in acquieFcing fo far with* the Al- 
lies, fince K. Lewis made no fcruple in 
yielding to the fpecifick Demands of Great 
Britain. That as the British Nation had 
fo great Dependence on her Trade, it could 
not be her Duty or hpr Intereft to oblige the 
Confederates to her own Ruin, by conti- 
nuine. the Expence of a Land- War. That 
England was a^ble to ftand on her own Bot- 
tom, and needed ,iiot fear what foreign Na- 
tions could do ta her J but that flic would 
become a Prey and a Bubble to all the 
World, if her whole Subftanccftiould be . 
run pj4t to aggrandize other Nations, and 
inrich the Minii^r^. They afcribed the Mif- 
carriagcs in z\\xh^)^^tt Negptiajions to their 
Stiftnefs, and gayc it as the Rcafon why. 
the French King ^l^rxt back from his firft. 
Oflfers, in hopes' t^'exhauft the Subftance of . 
* G ' the 
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the Nation, to tire People's patience, an^ 
by that means to bring England to his own 
Terms. They alio found great fault with 
. their Cohdua in managing the War, and 
oppofed many idle and imprifticable Dreams 
of their own to the wife Meafures of the 
Confederates ; and as they' fell in altogether 
with the Stream againft the Toleration, and 
other Afts of Clemency towards the French 
Protcftants ^ho had ta:ken fanftuary in the . 
Kingdom^ and as this happen d to difpleafc 
the generality of the common* People, in 
their ptefent Circunrftgricci,* who cnvy'd 
the French y becaiife'they Had by thtirln- 
duftry^'ahd Parfvmbny i:hrovc-veJry muth. j fo 
there fell out. fotne 'other Matters, '^ich 
were improved rb fntrizfc the public^ Dif- 
contents. Tlic Minrftty;had but •lately giren 
tncouragcmenr for ' t^he coming * cf'-fonlc 
Poreigncraintd the Kihgdotn from tht'^a- 
Idtinatey who had fufFcfrecf both on ac<?dti nt 
of their Reiigion, and by the Depredations 
of the French Kitn\cs\ aiid therefore made 
their, humbfe Snppllcatioli* U) the Queen, 
that they might be permitted to tranlflant 
themfelVes hither, whkh ftie'by her ' Mini- 
Aers Advice conlented to;' Whefeupbii 3 br 
i^rOoo'FaiaHnesQ^m great diftrefs ; 

but being ibred in a Cpuntty^Wherc the Peo- 
. ^le are but 1ixt|e acquainted AvithTtadc, by 
. thanheany.iiiany of them were fit for no- 
thjng tut Husbandry and Day-Labour, and 
^•' at 
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at this Time of the day there was no want 
of fuch Perfons, there being fcarcc fuffici- 
ent Buiinefs to employ the Inhabitants. AU 
^ there happened to be a great nnany Ro- 
nwx Catholicks Among them^ who came 
along with the reft, in hopes to find a bet* 
tcr livelyhood hete than irj their own Coun-^ 
try 5 bcfides, many Women and Children, 
Iwhiefa made them ftill the: more burden- 
ibme, fo that the Government was forced 
for the prefent to encamp them \x^t>ViBlack 
Heath near Landouy and to allow them a 
daily fubfiftance until they cqqM be other^ 
wife difpofcd of. This falling out at fuch 
an unfeafonable time, created great Heart* 
burnings among the common People^ who 
did by no means like to.fce Strangers come 
among them in that poor defpicable man- 
ner, when thcmfelves lay under fuch Dif- 
couragements, and being continually fiirr'd 
up by bad Inftriiments, could pot be kept 
within the rules of common Decency ; but ThtMinif- 
openly arraigned the Miniftry as perfons ^^'^''.^^ 
who ftudicd every way to ruin, and opprefs /l^^^jj 
their Country. But nothing was fo much^^^'- 
improved to the. detriment of the Minif- 
try, as the Dnl^e of Marlborough's great 
Power and Intct?ft, both at hqme and a- 
broad: wl^ich they pretended to be more 
dangerous to the Nation than any efforts 
could be made by: the common Enemy 5 
bccaufe, £ud they, if a Period was once 
G z put^ 
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put to the Wsr according to his oWH 
Terms i there could be nothing to hiiulcr 
the Duke from fctting himfclf up as Per- 
pcttial Diftator, and might alter the Con- 
ftitution, both in Church and State, as he 
flionld think fit : Efpecially that the Queen 
was without IfTue, aWfdo>^, and of an in- 
firm Conftitution, and could do nothing to 
cppofe him, he having alfo the Army at 
his devotion^ As this firft of all had a- 
larm'd the Queen, fo the fame Jealoufy foon 
fpread over the whole Kingdom : which 
rais'd fuch a torrent againft the Miniftry, 
that it became cafy for the Queen to cflFcft 
what (he had fo much wifli*d for, viz. to 
abridge their Power, which (he began to 
put in execution fo foon as the Parliament 
was prorogued. 
i*e THE Conferences at Gertfuydenbergh^ 

French which we have already had occafton to 
!S^^»wif#n^cntion, were continued this Year from 
fnmtu the beginning of March to the Month of 

K?*' J^b'^ ^^^ ^^^ ^^^y ^^^^ very carncftly 
-mniim. foUicited by the French King in January y 
and would in all probability, have en- 
ded in an advantageous Peace to this Nati- 
on, and to all the Allies, had things con- 
tinued on the fame footing in Eng- 
land I yet now that all was in confuiion, 
that Monarch did nothing but ftart new 
difficulties, in hopes to reap ibme advan- 
tage from the Troubles of this. Nation: 
' which 
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xvhich were aot a little incrcafcd by his 
ftanding out. The U^utch Plenipotentia- 
ries were impower'd by the other Allies, 
to hear what the French would propofe^ 
in order to a general Treaty, before any of 
them Ihould have the trouble to fend their 
Minifters thither. But tho it j^was agreed 
to, that the French King's XSrandfon might 
have part of the Dpminions in Italy^ 
which belonged to Spain^ particularly. Sici- 
ly and SardiniUy whereby a Patition was 
to have been niade of that Monarchy $ yet 
they could bring him to no certain Refolur 
tion, as to his Grandfon's leaving Spain : he 
had promifed to withdraw his Forces out 
of that Kingdom^ and th^t he would for- 
bid his Subjects to lift in his Service, but 
would not confent to join with the Allies 
in any proper Meafurcs, that might oblige 
him to abandon the faid Kingdom. And 
when the matter was preffed home more 
peremptorily by the T^utch Plenipotentia- 
ries i he,, left he (hould difguft his own 
Subjeds, who were ready to rife in Tu- 
mults in fcveral pUces, becaufe of the War, 
would not break off the Treaty, but pro- 
mifed to affift the Confederates with Money, 
tho he could not be brought to give fe- 
curity how that Money (hould be paid 5 
nor would he propofe any right Security, 
whereby the Allies might ent^er upon any 
formal Treaty with him.

wards the Negotiations were broke off, he 
publifhed circular Letters all over his Domi- 
nions, wherein fevcral Expreflions were 
piade ufc of, to quiet the Minds of his own 
. Subjeds on the one hand, and on the other 
to foment the Differences that were begun 
in Great Britainy by protefting his own 
Sincerity in his Dcfires of Peace, and afcri? 
bing all the Mifcarriages thereof to the un-? 
reafonablc Demands of the Allies, being 
iiich as were entirely out of his power to 
perform: which being tranQated into our 
^;7^//j]b News-Papers, were not without the 
EfFcd which the FrenchKing intended by 
them, as they increased Peoplcts Murmurs and 
Dilcontents, which were greatly fet forward 
by the French Agents in this Kingdom, and 
by all who wi(hcd the Downfal of the Duli;e 
of Marlborough and the Miniftry. 

THESE fliings contributed to make 
way for the Changes that foon happened; for 
when the Parliament was prorogud after the 
breaking up of the faid Conferences, and that 
moft. of the Members were gone to their 
Seats in the Country, and when the Duke 
of Marlborough was alfo gone over to the 
Army, the Queen by the Advice of Mr* 
Harley^ and fome others of his Party, fent 
tht Earl the Earl of fFharton over into Ireland as 
^/whar. Ij^i- Lieutenant, for they were afraid toatt 

ton /f»r ^^% t ■ 

f^ertt tempt any Change, until that great Man 
Ireland, y^as ottt of thc Way, he bcin^ a Pctfon of 
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whom they flood greatly in awe. As fof 
the Duke of Marl^rougby he proved no 
Icfs fuccefsful than at other times, for this 
Summer he took from the French^ Aire^ 
^away and Fort Scharpey after having fur- 
jpounted many Diificultiesi and in Spain 
Affairs took alfo a very favourable Turn, by 
rcafon of feveral important Vidorics gain'd 
by the . Confederates there, infomuch that 
Count Staremberg would have gone to Ma- 
drid^ had he hot been hindered by the Di- 
latorinefs of the Tortugueze^ ' who ftay'd 
to get in their Harvcft. But in England all 
things were in great diforder. Addrefles 
were fent from divers parts of the Kingdom, 
wherein the Miniftry and Parliament were 
infulted, notwithftanding none of the Mi- * 
nifters were yet out of Place, nor the Parlia- 
ment diflblved. Thcfe were however at firft 
fuppreffcd, and enquiry being made after 
the Promoters of them, fome of them were 
found to be Nonjurors, who upon this En- 
quiry went from their Houfes, until the 
Queen began to make fome Changes, after 
which they were publiflied in all the News- 
Papers, and others of the fame kind were 
fent to the Queen, wherein the Addreflers 
filled thcmfelves the only true and genuine 
Sons of their Holy Mother the Church of ^ 
Englandj with abundance of inch founding 
Appellations, that they might the more ef- 
fe£tually heighten the Jealoufy the People 
G 4 had 
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had entertained in their Minds, concerning 
the Danger of the Church 5 and one of 
thefe was indeed conceived in fuch Words 
as if all had been at flrakre, affuring the Queen 
that they would defend her Royal Title and 
Prerogative, and her Hereditary and Indefea-i 
fible Right, in oppofition to all the late At- 
tempts made againft her facred Perfon and 
Government 5 and the Church of. England 
as by Law cftablilhed, in oppofition to 
Phanaticks and all Perfons of antiraonarchi- 
cal, heretical or atheiftical Principles^ After 
this manner were feveral of thefe new Ad- 
drcflls pen'd 5 which althothey look'd more 
like Banter thati any thing elfc, and feem'd 
to ftrikc at the Proteftant Succeffion, yet 
moft of them being gracioufly received by 
%hc (^leen, it fet the whole Nation into 
the grcatefi: furprize, as this was indeed 
giving the Royal Att^ation to all the Scan- 
dalandLyesthatwerecaftuponthe Miniftry 
and their whole Proceedings. The Pulpit 
was alfo ftrangely abufed with Difcourfes, 
that made for nothing but Strife and Con- 
tention, fuch being now becoinc the moft 
popular and the bcft received. 

THE Queen was all this while changing 
her Minifters,having begun with Earl Sunder- 
landj one of her principal Secretaries of Stare, 
who was fucceeded by the Lord Dartmouth. 
This piece of News was foon inferted in the 
^aris Gizettc, with Notice that the faid 

Eari 
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£«rl was Son4n-Law to the Duke of Marl- 
borough. Their other News-Papers were 
alfo filled with all the domeftick Feuds and 
the ridiculous Behaviour of the Parties . in 
Great Britain, which were told with an Air 
of Triumph, and helped very much toraife 
the drooping Spirits of the JFr^w^. About 
the fame time Mr. Bofle the other Secretary 
refigned, and was fucceeded by Mr. St. John. 
The Treafury was put into Commiflion, 
and Mr. Harley made Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. The Lord Cowper alfo it£\^tidi.chnngesin 
and was HacctcdcA hy S\i Simon Harcourt/^^ ^^f- 
Dt. Sachever el's chief A$cn% who was firft*^' 
made Keeper of the great Seal, and afterwards 
Lord Chancellor. The DiikcsofBuckingham- 
fbire and Shrewsbury ^ and fome others had al- 
fo great Employments conferred uponthem^ 
For moft of the great Men who had been in 
Power refign'd, when Sunderland and the 
Lord Trcafurer Godolphin were difmifs'd, in 
hopes thofc who were coming into their 
Places, would not be able to holditlong, 
being moft of them Perfons who had been • 
but a fliort while in Eniployments of the 
State, and therefore but little acquainted 
with the vaft Burden of the prefcnt Affairs, 
which by the Continuance of the War was 
very much increased s befides that this new 
Party bad but few Friends among the moneyed 
Men, fo that it was generally believed they 
could not be able to fupport the publick 
"•'^ ' ' ' '^ ' Credit^ 
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Credit, which began to iink very much 
already upon thefc Alterations. 

HOWEVER the new Miniftry con- 
tinued to purfuc all fuch Meafvires a& might 
beft fecure themfelves, both in the Queen'$ 
Favour and with the People, being fcnfi We 
they could not be rightly eftablifhed without 
a Parliament of their own Kidney, who 
ihould fall in with them in all their Schemes. 
Therefore the Queen, who was now wholly 
at their devotion, after feveral Proroga- 
4 W9 tions, difTolved the Parliament then in being, 
?*'^^''*^ and called another to meet at thp ufual 
Time. 

.THE Utter Part of the Year was fpcnt 
in the new Eledions, which were very tu- 
multuous ^ formoft of the common People 
had taken fuch an Averiton to the late Mi- 
niftry from the Clamours had been raifed a- 
gainft them, that they' were ready to knock 
down every one who oiFer'd to.^ appear on 
their fide \ To that many who came to the 
places of Eledion were deter'd from giving 
their Votes. Several Stratagems were alfo 
fet on foot to keep up this Spirit in the Peo- 
ple, and every Accident was improved or 
had a Tendency to the fame End. "DuSa- 
fheverel being prefented. to a new Living in 
Wales after his Trial, by a Bigot of his 
Party, took a Progrefs down into that 
Country thro Oxfot^d^ wherchis old Com- 
panions, who us 'd formerly to be in no good 

Terms 
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Terms with hinii recciv'd him now with 
gjTcat Ceremony, and with many ft iff Crin- 
ges and Complements. From thence he 
paffcd through tVorcefier and fomc other 
great Towns, where he was received with 
ringing of Bells and loud Acclamations, 
^he Houfes being ftuck out with greea 
Boughs or hung with Carpets for the Re- 
ception of this great Apoftile. He was aifo 
met upon the Road iii mod Places, by 
Sheriffs of Counties and Jufticcs of the Peace, 
having feveral Invitations to their Houfes, 
fho by fomc he was infulted as a vain 
Impoftor. This Cavalcade mad^ a great 
noifc % the Journals of each Day's Progrefs 
being printed in all the News-Papers, 
^tA by that means foon fpread through 
the whole Kingdom. Tho it was gene^ 
rally believed that he went in this publici; 
Manner, more out of Vanity and a Defirc 
of Applaufe, than from any other View j 
for he was even by the wiier 3ort of his own 
Friends, looked upon as a weak vain Man; 
yet it is impoiEbie to imagine how much 
this infiam'd People's Minds, which were 
before heated and intoxicated,, fo as to im 
fluence ;hem in theit Votcsj who became 
the more obftinate in the Caule, the more 
the Doftor was cxpofed and ridicui'd fojp 
his Folly. And the rieads of that Party 
having alfo got the Power into their hands, 
influenced many of thtEleftors by fair Pro- 

mi|c§ 
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xnifes and othet Artifices^ fothat they car- 
ried their Point without much difficulty. 
1711^ ONthcfecond of January following 
this new Parliament met, and chofe 
Mr. Bromley for their Speaker, and great 
ThiMiet' were all Mens Expedations, to know what 
J'^^'^'IMcafures they would follow i whether they 
mm.' would immediately addrefs the Queen to 
enter upon Negotiations of Peace, or to 
continue the War 5 for in cafe of the latter^ 
it was doubted whether, their Credit would 
be fufficient for it : The Nobility and Gen* 
tlemen of beft account in the Kingdom, 
f he moft conitderable Citizens of Landan^ 
and the richeft Inhabitants of the other tra- 
ding Towns, adhering ftedfaft to the late 
Miniftry, and fliewing the greatcft unwil- 
lingnefs imaginable to truft thofe new Stew* 
ards with their Money. And the Courtiers 
were fo fenfiblc of their own Weaknefs . in 
this refped, that they had encouraged all 
Reports that favoured of Peaces their De- 

J)endants had alfo given out many falfe and 
candalous Surmifes, both in their Conver- 
' fation and in printed Pamphlets, that the 
Nation was not in a Capacity to carry on 
the War any longer* This was the Reafon 
of Peoples Doubts in this grand Concern, 
which afforded but a melancholy ProKpcft 
to thofe who had intrufted their Money in 
the Publick, becaufe they could hope for 
no good Terms, when thofe whofhoiild 

be 
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be the Managers of the Peace, had by their 
own Agents run dowh the Circumftances 
of the Nation, becaufe their own'Credit was 
not fufficient to carry on the War fo as to 
obtain fuch fafe and honourable Conditions 
as might be expeded,. and like wife becaufe 
they knew the Continuanceof the Warto 
be contrary to their Defign of ftrengthening 
their Party with Papifts and Nonjurors, 
who had no other Prpfpca but from France^ 
and were therefore averfe to evcjry thing 
that might further weaken the Power of that 
Nations 

THESE Things, brought the .Miniftry 
into a very great Dilemma upon tl:ieh: firft 
getting out, and it required a no iinall Share 
of ConduQ: to extricate thwfelvcs out of 
it, confidering th^y^Jiad a powerful Party 
to deal withf. w|ip^i|iight not oi^ly bring 2*^0,^ 
thcip ; to a ij^^cig Account, if things fhpuld ^^fJ^ 
be carried top ftr on ,thc fide of trance by ^^^^* 
their Mifmanagenacnt, but might even over: 
turn their Power before they had fully fe- 
curcd themfelvcs, iftheyfliould make their 
Designs plainly known to the Publiclc. And 
therefore the Duke' of Marlbofough was 
fiill continued in his Command of the Army^ 
tho his other Places were taken, from him^ 
and tho the Dutchefs was alfo removed from 
hers. Thus far they judged they might pro- 
ceed, feeing the Duke had made fufficient 
Acquisitions to fupport his Dignity 5 fo that 
A ^ ^ they 
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they would neither wholly difobligc hiff 
Friends, ^% the Queen kept him ftill in his 
Command^ nor difbblige his Enemies^ ai 
they leffcfied his Power, which the latter 
would look upon as a Prelude to his FalK 

BUT as the Clergy were full of Expec- 
tations upon this Change, fo the Miniftry 
were no fooner fixed and the* Members cf 
the Hpufc of Commons chofen, than they 
made It their bufincft to oblige them 5 and 
thetefol'e thqfe Clergymen who fell in with 
the prefcnt Mcafures were careffed ^x Court, 
cfpecially the moft a^ive leading Men a- 
mong thern; and the reft 'who were their 
Depcndanr's fwarmM about iVefiminfier- 
Halty and^the Court of Requcfts, in Iwpcs 
Of Preferment or of WftePBehefices. Nei- 
ther Wodld it indeed have been prudent in 
the Minijftry/'to have fallcn-fhort on their 

.. .part, beqaufe the Clergy, is they Had been 
very inftrtimental in this great Change, fo , 

. they might have foonca^fcd great IJiicafi- 1 
nefs, had the Minjftry difappoir\ted them, or 
turned remifj.in their Promifes to themjand 
therefore they advtfed the Queen in the firft 
jplace to giye her Royal Licence for the Con- 
vocation to fit to do Bufinefs during the 
prefcnt Seftion of Parliament, whicK was 
done, in very ample m.anrier. Arid this was 
the more acceptable to the Clergy, becaufe 
in the time of the late Miniftry, and in the 
pxeceding-Rcign, they were often pforoguU

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almoft as foon as thcfy met, which was ow* 
irig| t<>^a kading Majority in the lower Houfc 
who* bppofcd the Biftiops, and ' this was the 
Catife of their Prorogation, that nounfca-

THE Buildings in the- Stiburbsdf Lon- 
donyhi\n^ very mtich' cncreafed by rea- .

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Nations to it, and there being but few Pa^ 
ri(h- Churches in thofe parts, many of tte 
Inhabitants could have no place in thenu 
This had been often complainM of, by ma* 
ny of thofe caird Low- Church Men, as 
well as by the High-Church j but the Na* 
tion being unavoidably plung'd into fo great 
debt, over and above the yearly expenceof 
the War, therefore little or no publick En- 
couragement could be allowed for the buil- 
ding of Churches, and fettling Revenues for 
the maintenance of Minifters: but to fbp* 
ply. this want asmuQh as poifible for the 
prefent, feveral Bifhops, abundance of No- 
blemen and Gentlemen, with other In* 
habitants, who lived in thofe Out^-paitsof 
Jji>ndon^ contributed Sums of Money to 
build Chapels of Eafe, and maintained Mi- 
nifters at their own proper Charge j which 
however was not fufficient, as the Number 
of People was continually increaiing. The 
Duty on the Newcajile Coal had been for 
many years apply'd partly to the building 
of SuYaiih Cathedral, and partly to the 
icrvice of the War, and other publi'ck Ex- 
igences; ib that nothing could be fparcd 
hitherto from thence, towards any Under- 
taking of this kind/, but it happened that 
the Wqrks of St. Taul's were now almoft 
finiftied, . and the Court being determin'd to 
make Peace at any ratej had therefore a 
dcfign of appropriating that part of the 

Coal- 
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^U)^-Revenae that went to the building 6f 
Sl ^auh for the building of new Chut^ 
dies. This ba^ indeed been a very coni-/ 
mcBdjable Deitgn, haid thofe who were at 
the Helm pfomoted it^ purely from a Zeal 
to Religion, and even as it was^ all good 
Men fell in wit;b the ^ropofai j cfpecially, 
fa iauc jis it might liot any way9 come in 
competition with, the. Efforts, th^ were 
then abfolutely oeceflary fcM; feeuring the; 
Religion and Property of the SubtCiObss for 
thefc judged that all Afts and! Intentions; 
however much • ptetendcd for the good of^ 
Religion, might neverchele^ prove fruiclefs^ 
unlefs due caife fliould be taken to pre- 
ierve the Intefel^ of the Nation from be- 
ing hurt by the Iniults and Machinations^ 
as well of foreign, as domeftick Enemies^ 
And therefore fome only diflik'd the Mo- 
tion, fp f^t as it favour^ tdo much of a 
deftgn in the Minify, to make a hafty and 
pi;ecipitant Peace with France^ and to id^ 
gratiate thcnifclves with the Clergy, and witU 
thofc who pretended to be the moft devo- 
ted td the eftabliih'd Church: for beftdes' 
the.unfettled Stgte of the Publick Affairs,* 
the time of thefe Revenues Was not yet ex- 
pired, nor could for fome years be apply'c^ 
to the building' of I Churches, or to any c^; 
ther ufcs than thofe to which thcy.hi^ 
been appropriated by former AAs of Parlfa-

Hallandy in the beginning of the War, 
fhottld propoTe the abovemendon'd Deduc- 
tion, to be made out of the Pay of the Fo^ 
reign Troops, which they all willingly con« 
fentedtOi and that this ws^, alter the King's 
dea^h, ccmfirm'd by the Queen's Warrant to 
him^ as Commander in Chief, whereof he 
fent a Copy to the Commiflioners.

WHILE thefe things were tranfaCtiog,

The Queen had, about the latter end of the 
Year> ugtiified hec Inclinations to ali the 
AHies, of pujttiog an end to the elFufton of 
Bloody wMch (he complained of, as a thing 
very difagreeable to her, and wi(h'd they 
wouid concur with h€r in accompltfhiog (b 
deiirableaworks to which they confented, 
tho with feme Relu^ancy, becaui^ it was 
romottr'd abroad, that the Queen's Minifters 
had for ibme time held a fecret Correfpon- 
dencc with France^ and Mr. Pri^r, a man 
well known by his Poems, formerly Se- 
cretary at the Treaty of Rejwkky was fcnt 
oyer privately into that Kingdom, which 
gave no fmaii Umbrage to many, both at 
home aod abroad, who by this extraordina- 
ry ftcp in the Miniftry, were afraid oi fonve 
underhand Pra&ices. Nevmheiefs moft

cwitribute a-: 4^^ part of the whole Eipcnce, 
>vhich was much moTG than his Brother the 
latcj]Bn*pje*P?:lijid dbflie. Hx. Hat ley wa^ 
iK)W created Earl Oxford and Mortimer.

Lord High Treafurcr ; fo that Prince Ev^e

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VKcouftt Tiwnfl^hd Was ordered to cbnt^ 
nuc with the Minifies of the? States- General 
to finifli this Treaty, that a Foundatioa of 
Security might be laid for both Nations, 
which was done iJirith an Eye to the Peace 
which they cxpefted, by all Circumftances, to 
be then near at hand. The particular Deltgn 
pf it, was to fecarethc Proteftant SacceC^ 
iion in the Houfe of Hamvety whereof the 
States-General became Guaranetes^' < and 
were under Engagements to affift Gnat Bri- 
tain with all their Power, to promote tiiie 
faid Succeifion. And on the other band, 
the Towns and Countries in tfa<: SpamfhNi* 
therlandsy which had beeii takcA from the 
Enemy during the War, were to be left ia 
their hands as a Security to their State, and 
to become their Barrier, Under fQeh1K.eftric- 
tions, as were judged confiftent with the 
Safety of the JBr^/jfi Commerce, which 
wbs provided for li^oti the Foundation of 
former Treaties with tfee* Crown of S^ain^ 
until a new Treaty ftould be concerted with 
Cbarles the prefent Emperor, whom they 
defign'd for that Crowd, (his Brother jQfefh 
-: being than alive>) and who was to have the 
^hicf Property in the faid Netherlands, 
upoh hisrdmburfoigthe Money which had 
been expended in maintaining the Garrifons 
and other new Conqucfts in thofe Parts. 
But tho nothing could be better concerted 
for the Honour andvlntcreft of ti)is Nation, 

than 
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tbatt this Treaty} y cti the Htoure: of Coin- ^ 
mbiis voted; Ibttic.^of the Aitidlcsi thereof^ 
deftniftivc to the' Trade of Grtaf Britain^ 
and highly diftidhdUtabletQ the C^cen $ pr«* 
tending that thnSQitiichy by having pbfieflida. 
of the abbvcmcntioned' Gonquefts, would- 
be able to intercept, the free Comiftunication 
of her Ma>c&y^s SubjeOis, with thclTownsi 
and : Provinces . of the ; Netherlunds. And 
therefore they alfo voted the Lord Z(^«/«- 
fbend, who was the pnblick Minifter in this 
Treaty, an Enemy to his Country. Butthc 
reafon of rhis extraordinary Proceeding, 
fecms to have been partly to pioafe thofe who • 
were difaffefted to the Froteftant Succcifion, 
which was fo w^llfecured by it $ and partly 
becaufe the Miniftry were fenfibie that it was^ 
not' in their power to make Peace without 
rcitoring to France j feveral of ^ the Towns:

which had been Cent both from the Owtof 
Great Britain and the Eicaor of Han^^f 
to the Court of FiOmay to the geneial 
Diet of the Empire, and to the Courts of 
, feveral otlu:r Frincesi and tfa^ notwithiUnd' 
ing all thele and fcverai j^aGte&emoaftr^* 
cesfent by tbe Queen^ at the defire of th^ 
Duke of M^rlbotttmgb and the reft ^^^^ 
Majefty's Council, yet the Qermans V^'^ 

cither 
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dtfaerdefeftive or folate ia fiinii(hing tkxSx 
^Mafia's, that the Operations <df War ^K^re 
by that mcans'often retarded. Thiyalfoput 
the Hotifc in mind, thatthe fame Dilatorineft 
was often compiain'd of i^ the late King 
H^tUhnl^^ ,i0(^hidi oUiged Etigland and H9I- 
kmi to take a greater Burden upon them 
during the laft War, than came to thetr fliare.^ 
And as t6 Vortfigaij thatthe Miniftry judg-

uncxperienc'd Men, and many of them vio- 
lently prejudiced againft the ^utch, they 
thc]|;efpre :Voted this Memorial from the 
Siaies-Generait a pretended or forg'd Me- 
inofiaU hoping by that means to hide ttieir 
own RaChnefs and Folly; and the better to 
inipofe this Deceit on the Publick, ^Mr. 
Buckley y the Publiftier and Printer thereof, 
was ordered into Cuftody* But as the World 
was^on convinced that this Metporial was 
Genuine^ fo an Anfwer was made to it in the 
Qaecn's Namct and. conceived in fuch 
T6rms> as might incenfe the Nation againft 
them* This Ajifwcr was ftgn'd by Secretary 
St. jfohn: It was very fhprt and indirect, 2*e put A 
there being no notice taken of the Particulars^^*'**' • 
mentioned in the Memorial^ but only charg- 
ing the States-General with Ingratitude and 
Want of Refpeft to the Queen^ and all this 
with an Air of the higheft Refentment, as 
if (he had fuffered fome great Indignity at 
their hands. B/it tho all unbiafs'd Perrons 
perceived plainly what a poorEvafion this 
wasi yet it had in fome meafurethe EfFcA 
which the Miniftry intended by it, as it 
open'd Peoples Mouths againft the ^utch^ 
notwithftanding they had made it appear by 
this Memorial/that they had contributed in 
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a Vei7 taHtxnt manner towards the Ad- 

vanc^fncnt df the Common Caulcj and that

p'Xii. " That he would acknowledge the Qaccn's 

Mritt. -« Title, and the Succeffion as fettled by 

" Law, and in the manner that might 

« pleafe her Britannick Majcfty : That he 

« would caufe the Fortifications of 2)«»- 

« kirk to be demolifli'd immediately after 

« the Peace, for a fatisfadory Equivalent : 

*' That the Ifland of St. Chriftopher and 

« Hudf&H's Bay (hould be yielded entire to 

« Great Britam in lieu of Acadiay Tort- 
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'« Royaly andits Fort, which fliould be re- 
*' ftored to France : That the Ifland ofNew^ 
^^ foundland fhould ^Ifo be yielded up to 
" Great Britain^ excepting the Fort Tla-

'* France. I'hat a Treaty of Commerce

THESE were in Subftance the Articles, 
which the French King proppfed to the Al- 
lies, in order to a general Peace 5 which gave 
no fmall furprize to all Europe, in regard 
his AfEairs were reduc'd at this tir^e to a very 
low Ebb, excepting what expeftations he 
might have from the Diftraftions in GreatBri- 

tain. 
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tain. For before the Queen changed her Mi- 
niftry, and even for Ibmetime after, nothing 
was heard all over France^ but Complaints 
and Munnnrs, and iij Lyons and fevcral o-neitm 
tber Great Cities at adiftance from "Paris^^^^f^ 
the Governourshad much difficulty tokcep^f^J.^^/" 
the People from railing Tumult;s and Infur- 
redions, fo great was their Diftrcfs and Po* 
vcrty5 -which obliged the Great Men of that 
Kingdom toufe ail ppfCble Means, where** 
by they might turn the King's Mind to entcr- 
-tain thoughts of Peace j efpecially the Bi- 
fliops and Clergy were very follicitous in 
this matter, partly from the Dangers that 
threatned the Roman Cartholkk Religion, 
if things fhould be brought to the laft Extre- 
mity, and partly from a fenfc of the wretch- 
ed Condition the Affairs of France were 
already brought into by the King's ujf- 
bounded Ambition : fo that they came to 
wait on the King in a Body, whero Car- 
dinal NoailleSy who was their Speaker, ac- 
ted his part with a great deal o^ Addreis. 
" He commended the King's great Conftan- ' 
" cy and Magnanimity under Adverfuy, as 
*' being equal to thofe Virtues he had difco- 
<< vered when'his Arms were the moft pro- 
"^ fperous and fuccefsful. That his Majefty 
" did not ftrivc againft Men, but againfl: 
*' Heaven, his Schemes being the moft juft 
*' and equitable, and his Meafures themoft 
'^ wife th^t Had ever been devis'd'j and that

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^^ thcwantof fuccefsinthemwas only that

" furcs, while he had ftill a People willing 
** to obey to the utmoft of their power 
<^ whatever he (hould command, i^ tbc 
^' vafl Burden of a long continued War had 
<* rendered them unable to perform tiuit Du- 
^^ ty which was required of a moft obedient 
*^ People to the beftofKings.** 

TH IS was ttK Lang«a^geof the Cardinal 
andfomeof the chiel^M^n of /^r4«r^, who 
knew full well the State of their Affairs. And 
it was even manifeft from all«heir late pro- 
cccdings, that they were brought on dhcir 
laft Legs, being obliged to raife Recruits by 
Lot out of all the Generalities and Pariflies^ 
and to compel moft of thofe Recruits to go 
into the Service 5 and notwithftanding all 
the Plate and Money the King had every 
Year from lAitSpanifb WieftlndieSj he was 
oblig'd.to impofc a Tax of the Tenth Penny 
on all Incomes by Houfcs, Lands, Annui- 
ties, or by other Profits, even as King John 
one of his Pxedeceffors had done when he

THIS being the State of the French 
King^s Affairs, upon the opening of the2«^qz^^ 
Congrefs at Utrecht i it was no won- prance, 
dcr that all the Allies received his Offers ^^^'J^ 
with the greateft Ihd%nation, in regard they ^w. 
could not well have expeded worfc, had he 
been upon equal Terms with them. ' But 
the Subjeds in this Kingdom> whohad ven* 
tured a great part of their Subftance, upon 
the publick Faith, . were hot a little inccnfcd 
againft the Miniftryi believing it to be eithet 
thro' their Weakn^fs and InfufHctency, that 
fuch diflionourable' Propofafs * were oflferecf, 
or clfe that they had been bribed into the In- 
tcreft ot France 5 and it was judged to be 
no Breach of Charity^ to think*lb, confide- 
^iAg what Conccflions the French Rih^ was 
wilhng to have made above two Years be- 
fore, when ^owayy Fort-ScharpCy Mons^ 
Tournay, B&uohain, and fcvefal Countricjs 
of importance wircftill in his hands. The 
greateft and wealthicft Members of the Houfc 
of Commons were iiritatedjirpon account 
of tficir PofiefBohs, ftn4 the Intercfl they 
had ih prefei'vihg their Countries Liberties,, 
which they judged miifl be on a very preca- 
rious footing, without a fafe and advantageous 
Peace. The Peers alfo taking thefe Offers into 
Confidcration, unanimoufly addreflTcd the 
Queen, (hewing their highcft Rclcntment 
3 Of 
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of this Affi;ont, offered to her Majefty and 
the Nation s to which the Queen could not 
.avoid giving a favourably Anfwcr^ whereby 
ihe Minifiry were not a little puzzled how to 
, cxcufe their own Condi:i^, However, they 
- endeavoured to put the beft Conftrwftioji 
^ (ipon the prencb King's Offers^ which they 
cpuld dp with the more freedom, that the 
French bad model'd tbem in fuch Terms as 
ngfight be. interpreted either in a larger or more 
limited 3enff I and the better to amufe the 
Publici;, feyeral new Pjan^ were pnbiifhcd 
by <heiff Ag^Qt^inthe daily Papers, that the 
Gepuin^i^Offers might r^ot i>e known to the 
(^mlity of the Nation, or at legft that 
People .oMght imagine they had brought. the 
French tjO better Terms.. And as the Mi- 
nifhry weretieniibleof their own Inability^to 
pbtain ^good I^eace, Jp fhey kept u^ tiieir 
Sk\^ Topi<kv in .running down thf Circtjm- 
fiances Q^f^^^e^^laupp, aj the fame time they 
took ail ii9i»gioablepains falfely to extol the 
power of France^ which gain'd the more C|x- 
^i( with the common People^ that the French 
;^ad CQntiiMl^l Bxfou^ces^ whereby they ra^ 
{her in/^reajK'd thaadimiQ^'d their Affiles j 
v^hif^h feem'd ftrange to thofe who had fpme 
feeling of the publick Garden at hon)e/ but 
were unacquainted wit;h the State of the 
.War, and of Foreign Affairs. Moft People 
were indeed but too full of Expedations at 
the beginning of the War^ flattering them- 

fclvej 
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fblves aft«r every fignal Viftory^ that all 
would be over in a (hort tioae^ and that the 
Duke of Marlhraugk would icon have it 
in his power co go to Tarts. Bat they did 
not coniider the vaft Strengjth and Importance 
of the Countries aad Fortrefiies in thepoi^ 
ieHlon. of France^ which wer< to be won 
before that could be done : fo that when the 
Allies had with the Expence of much Blood 
and Treafure, very near accofspJUIhed that 
which moft Men had fo long looked fqr, yet 
faecauie this did not come to pais in, the 
time^. which themfelves m their own fond 
CoaflettsfaadlimitQd9 many therefore grew 
altogdthet incredulous s especially as they 
had imbib'd the worft Impreifions of thc^e 
whio.had the Marragement of the War> ^ 
that.they looked : upon it co be as fjar as ever 
&Qm coming to a Period : and this Humour, 
which, poevaii'd Viory mUch» was encouraged 
by the iMiniftry and their Agefi|$> and tendr 
^d greatly .to forward tfaeic I>e%as. 

HpWEVEK the Miniftry had mifcb 
ado to manage jcheir Pointy iof tho their 
Deiufions went very far among the com^ . 
man People, and among many others who 
were drawn over to their fide by falfe Mo- 
tives, or fuch as. laboured u^dex ftrong 
Prejudices, or were ignorant bf thofc things 
that made for the true Intcreft of their Coun^ 
try, yet it was obfcrvable that they began to 
lo£e ground among fomeof the* better Sort of 

their

and others were ready to abandon thoir In-- 
tereft with the more Frefedom^ that they had 
his Example to follow: which proved. ano 
' fmall Difappointmcnt to them, becaufethe 
Earl's Zeal for the Eftabli(hcd Church, aboat 
which that Party had madefo great an Gut- 
cry, was known to be fuch as had never been 
called in queftion ^ and therefore his filing 
off, caufed feve^al other great Men to iic 
but loofcly to th^m afterwards. This Cold- 
nefs towards thcMiniftry; was fo plainly vi* 
ftble among the Lords, that being fearful left 
their Schemes' and Proje4:s lAight meet \(^ith 
al Slbptherc^ and thereby iflliein their own 
Di%race or Downfal, and to prevent a Storm 
that threatiied tbe New Treafurer, they, ad* 
Tmiive vifcd the Queen to create twelve new Peers, 
new leers, fomc of t(rhom wcrc thc Earl of Oxfords 
hearRclationis^ others of them lAt.St.Jobn^s 
ihtitnate Friends, that they might peradvcn^ 
tdre turn the Scales in that Houfe to their 
own advantage h and for the more Expedi- 
tion, thcfe twelve Peers, were all made on 
one Day, which was the more remarkable, 
that no fuch Expedient had ever been prac- 
tisi'd in any fornicr Reign, nor was it ever • 

known 
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known thit fuch a Number of Peers were 
created at one Time. 

IT would be almoft cndlcfs to recount 
all the Artifices were fet on foot about 
this time by the Queen s Minifters and their 
Agents, to impofe as well on their Friends 
as on thofe who oppofed thera. The Queen • 
having declared^ at the opening of this Sef- 
fion, that (he intended to carry on the War 
vigoroufly, until (he (hould obtain honoura- 
ble Terms of the Enemy, and having by 
that means got a Supply of near 7 Millions, 
which was more than had been raifed at any 
time fince the War began 5 fo that they 
might carry on their Farce the better^ they 
made all the ufual Preparations for the enfu- 
ing Campaign : the Duke of Orwond had 
orders to make ready with all poflible ex- 
pedition to go over to the Army, and things 
were got in fufficient forwardnejS, that they 
might take the Field betimbs ; upon which 
moft People were willing to wait patiently 
for the IflTue, in hopes another Campaign, 
if the Events (hould prove favourable, might 
bring Affairs to a better ConcluHon than 
many expcfted. For tho the wifcr Sort had in- 
deed no great Expe£bations from the Duke 
of Ortnondy whom they knew to be no 
great Head piece, and of fmall Experiences 
yet their Confidence was very great in Prince 
Eugene and the other old Generals, both 
Foreigners and Englishmen, that they would

do their utmoft at fuch an cxtraordinaiy 
Conjundure : fo that the Nation was now 
full of £xpcdations> both from the Army 
and the Congrefs. 

THE Duke of Ormonde according to his 
Orders^ went to Holland^ and arrived at the 
Hague fome time before the Campaign was 
opened^ where he was received by the 
States-General with the fame outward Marks 
of Diftinftion they had ufually (hewn to the 
Duke of Marlborough^ and it was no (mall 
The Duke SatisfaOlon to many^ that he gave the Stztcs 
^or- Affuranccs in the Queen's Name, that he 
S£. would aft in concert with the Allies. The 
Army was alfo in a better Condition, and a/1^ 
Things in greater for wardnefs than had been' 
known lince the War began. For the Ger- 
mans, when they underftood that the Duke 
of Marlborough was out of all Favour, be- 
ftifred thcmfclvcs with more than ordinary 
Diligence, and were got into the Field 
much fooner than ufuah lb that the Confe- 
derate Army made a very noble Appearance, 
and were never fo advantageoufly pofted, 
having all the Country behind, in full Pof- 
feflion, with fine navigable Rivers, and a 
vaft number of Barks and fmall Vcffcls to 
fupply them with all manner of Neceffaries. 
The French^ who continued ftill under the 
Command of the Mailhal VillarSy lay very 
open with their Right at C^^/^^, and their 
left VitzxCambray^ having indeed the Schelde

before them, but the Country all bpch bi- 
twcen the Spring-head of that Rivet and thei 
Somme, which gave no fmall Jfeiloufytd 
the Confederate Generals, that there might^ 
be fome under-hand Dealings bfctweea 
the Englifi Miniftry and the Court o^ 
Francey becaufe they knew Villars to be « 
Man who Ipared no Pains or fixpencetd 
fccure himfelf, and his Men from Danger.^ 
Neverthelefs Prince Eugene made all the 
ncccffaiy Difpofitions to give him Battle: 
Bat when he came to confer with the Duke 
of Ormonde he found him very backwar4 
to engage i which made the l^rince and 
the Confederate Generals, prefs the Mat- 
ter home upon him $ fo that after fe^ 
veral indireft Anfwtrs, he told them he 
had received poiltive Orders ffom the^orj^. 
Queen, not to confent to a Battle, butj^'* 
that he was not reftrained from engaging with ^ ^* 
them in a Siege. This put the Generals into 
a very great Confufion, and fome tirfie was 
fpent in confuting what Refplution they had 
beft to take under this Difappointment^ but 
at laft they agreed to inveft ^efnoyy and 
having made all things ready for that pur- 
pofe, the Duke of Or/^^;?^ took upon him 
to cover theSicge. 

BUT it is impoflible to exprefs how 
much the Allies were alarm'd at this under- 
hand dealing of the Engiifh Minifters, where- • 
by they indeed greatly forfeited the Queen's 

Honour 
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Honour in giving the Duke Orders fo very 
contrary to what be had declared to theStates- 
General in her Name: for the Generals 
forthwith fcht Difpatchcs to their fcveral 
Courts^ and the News was foon fpread o* 
ver all Europe. As for the States Fieid-Dc- 
puties^ who are Commiflioners appointed 
by the States-General to attend their Armies 
partly as Overfeers^ and partly as Afliftants^ 
they fent off two Exprefies immediately, one 
to their Plenipotentiaries at Utrecht^ and 
another to the Hague. The T^utch Mini- 
fters at Utrecht delay'd no time, but as foon 
as their Exprefs came to their hands, they 
acquaiotcd the Bifliop of Brijiol with the 
Contents of itj and as they could not for- 
bear doing it with fome Refcntment, it 
pirovo^ed the Bifliop's Paflion, who told 
them with a great deal of warmth, that he 
had Orders to let them know his Miftrefs's 
'AfirMngi Sentiments: " That (he looked on herfelf 
DeeiarM' *^ to be loofed ftom all Engagements and 
^^pi' *' Alliances with their State/' But as fuch a 
BrifioL Declaration might be of fatal Confequence 
at fo Critical a Tjme i the States-General 
therefore could not be Alent^ but fent a Let- 
ter immediately to the Queen, wherein they 
fet .forth the many ill Confequences that 
might attend her prefent Meafures, and how 
her Majcfty's late Orders had already loft the 
Allies the faireft Opportunity they ever had 
or perhaps might have /or the future, of 

giving 
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giving a dectltvc Blow to the Encmy^ but 
that thefe Orders had not given them fo 
much furprizeas thcBifliop of Briftoh De- 
claration to their Miniftcrs'at Utrecht i In 
the fame Letter tbey atfo gave their Reafonsx^e^f^/w^ 
for tl^wir not having hitherto acquiefced toGenerai 
treat upon the Frwr* Propofals.andlikewifet^;^ 
charged the Queen modefily with Breach ^/^ 
of Promifei iix not pfofccuting the War '^^f/f^tf 
Conjunftion with her Allic?, as the Duke of ^ ' 
Orpfond had declared to them in her Name 5 
beH^ct^ :whichi laany other things were 
fi;Qdy,jrepr<!fe0«td to her. But hct Mint- 
.fters-w^re too. ifjir! gone in the Intcrcft of 
Franfier to advife her to any thing that 
might-either be for her own Honour or the 
icafc^Good of the. Common Gaufe 5 and. 
theic Orders to the Duke had brought thetti 
ioto fuch a Dilemma, that tliey could not 
cafily extricate tbcmfelves again. ; So that 
they employed fomc Divines to pcrfuadc 
the Qucen^ that it was her Duty to fav^ 
the ihedding of Chriftian Blood $ 'which 
indeed was a very plaufible Argument to 
be made ufe of with a Woman of fo 
much Delicacy, tho it proved the Caufc 
of more Bioodfhcd afterwards, and of ma- 
ny other ill Confequcnces, as will appear by 
the Sequel 

BUT thisLettcr from the States-General 

gaurd the Miniftfy fo forely, that they drew 

up a very fharp Anfwer to it in the Queen's 

• M Name^ 
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Name^ wherein the blatne was laid wholly 
on their Obftinacy> and the Queen vindica- 
ted only in general Terms> as if fhe had been 
. in the right and they altogether in the wt€figi 
which kind of Anfwer laid them open to all 
Men of Senle^ and difcov^red plainly whcfre 
the fault lay. There was Indeed o<ifc Cir- 
cumftance which gave our Mittiilers A vety 
plaufible colour of Refentmenr. For the 
Letter from the States-General was in j[^ttet 
al^ofl: as foon as it was commiinicatiid td 
the Queen> and therefore it was (lyrd in the 
Queen's Anfwer, " An Appeal to t!heiPeo* 
" pie rather than an Addrefs to theSove^ 
<^ reign, and that her Honour Wourd not 
*' permit her to give Anfwer to any* th* 
/< ihould come in that manner for die fu- 
^ Mre." Now the States knew ve^y well 
the Temperand Genius of our Miilifters and 
their Party, and therefore that the People 
of Great Britainmight have right Informa- 
tion of their own Affairs, fo far asth^y in- 
terfered with their Republick^ and like^ife 
that their own Sub)eds might be atqa^nted 
with their Proceedings, and to juftify their 
Condqft in the fight of the other Allies; 
had Ordered their Letter to be publifted in 
'Holland, is foon as their Difpattbei "^^t 
fealcd xv^ioi England, that no titftt might 
be loft at fo hazardous aConjunftiire^'r'but 
the Mail happening to be detained by contra- 
ry Winds, the fame Wind that brought the 

Queens 
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Qqcch's Letter^ alfo brought over the 7)utclf 
News-Papers^ wherein that Letter was pria* 
red, (b that it was tratiflated into the i5^;^^- 
/dfb Papers in a few days. But all this 
^^ouldnot have difgufttd our Courtiers^ had 
not the Letter cxpofed their ill Condudto 
the World, particularly in what related to 
the Queen 8 Breach of Promife, and her 
abandoning her Treaties and Engagements $ 
and therefore to prevent the ill Confequen^ 
ces this might have among the People, the 
JMiniftry influenced their Friends and De^ 
pendants in the Houfe of Commons for the 
greater Pomp and Solemnity to pafs their 
publick Cenfiue upon it, and accordingly 
a Vote was procured in that Houfe, " f)c- AVctetf 
" daring the printhig of thejaid Letter bcr^f^^^ 
^^ fore it had been prefemed to the Queens i»<»»/«- 
^^ to be a great Indignity ioflfcrcd to her M?-, ^f^"* 
^ jefly, and ordered an Addrcfs to be drawn ^ ^^* 
^^ up, befeeching her Ma|efty would give no ^ 
^^ Anfwer for the future to any Letters or 
^^ Memorials fent faom the States-General 
" in that manner/' WhichVotewastocor* 
roborate what theQueen had already done in 
her Anfwer^ and.toinfpire the ignorant and 
dcltided Part of che Nation wi^ an impla- 
cable diflike ta the ^utch^ . againft whoni 
th^ had already imbib'd many Prejudices. ^ 
BUT this was not done without very, 
great Oppolition, for thofe who had been 
formerly in Power were under the dcepeft 

M 2 Con- 
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Concern to fee things manned in £0 un^ 
accountable a manner, and coniidcring the 
ill EfFeds fuch pubiick Dedfions might 
have, did all they could to put by the faid 
Refolve, as it might bethemeanstodifhear^ 
tbnallthe Allies, or drirc them oil to fuch 
Meafures, as might in the end be prcjudi- 
eiai to Great Britain -y and on the other 
hand give the greateft Encouragement to the 
common Enemy, to impofe his own Terms 
on every one of the Allies, when he (hould 
find the moft conlldei^abk among them at va- 
riance: befides the^ mifchtef it might do a* 
mong the giddy Multitude at home, who 
had already imbib'd many fatal Prejudices, 
. not pnly With refped: to the 2)iir;r^, but a- 
gainft every thing that made for the true In- 
^ ^ tcrcft of their Country i but efpecially that 
the major Part -were more apt to fudge by 
fuch Pubiick Deciiion^ than from any im- 
partial Examination into the things them-' 
felves. But when thefe Gentkmen found' 
that all their Arguments could avail no- 
thing, they endeavouKd to promote another 
Refolve, which might at leaift help to keep 
up the Honour and Reputation of their Couh^ 
try, by making it appear to the World, that 
thefe Proceedings were not approved cxcej^t- 
ing only by fuch as were guided by thcCourt, 
or impofed on by the Miniftry s^ .and there- 
fore Mr. Tulteney mov'd ta draw up an Ad- 

drc6 
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drcfs ta the Queen, " Declaring the Surprize 
" many of her good Subjects ti^cre under 
^^ at the late Orders given to theDuke of Or- 
^^ fnond not to fight the common Enemy, 
'• and that from a deep Senfe of the ill Con- 
*^ fequencesthat might arife from thence to 
^^ the Common Caufe, they fliould befcech 
^ her Majefty to give Inftrudions to her Gc- 
^' ncral to profccute the War with the ut- 
^^ moft Vigour in conjunftion with the AI* 
** lies, as the fureft means to procure a fafc 
^^ and honourable Peace/' This Motion was 
foackM by many Great Men, but as the Mini- 
ftry had been the Advi&rs of the Duke's Or- 
ders not to fight, and as this Motion jdruck 
fo home at their prefent Defigns, it could 
not be expefted they Ihould be able to go 
through with it againft fo great a Majority; 
tho none of the Miniilers had much to fay 
in defence of the prefent Meafures, but only 
fcrcenTd themfelvcsund^r the Queen's Autho* 
rity, and branded tliofc withDifloyalty, who 
oppofed their Proceedings. 

THIS Affair was about the fame time 
brought into the Houfc of Peers by the Lord 
HaltfaXy who made a fine Speech, where- 
in he (hewed the dangerous Confciquences of 
putting a fiop to the Operations of War, and 
of a feparatc Peace with France^ which the 
Miniftry hadnowin view. This Lord was 
back'd by the Earl of Wharton, and fevcral 
Qthcr GreatMcP^ who were like ro have gain'4 
M 5 thejijc 
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their Point againft the Court Party, who 
.,had little to fay for themfelves further, than 
that they were commanded by the Queen to 
acquaint the Houfe, that fhe had fent Orders 
to the Duke of Ormond to join with the Al- 
lies in a Siege, being willing to Ihift off the 
<^eftion concerning his Orders of Re- 
ftraint $ and when it was alledg'd the Mini- 
Ary had fomc Deftgn of making a feparare 
Peace, one of them made Anfwer, that it 
would be knavifh, fooli(h, and viUanous. 
But this gave very little fatisfafkion, becaufe 
by not fighting the Enemy they had loft the 
opportunity of laying Siege to Cambrdj^ 
which open d a Axitdi way into France^ and 
the befteging any other place^ was only lo- 
fingtime and wafting the Subftdies that had 
been raifed for this Year s Service : fo that 
the Argument was^urfucd very hotly for 
fome time, to have an Addrefs prefented to 
the Queen concerning the Duke's Orders, 
_^ ijntil the Lord Trcafurcr Oxford put an end 
to the Debate, by afluring the Lords that the 
Queen would in a few days lay before them 
from the Throne the Conditions on which 
t general Peace might be made^ which 
he doubted not would give them entire fa- 
ti$fad:ion$ whereupon fevcral Peers, who 
had ftood up for the Addrefs, acquiefced 
out of Rcfpcft and Duty to the Queen. Bm 
thofc who were the moft zealous againft the 
Proceedings of the Miniftry, entered their 

Protcft 
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Protest in thi^cc; Articles againft the Duke's 
Orders. 

FIRS T^ " That they were convinc'd the-rf Pwe/i 
** Duke of Ormond Jay under fomc Ot-^^t^ 
^* dcr of Rcftraint, not only from the Ac-ormofdv 
counts that.werc publick, that both Princc^'''^*^'- 
Eugene and the States Deputies earneftly 
prefled him to join in attacking the French

number and condition of their Troops | 
but aifo as nothing of that whole matter 
h^d been denied by the Lords/ who had 
** the means of knowing thefc Fads, as 
*' ^ould undoubtedly have been done, had 
'^ not the faid Fads been true, fince no fcru- 
^^ pie was made of acquainting the Hou(e 
" with a fubfcquent Order very lately fent to 
" the Duke of Ormondy allowing him to 
" join in a Siege 5 which was a'further Evi- 
" dcnce that he had before fome Order of 
^^ Rcftraint, for othcrwife this laft Order 
^' would be unncceifary and abfurd : it being 
*' a general, conftant, and ftanding Inftruc- 
" tion to every Commander in chief, both 
*^ by Land and Sea, to do his utmoft En- 
" deavours to annoy the Enemy ; and that it 
« was manifcft by this laft Order, that even 
*^ in the Opinion of the Minifters it was cx- 
*« pedicnt to take off this Rcftraint in fome 
'^ degree, and the leaving the Duke of Or* 
^* Mond ftill under a Rcftraint from giving 
M 4 '' Battle 
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^* Battle to the French, feemVl unai^couii- 
^' table and inconfiftcnt with the Liberty in- 
^V dulgedto him of joining in a Siege, and 
'' rendered it altogether ufelefs, becaufe no 
*^ place when taken could be of fuch advan- 
*^ tage to the Allies as Cambray, which o- 
^^ pened a free Paffagc for the Army into 
*^ the Heart of France j and becaufe it was 
** impoffible to beficge that place, without 
f* diflodging the jPr^w^^ from their Encamp- 
'' mem s and this alfo was impoflible, if the 
^' French would keep their ground* Other 
*^ Attempts fecm'd to be of little ufc, but 
** might fervc to give the French time, 
<^ which they did not want Skill to im- 
f' prove. 

SECONDLY, '' Thatthcyconcciv'dit 
f < would be derogatory to the Queen's Ho- 
^^ nour, to publick Faith, and that Juftice, 
^^ which wa$ due to the Allies, and that it 
V was a fort of impoflng a Ceflation of Arms

THE Queen came to the Houfe in a few 
Days after this^ as the Lord Treafurer had 
promifed, and made ^ long Speech, contain- 
ing the Terms (he had procured of the French 
King, on which ftic faid a general Peace

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might be made, beiag in fabfiance as foU 
lows, 

« THAT the affuring the Troteftanf^^

*^ AS to Spain and the Indies^ thcSuc- 
^ ccffion to thcfe Dominions after the Duke 
^ of Anjou and his Children, was to defcend 
to fuch Prince as fhould be agreed on at 
theTreaty,for ever cxcludingthereftof the 
^ Hoafe ofBourbon:,z\\ which was ofFcr'd to 
^ be ratify^d in the moft Strong and Solemn 
^ Manner both in France and Spain : and 
^ that thefe two Crowns, as well as all the 
^ other Powers engaged in the War, fhould 
^ be Guarrantces for the fame. That the 
^ Nature of this Stipulation was fuch, that 
*^ It txtvi executed itfelfy bccaufe it was the 
*^ Intcreft of Spain to fupport it, and the 
^ Pcrfon? to whom the Succeffion oi Prance 
^ fhould belong, would be ready and pow- 
^ erful enough to vindicate their own Right 5 
" fo that upon this Bafis, France and Spain 
*5 would be more effedually divided than 
^^ ever, and the Ballance of Power in Eu- 
^^ rope would be fixed, and remain liable to 
^^ as few Accidents as Human Affairs coulcl 
¥: be exempted from. 
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^ AS to Commerce, (he faid the ExceG- 
^ five Duties laid on Tome Goods, and the 
^^ Prohibition of others, made it impoflibld 
^ to finifh that part fo foon as was deflred ; 
^ but that care had been taken to eftabliih a 
^^ Method of fettling that matter, and in the 
^ mean time Proviilon was made that the 
^^ fame Privileges and Advantages fhouldbc 
" obtained for Great Britain^ that France 
^ fhould grant to any other Nation. That 
^ Fr^;7r^ had confented to yield the whole 
^ Ifland of St. Chrifiopher, with all Hud- 
*^ yj»'j Bay and Str eights^ and would deli- 
*' vcr up the Ifland oi Newfoundland with 
^^ Tlacentia, and would make an abfolutc 
^ Cclfion oi Annapolis with the reft of N^ 
^ va Scotia or Acadia , and that the Safe- 
^ ty of the Home Trade would be bettec 
" provided for, by the Demolition of ^un- 
^^ kirk. . That the Mediterranean Txzdc and 
^^ the Intcreftoft'he^r/>//b Nation in thofc 
*^ Parts, wpuld be fecurcd by the Poffcffioa 
^* o[ Gibraltar ^zvid Tort'Mahony\^\th. the 
*^ whole Ifland of JV//wtfrr^, which were of- 
" fcrcd to remain in her hands. ' .That the 
" Trade to Spain ^nd the fFeft-Indies might 
" in general be fettled as it was in the time 
^^ of the late JK^ing Charles the Second of 
" Spain^ with a particular Provifion, that 
" allAdvantages, which had, or might hcrc- 
^^ after be granted to any other Nation bjr ^y^ 

^ Spain, fhould in like manner be allowed " ^

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^^ to the Subjcfts of Great Britain. But 
** the part the Britijb Nation had born ia 
** the Profccution of the War, having inti-

^^ as they had hitherto been, to procure every 
^^ one ojf them all juH and reafonable fatlf- 
^^ fadionj but in the mean while (he thought 
*^ proper to acquaint them, that JPrance 
** had offer'd to make the Rhine the Barrier 
** of the Empire,, to yield Bri/ack, Fort- 
** Kej^l, and Landau, and to r^pfe all For-

^* AND as to the Proteftant Intercft in 
** Germany y there would be on the part of 
" France no Objefton made to the refcttling

" demanded by the State* In 1709, excepi: 
^* twbbr three Places at ihdft, which fh? 
*^ doubted not m^ht'lje fo fettled,, as to 
" render them peffei^Iy jfccurfe againft any 
" Entctprizc on the paitt of Pranc,e ; whicjU 
'^ ihe faid was the Foundation of all her En- 
** gagcmcnts with that Republick. 

" AS to the Demands Of Portugal, as 
** thcfe depended on the Difpofition of 
*^ SpaiUj and that Auricle having bten long 
•" " in difpute, fo it was not yet pciliblc to 
" make any considerable progrefe therein. , 
*' But that her Plenipotentiaries wbiild now , 
" have an opportunity td aflift that Prince 
*' in his Prctenfibns. And tlioffe of the 
*^ King of Truffia wete fuch, as flie hoped 
" would admit of no difficulty 6n the part

a good Equivalent, f vca by the Confcffion 
of fomc of the Minifters thcmfelves, which 
fcvcral Lords infiftcd to have communicated 
to the Parliament. But this Debate being 
\ '" " ' ©vei- 
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oVet 'ruled by fomc Noblemen in the Court- 
Idtercft; a Motion was rhereupbn made, 
^* To return the Quwn Thinks for her 
^^ moft Gracious Speech) and for her cx^ 
^' traOrdinarjr Coiidefcenitpn in commune 
«< eating to her Parliament the Terms on 
'^ which a gtneral Peace might be made» 
^^ and to cxfnrcfs the intire Satisfa£kioti o£ 
*^ thatHdufein her Majcfty's great Care for 
^* fecuring the Proteftant Succeffion in the 
" Hdufeof Hanoveii, and for ftcddily 
purfuing the true Intereft of her own King^ 
ddms> and for endeavouring to procure 
'^ to her Allies what was due to them by 
*^ Treaties 1 and to afiure the Queen, that 
'^ they did entirely rely on her Majcfty's 
*^ Wifdom to finiih this great and good 
« Work/' The Lords of the oppofitc 
Party, when they found they could not 
make head^ againft fo powerful a Stream^ on-

*^ t OR thefe Reafons we are of Opinion 
^^ that the Offers of France are fallacious 
^* and infnaring, np way proportioned to the 
** Advantages, which her Majefty (from the 
^* great Succcffes with which it has plcafcd 
^* God to blcfs her and her Allies, du- 
*^ ring the whole courfc of this War,) might 4 

(* juftly exped for her own Kingdoms and 
<* for them 5 very infufficient for preferving 
^^ a Ballance of Power in Eur ope^ for the 
** future Security of her Majefty and her 
<* Allies, thothey fliouldbe never fo exactly 
I* performed! and yet even fuch as they are, 
N 4 i' there 
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^^ there is no effedual Security offered for 
^' the Performance of them s which makes 
^^ it abfoiutely, necelTary^ as we conceive^, that 
^^ fuch Meafures fliould be taken in concert 
^^ with the Aliies> as may induce them to 
^ join with herMajefty in a mumal Guaranty, 
'irhiLffrds THESE were the Reafons which the a- 
trotifitx- bove mentioned Lords gave ag^nft the 
J//1t'''^' Terms of Peace recited in her JM?ljcfty's 
:i^ks. Speech 5 whi^h fo much exppfed the Mini- 
. ftry, that their Friends ordered them to be 
expunged out of the Books of the Houfe) 
but being foon after printed with the other 
concerning the Duke's Orders of Keilraint, 
this fo inuch inccnfed the Courtiers, that 
they procured a Committee of the Lords to 
lenquire after the Publication of this and the 
other Proteft : but not being able to make ar 
ny Difcovery, or rather not being very wil? 
ling to do it^ they apply'd by Addrefs to tlie 
Queen, and obtained an Order of Council 
for finding out the Printers and Publifhers 
thereof; which was nothing but an dmpty 
l^oife, as appeared afterwards, and the great 
Buftle made about it, was more toprepoffefs 
the Nation againft the Sentiments of the op- 
pofite Party, than out of any re^ Pefire of 
a Difcovery. 

^BOUT the fame time there was a 
no Icfs ft^ugglc in the Houfe of Com- 
inoiis concerning this new-modelled Scheme 
9f Pca^e 5 for tho' that Jioufe voted ar^ 
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Addrefs of Thanks to the Queen, as has been 
taken notice, yet fome were unwilling to let 
the Matter pafsfo: and therefore they pro- 
poifid the Allies (hould become Guarantees 
for the Proteftant Succeflion, in the Houfe 
of Han$ver -J and in order thereunto, -^^«^^ 
Mr. HamMen mziic a Motion for an Ad-^SJ?£: 
drefi. Endeavours were firft niade to have^^^;^ » 
that Motion dropped, bnt Mt. Ham6denA[^^^ 
and fome others inlifting ftrenuoufly to have 
the Queftion put, the fame was done ac- 
cordingly $ but it was carried in the. Nega- 
tive, by a Majority of a Hundred and thirty* 
three Voices, againft Thirty-eight. And the 
Houfe had no other way to vindicate them^ 
fclvcs in this Vote, but by reprcfcnting 
thofe who promoted it, as faftious PerfonS;^ 
who made it their buiincfs to create Jeaioufies 
of the Queen, in the Minds of the People, 
and therefore they procured this ftrange Rc-^ 
folve to incenfe their Party ag^infl: them, 
and to put them out of all Favour with the 
Queen, wss. ^^ That the Houfe had fonisvA^'^ 
•* great Confidence in her Majefty's repeated^ i^^^''' 
^' Dechrations, for fecuring the Proteftant ^'^'''■' 
^^ Succeflion> as eftablifhed on the Houfe of 
" Hanover^ that they could never doubt 
^^ of her taking the proper Meafures for 
^* the Security thereof, and that they would 
^ iiipport her Ma^cfty againft Faftion at 
^^ home, and her Enemies abroad. And 
^* they^hi3[mblY bcfce^h^d the Queen, that 
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^^ (he would be pleafed to difcountenancc 
^^ ail thofe who (hould endeavour to raifc 
^' Jealoufies between her and her Subjc^, 
'^ efpecially by mifreprefenting her good 
[^ Intentions, for the Good of her People." 
TH E Mihiftry finding by thefe Trials, 
made in both Houfes, that they might now 
. fafely go on with their Defigns, thought of 
nothing but to hafteti on the Peace at all 
TheUri hazards; and i© order thereunto, Mr.iy/.Jf^^, 
Boii^. whom the Queen had now created Vifcount 
^%o Bolingbroke^ was fent over to the Court 
France, of FrancBy who it feems had full Power to 
agree to a CelTation of Arms ; notwitbftand- 
ing ail the Remonftrances had been made 
in both Houfes, agaihft fecret and f^^parate 
Negotiatons : ioij upon this, the Dvike of 
ACejfationOrmond had orders f^nt him to publifh a 
^Arms Ceflatiori of Arms, xho' the Seige of ^uef- 
England »^ was not yct ended 5 and not only tq 
^^ withdraw the Britijb Troops from the Allies, 
^^^c. j^^j ^j^ Foreigners in the Pay of Britain, 
It is cafy to imagine the great Confation the 
Allies were brought into. by this extraordi- 
nary Treatment. However, Prince Eugene 
and the States Field-Pcputics prefled the 
Duke carneftly to fufpend the Execution of 
his Orders, till they had acquainted thck 
feveral Courts with thcin, but this it fpems 
could not be done. Neverthelefs- the Foreign 
Generals in the Service of jBr/V4/», cbofe 
rather to tun tlie hazard of loAng their Fay, 

I thaa 
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than abandpiji the Common Caufe^, fq that 
the Allies made themfclvcs Matters of ^ef- 
noyi and the Duke was forced to take; his 
leave of the Army without any other Foreign- 
ers to accompany him/ except two p^. three 
Bzttzlions of Holjleiners^ and the Leigois 
Reginleiit of Dragoons of Wdefy wK^fc 
Pay as Major-General in \}citT)utch Service 
was prefently ftruck off. It was at that timp 
given out that the Duke was to march into 
the French Territories, to quarter in the 
Chattelany of Tpres 5 and if it had been fo, 
perhaps the other Allies might alfo have been 
brought to confent to a CeiTation^as it might in 
fome meafure have fecured them in the Con- 
quefts they had already made s but whatever 
might be propofed^ it is probable the French 
had no f|ichiqtention. FortheDuke^ upon 
leaving the Cpnfederaites, dircdcd his March 
for Ghent/ \f\\^K he was not very well, 
received^ neither would the ^)utch . fi^ffer 
him to enter any of their Garrifons as he 
pafled'by. „. , 

THE other AlUcsxontinued ftill in their 
Resolution to go on with the War, but the 
Britijb Troops leaving them after they had 
proceeded fo far, quite broke all their Mea^ 
fures, and brought them into great jeopar- 
dy, They invefted Landrecy foon after, 
but their Army was now in fo dangerous a 
^cituation, that they loft a very confidcra- 
^le Number, efpecially of the "Dutch^ who

this, the French made themfclvcs Maftcn 
»fm>t of Mortagne^ St, Amanda Marchiemu and 
^^^t^n Places? and becoming alfo by this 
^ means Matters of the Scharpey they fdzcd 
the great M^azines that were laid ap for 
the Confederate Army. This proved fo great 
a lofs to the Confederates* that they were 
not able tobppofe the Fr^r^^ in any 'thin| 
daring the Campaign; for the French alfo 
retook *Dowayy Bouchahf and fbme other 
places of Icfs Note: and while thefc things 
were tranfafting in the Field, between the 
French and the Allies, the Sufpenfion Treaty 
between Britain and France was proloi^get^ 
and matters were fo managed by the Lord 
Bolingbraht ^ho was aU this time at die 
Court oi France I that upon the Condu- 
iion of this Treaty, a Body of Ejtz^ijb Sol- 
diers were admitted into *Dunkirky which 
had a good outfide Appearance, with relped 
to what waspromifed concerning its'Deino« 
litionj and indeed, if this had not bee^ 
• procured upon the Duke of Ormoruts with- 
drawing from the Allies, all the Projeih of 
our Miniftcrs might have foon fiiUen to the 
ground, and the French been reduced to 
the fame Circumftances they were in before 
^ thcfe Ncgociations were fet on foot. 

1 N the mean while. Orders were fcnt to 
Brigadier ^rice, who commanded th^ Bri- 

tifl 
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tijh Troops in Sfain^ to declare a CelTation 
of Arms tbt four Months. • But the way ta- 
ken to convey thefc Orders to the Brigadier's 
hands was very extraordinary^ and difcover'd 
yet more of the underhand dealings between 
the Courts o( Britain and France.^ Some days 
before came a Trumpeter from the £nemy 
to Field-Marfhal Starembitg's Quarters with 
a Letter to reclaim certain Prifoners, having 
feme other Meflages of fmall Confequence ^ 
but being ask'd whether he had more Letters 
about him> he own'd that he was intrufied 
with another Letter, which being deman* . 
ded of him was found dire^^ed to the com* 
manding Officer of the Britijb Forces* The 
Trumpeter was feverely threatned for bring- 
ing Letters for any other than tiie Comman- 
der in chief, to whom alone, according to 
the Rules of War, Letters ought to be di- 
refted, and by him only opened s whereupon 
Starembergh fcnt batk the Letter to Prince 
TfercUes de Tilly, who commanded the 
rrench and Spaniards^ and from whom it 
came> and wrote to i^im, *^ That he thought 
'^ a General (hould be better acquaintedf * 
** with the Laws and Cuftoms of War, than 
'^ to z6t in fuch a manner 5 and if the like 
^^ was done again, he might depend upon it 
'^ the Bearer fhould be hang'd.'* The Prince 
returned a very civil Anfwer ; but two days 
after he made ufe of another Artifice : he 
caufcd a fubaltern Officer of an Irijb Regi- 
ment 
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ment to aA the Part of a E^eferter, by whom 
he (eht a fecond Letter^ ordering him to 
cpnceal it carefully/ and to deliver it to 
Clone but the Englijb Bn^^di<;r bimfelf, 
which he did. The, Letter was. to inform 
the Btigadierthat he had an Order for him 
from the Britijb Court, dcfiring him to con- 
ildcr how he might get it fafcly,, The Bri- 
gadier called a Council of the chief of the 
Englijb Officers, who gave it as their opi- 
nion, that it was neceffary to acfjudnc the 
General with it, being againft the Rules of 
War , and very dangerous to receive Letters 
from the Enemy without communijcating. 
them to the Commander in chief: and Sta- 
remberg^ when he was informed of the mat- 
ter, faid the Brigadier might fend a Drum- 
mer to bring the Order, which accordingly 
was done. At the fame time Staremberg 
fcnt an Account of the whole Affair to the 
Emprcfs, who had not yet left Barcelona^ 
and was much furprized that fiich an Order 
Ihould be conveyed privately and even by 
the Enemy, while the Britijb Mihjfter, who 
' reitded with her, had not fo muc^ asnxentio* 
ned it to her. Brigadier yr/^'ato' wtjit to 
Barcelona to confer with Admiral ^epnings, 
who commanded the Fleet^ and upon his 
return back again to the Arn^,, he march'd 
bis Troops towards the Sea-Coaft> from 
whence they were tranfportcd io^orUMa-

'AFTER this the Allies had no further 
Hopes of Afliflance from the Queen of 
Great Britain^ for the LotdBolinghroke was 
all this time in France negoci^ting matters 
privately at that Court, where he feem'd re- 
folved to provide himfelf an Afylum ibeafe 
of a Changeathome, by obliging the French 
in all things to the utmoft of his power. But the 
Court of Fr^r^ having by thefe underhand 
dealings broken that Chain, which had kept 
the Allies united, and even in the firongcft 
part of it, by dividing the two MaritimePow- 
crs^ this made others begin to think before it 
was too late how they might bcft fecure 
themfelves : and firft of all, the King of Tor- 
tugaly when he faw how things went, and 
that he was in a manner altogether abandon- 
ed by the <^cen oi Great Britaipy and con- 
fidering the Hazard of his being fwallowed 
up by the united Power of France and Spain^ 
judged it his fafeft way alfo to declare a Suf- 
pciifion of Hoftilities. And the Duke of 
San)oy being in the like Circumftanccs, tho 
he did not ib foon enter into a formal Trea- 
ty as the other, yet he was afraid to a£): any 
thing againft an Enemy, who had in a manner 
gotthe Reins of Europe wholly into his hands, 
£o that the War was alfo brought to a ftand in 
Italy. And ahy one may cafily imagine how 
the Empire and Holland "^/ctc fcituated in the 
midft of all thefe unhappy Conjun^urcs ; 

but 
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but efpecially after the v;^ lods they had fnf* 
tained this Year in the Field. 

THIS being the unhappy State of AflTairs 
among the Confederates abroad 3 the Mini- 
firy at home made it their Airhole Buitncis to 
lAiUM' pat the befi colour on their own manage- 
^^^ment of things, that the Nation might not 
JtbS^^ alarmed, and from the ill State of the 
«*»c^ Confederates, portend new Dangers to £ri- 
*^' tainy which indeed many did j and therefore 
themfeives and their Agents were very bufyi 
infinuating into People's Minds that the De- 
sign of the Grand Alliance being to reftore 
the Kingdom of Spain to the Houfe of Au- 
firia^ and the chief Motive to this Ktftitiition 
of the Spanijb Monarchy being to preierve 
a Ballance of Power in Europe by preven* 
ting France and Spain from being united un* 
der one crownM Head, they had efiabliflied 
the laid Ballance on a much jfurer footing 
than if the Monarchy of Spain had been gi- 
ven to the Houfe oiAufiria^ and that was 
by obliging the King of Spain to make an ab- 
folute CeiHon of his Right to the Kingdom 
of France, to go to the other Branches of the 
Bourbon Family, who were all to make the 
like Ceffion and Renunciation of their R^ht 
and Title to the Crown of Spain ^ and we 
were told that the Inftruments wck atl 
drawn up and ready to be executed^ which 
they had at laft obtained with muchf difficul- 
ty. But this being nothing more than what

the Queen mentioned in her Speech> to 
which, a number of the Peers had remon- 
ftrated, it gave no manner of fatisfadion 
to the oppofite Party, who looked on a 
fcparatc Peace with France to be altogether 
dangerous, bccaufe our Principal Ally the 
^utchj were like to be difappointed in their 
Barrier, the Empire and the Countries of Sa- 
n)oy and Tiedmont like to be expos'd to the 
continual Infults of Fri^»^^, and the King 
of Portugal x6 the united Power of France 
and Spain -, ail which had the worfe Afpcd, 
that no right Guaranty could be obtained to 
bind the French King, and his Grandfon, to 
the fulfilling their Engagements without the 
concurrence of the Allies, whona the; Bri- 
tijh Minifters had abandoned by their carry- 
ing on feparate Meafures with the Enemy. 
But the Succeilion of the prefent Emperor 
after the Death of his Brother Jofifhy above 
aU things enabled the Miniftry to cpnfent to 
this Difpofition of the Crown oi Spain in the 
Perfon of Philip : becaufemany who at the 
fame time they diilik'd feparateN^egociatioBs, 
were howcvcmot very fond of an Union be- 
tween Spain and the Empire, there being no 
other Male Iflfuc left of x}^t AufirifinUint^stverAi 
besides ^.the faid Charles. And it was &\\\things€on- 
the mote eafy" for the Miniftry to proceed in^'^^'^f* 
this, tnanner, th^t the Emperor infiftcd obfti-v^'^^p,. 
n^tcly to have thic Monarchy oi Spain tt^b-figns. 
red to him^- which perhaps few of the other 

O Allies 
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Allies would have confentcd to, had th^ con- 
tinued united in all their Meafutes. And 
this being the cafe, our Minifters caufed a 
Copy of the Inftt utncnt of King Thili^'s Re- 
nunciation to be publinied, and the faid 
Prince was advis'd to execute the fame fn the 
mod publick and folemn manner before the 
Lord Lexington^ who was fcnt to Spain on 
purpofc as Ambaflador from the Queen of 
Great Britain, and before the chief of the 
Spanifb' Grandees and the Cortex; or States 
of the Kingdom, who were likewife called 
together on this extraordinary Occafton s to 
whom he declared, " That in regard of the 
*^ Efforts they had made to fccure his Crown 
** on two perilous Occalions, when it was 
^ tottering, he therefore out of Gratitude 
^* to procure Peace for his People, and 
** that he might never be feparated from 
^ them, had for himfclf and his Poftcrity 
** rcnounc'd all Claim to the Crown of 
** France"* Several other Declarations of 
King Thilip yjzK alfo pubiifh'd about the 
fame time, and particularly one, wherein he 
cxprcfled a great deal of Love to the Spanifb 
r Nation, w«. " That he would not exchange 

" that Kingdom for France, if it was left 
^* to his Option, and that he acknowledged 
^ he had every thing that any Man could 
^ enjoy in being Sovereign of fo manyDo- 
^^ minions, but efpecially that he look'don 
*^ it as his greateft Happinefs, that Providence 

^^ had 
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towards his J^erfon and Govcfnnient, iAd 
tho none were wont to be more zealous 
tjli^n tlie SfaftiarJs to prevent a Coalition 
/6fthcitjvpMpnarchie|s, yet it was given out 
jtBjyt fhcy had unanimonfly acknpSvlcdg'd 
^tJ^pWelyes (ztisfyd with the King, and could 
fonuy rciy ppnis Gracious Declaration-

^'rclifli i however, the Affurances of a hju'tual 
Treaty, of Guaranty were very acceptable to 
them, who weighing' thin^ according to 
.their ufual Prudence, judg'd it better to 
come into the Meafures of Peace after this 
. point gain d, than to ftahd out againft the u- 
nited Power of France and Spain ; and be- 
ing no d6ubt in hopes that fome more favou- 
rable Opportunity might offer hereafter of 
redreffing their preferit Greivances, they 
thought it their Intcreft for the prefent to 

write 
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write a Letter to the Queen, wherein they 
acquainted her with their Inclinations of con- 
cluding and ftgning a Peace jointly with her. 
And tho in this Letter they took the li- 
berty to make Tome Obfervations on this 
new Plan, yet they did all this with abun- 
dance of Refped and Deference, A^cwing^j^,^!^^ 
tbemfelves ready to fubmit tO|ber MzjcCty'stpthB 
Wifdom, and offering with all Chcarful--^*'"- 
ncfs to put their whole Intereft and Confi- 
dence in her. 

THIS Letter from the States-General 
^ was fent over about ^he latter end of T)ecem- 
ber^ when it was the proper time for them to 
determine fully what they were to do, and 
it was fo acceptable to the (^een and her 
Minifters,that on thefeventh oiJanuaryioV 17 if. 
lowing, anAnfwer was returned by an expr^fs, 
wherein the Queen declared her Itnccre Af- 
fcftion for their State, tho not without fome 
Infinuatipns againft her late Miniftry, and^^^ 
thofe who adhered to them, as if they ^crc^een's 
the only Perfons, who had endeavoured to ^''^"'*''- 
divide her Interefts from theirs. However, 
flic promised her Endeavours at this critical 
Junfture to knitfaflcr (ifpoffible) the ties 
of this Union. And as Ihe had ever in her 
Eye the Example and wife Condud of that 
great Queen her PredeceflTor, who contri- 
buted fo much to the fupport of their Com- 
monwealth, when their brave Anccflors laid 
th« firft foundation of it j fp they might be 
O 3 per- 
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perfuaded (he looked upon it as one df the 
grcateft Glories of her Reign^ that (he Uid not 
only imitated^ biit even fur^aiTeci whatever 
that Qaeen had done, for the EftaBlifhment of 
their State, and the Encreafe of tfieir Fewer. 
THE Union and good Uiiderftanding 
jbctwecn Great Britain and Holland^ was 
fo manifeftly cflcntial to the Civil and Re- 
ligious^ Ihterefts of both Nations, that 
in all Publick Trahfadions the Queen and 
her Miniftry could never omit acknowledg- 
ing the fame, even when there was the great- 
eft real Difberd, as appeared manifeft from 
her feveral Declarations and Speeches from 
the Throne i but this Declaration in a pirti- 
cjular manner juftify'd the Meafurcs of thclatc 
Miniftry, who were all along careful in 
maintaining this Union, at the fame time 
it was a kind of Self-condemnation of the 
7i&«Afiw. Queen's prefcjit Minifters, who had 'given 
^ [^fffi^ manner* of Cbuntcnance rp thofe who 
were for difiblving the fame. . As for tie 
States- General, tho they were not infcnfi- 
b!e that in thefe Afturances of the Queen, 
her Miniftry fcem'd to aft contrary to their 
own Maxims, yet they took all without ^ 
ny Obfervation 5 and as the Queen had alfo 
in the fame Letter recommended to them 
the fettling of the Barrier Trea,ty, which had 
already been fome time in Agitatiqa, theyap' 
plied themfelves with fo much^farneffncfs, 
that all Differences relating thereunto, were 

• foou 
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/boa accommodated $ Co that it was happily 
concluded, and fign'd by the Plcnipotentia* 
rie3 of both Nations. 

IN the mean time, the King of Truffsa 
having obtained mod of his Demands, his . 
Minifter iignify'd his Matter's Inclinations of 
concluding a Peace, wfai:nevef the Queca 
ihould think fit to fini(h her own ; and the 
Britifb Plenipotentiaries having been very 
firenuous in the Duke of Savo/s Intereft, to 
procure for him the Kingdom oi Sicily ^ the 
Minifters of that Prince had Inftr udions to 
return thanks to the £aid Pleaipotentiaries 
for the great Care they had taken of their 
Matter's Intercft, tho it was impoilibie for 
him to maintain it without a Guaranty , in re- 
gard the Emperor and King of Spain had 
b<Mhof them an eye to it as their Right. A- 
boiitthc fame ttoie the Treaty with y^r/n- 
gd was alfo finiih'd ; but the Emperor coa- 
tinifed ftill obttinate in his Demands for the 
Rettitution of Spain andtbe Indies^ and for 
that Reafon he«ade vigorous Preparations 
for toother Campaign, tho none of the Al- 
lies werefo ttudiousof ht$ Intcreft, as to run 
>ny hazard thcmfelves for it s and therefore 
.be was obliged to ftand wholly on his own 
^ bottom, having neither Ally nor Confcde- 
rateto join with him, except fome Princes 
t>f the £mpire, who wetc oblijged to be on 
thefar own Defence^ However this total 
ncgleft of the Emperor's Interett was very 
O 4 much 
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much blamed, becaufe of the Protefiants, 
who arc pretty numerous in the Empire: 
for which reafon many were of Opinion, 
. that the Allies fliould not have concluded 
their Peace until they had at lead provided 
the Empire with a fufficient Barrier^ and in 
requital to have obtained good Terms for the 
. Proteftants in Germany j all which might 
have been done, had things been rightly 
managed in the Field, and that no feparate 
Meafures had been carry'd on with the Enc- 
whMtht niy- For it was the undoubted Intereftof 
trueinte- BritaiHy in the firft place to have got the 
7iSfthl^^^^^ out of the hands of Fw»r^, andbc- 
time. ing in conjunft Poffeffion of moft of the 
Barrier Places with the 7)utchy thcfc two 
Nations might have made their own Terms 
afterwards for the Proteftants. But our JMi- 
niftcrs were fo far from taking thefe Matters 
into their Consideration, that it feems they 
thought but little about them, the Prote* 
ftant Intereft being not fo much as mentio- 
' ncd in the Preliminaries, on which they trea- 
ted ^ and we find ail the Queen declared to 
the Parliament concerning ity when every 
thing elfc was in a manner concluded and 
agreed, <^ That France wouki make oo 
" Ob;cftion againftrefe.ttling it on the foot 
« of jthc Treaty of Weftphaliar So that 
whcp the ^utch and other Proteftant 
Miniftcrs came to infift on having the fourth 
Aricle of the Treaty of Re/wick zlttrcd. 
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^/«. the Treaty between France and the 
£mpire> wherein was ftipulatcd, " That 
^* the Roman Catholick Religion fliouid 
*^ continue, as it was then exercifed in Ger- 
** many" The Fr^»f)& Miniftcrs made An- 
fwer, that it belonged to the Emperor and the 
Empire to redrefs thofe Grievances : but that 
Prince being difguftcd, little could be cx- 
pefted from him $ and the other Allies of 
Britain^ who were Roman Catholicks, 
fiading the Protcftants had loft fo muqh 
ground by the ill management of the Queen's 
Minifters> began to contemn this Nation 
now as much as they were wont at other 
times to court her Favour. As for the French 
King, no.twithftanding the great Obligations 
he lay under to the Queen, but more efpcr 
cially to her Minifters, all that the Britifb Ple- 
nipotentiaries and the other Proteftant Mi- 
nifters could obtain of him, was thereiea- 
ling a very fmall number of his own Protc-r 
ftant Subjcdls from the Gallies,with a Promifc 
that when he came to treat with the Empe- 
ror, he would out of Fricndfliip for the 
Queen endeavour to procure that all things 
relating to Religion ftiould beeftablifh'd on 
the foot of the Treaty oiWeftphalta. 

THE Britijb Plenipotentiaries having 
now their full Infirudions to iign their Trea- 
ties with France, obtained of the French 
King to Admit by his Letters Patents the King 
pf S/^aiu'^ JEvcnunciation of %\i%t C<:own, and 

tl^9 
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^ the Renunciations of the Dukes of Btrry 
' and Orleans of the Crown of S^ain^ after 
ivhich they urg d the Minifters of the othet 
Allies Vbry much to bring ail their Affairs to 
a c(3ncluiton $ for they were impatient left a- 
ny Accident (hould happen to hinder it, not 
only by reafon of the great Oppofition it met 
within England^ but becaufe none of the Al- 
lies were fully fatisfy'd with their Conditions, 
if better could have been procured for them. 
And therefore on the fourth of jifril^ the 
Queen'^ Plenipotentiaries figned their Trea* 
ties of Peace and Commerce with FrancCy at 
TbiVeM the Bifhop of Brijhl's Honfc about two in 
cpnciudeJ. the Afternoon, and the Miniftersof Savojt^ 
Tartugaly Truffia^ and the States-General 
fign'd theurs alfo at the fame meeting, which 
continued fitting till near four next Mor* 
nh|g i the ^utch Plenipotentiaries having 
feveral imp<M:tant Matters to adjuft rela^ft^ 
to their Barrier, which they were not wil- 
ling «o leave un^nifhed. 
^ THUS were all the principal Matters 
conditded at Utrecht y tho no ways to the 
iatisfadion of great numbers htXK'm Eng* 
Umdy who when the Cond&ions ftipulated 
in thefe Treaties came to be known, found 
great faalt with them, and in particular it 
was talcen notice^ that the Treaty between 
England zndFrance was not very much diffic- 
rcnt from the Treaty ofHe/wicky only that 
it was judg'd to be more defc^ive in ibme 
. " things. 
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things. The chief Advantages gain'd by this 
Treaty, werp fuch as the Queen and her Mi- rh$ i^ms 
nifters could not dVoid, if their Inclinations |^^^^*'' 
had ftood another ^ay, vijsss. to have theGr«rBr^ 
French King atknowlcdgc theSucccmonin^i"^*^ 
thcProtcftant Lincof/Zd^w^^ri and to con- ^^^^" 
fent to the Demolition of "Dmkirk. As to 
the firft, tilt Frent^King if he had liv'd, 
might have perhaps kept his Engagements as 
he did to King fFiUiam, whofe Title he 
acknowledged in the Treaty oiReJwicky and 
foon after permittied the Pretender to be pro- 
claimed King of Great Britain at St. Ger^. 
mains. As to the latter j it was agreed that 
the Fortifications of that City (hould be ra- 
zed, the Harbour fiird up, and the Sluices, 
which fervcid to cleanfe the Harbours^ to 
be IcvelM at the King's own cxpence with- 
in the Ipace of 5 Months; vis;. The Fortifi- 
cations towards the Set within the fpace of. 
two MonAis, ^nd thofe towards the Land 
with the Banks within three Mx)nths> 01^ this 
cjcpfcfs Cowditioh,,that they fhould never be 
repait'd : but the faid Demolition was not 
toi>e bc^txn till every thing was put into the 
French King's hatids, which was to be given 
him as an £c|crivarent for the fame. But in what 
manntr the Court of France bubbrd pur Mi- 
nifters in this Arricle> wifl be Ihewn here- 
after. 

BY the Treaty of R^fivick, RefHtution 
was made of all th^ Places in Hudfm'sBay 

and 
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MdthtlRznd of Newfoundland, which had 
been taken on cither fide during the War. But 
by this Treaty, Hud/oh' s Bay and Str eights, 
with ali the Lands, Coafts, Seas, and Rivers, 
Houfes, Forts, &c. were to be yielded for 
ever to Great Brftainj'vrith the Cannon and 
a quantity of Ammunition proportionable to 
the CannontBall that fhould be found in 
thefe Forts, And CommiiTaries were to be 
appointed on both fides to regulate the U 
mits between Hud/bn's Bay arid the Places 
belonging to the FrenchyZfiAtht King was to 
caufe fatisfaftion to be given to the Hudftnis 
Bay Company for the Damages they had 
fuftained fince a Ccfiation of Hoftiiities was 
proclaimed. On the other hand, the Queen 
was alfo to caufe fatisfadion to be given for 
the Damages the French had fuftained at 
Jfdonjiraty and fomc other Grievances 
whereof the French corhplain'd, relating to 
(he Capitulation in the Ifland of Nevis and 
the Caftle of Gambia^ &c. Great Britain 
was to have pofleflion of Nova Scotia with 
its antient Boundaries, the Seas, ^nd all o- 
thcr things belonging thereunto, as alfo all 
Newfoundland mththc adjacent Iflandsj but 
the French were to have Liberty to crcft 
Huts and Stages, and fuch other things as 
might be ufeful for the drying of Fifli, on 
that Part which ftretched all along from 
Cape Bonavifta from the Northern Point of 
\\ic faid Ifland, aqd ftom thcn^jc running 

(JOWO 
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down by the Weft Side, as far as the place 
called Taint Rkhe 5 and beildes this Privi- 
lege, tiie Ifland called Ci^e Breton, and , 
all others in the Mouth of St. Laurence Ri* 
ver and Bay of that Name, wei^e hereafter 
to belong to the French, with fiill Liberty to 
raife Fortifications in the faid Ifladds and 
Places. .,..*. 

THESE were the principal JMittcfs con^ 
eluded in the Treaty of Peace bdtween this 
Nation and France, which upon firft Vicvr 
had a tolerable good outftde Appearances 
particularly 9 that all i^i^i^'s j?^;?^ with the 
^freights in the North- weft Pafikgcj^crietb 
be yielded up to Greni £ritah^vibmc ,of 
thefe PUcei^ being then ; in the haiards x)f the 
French i but when People begtottOiCorvnder .. ^^

Places,. and to do every thing* clfeiibr car- 
rying on their fifhtng Trade, and that Caf^£ ney caufi 
Bretdnw^s^ madcovet to francie^^'^kh ^c^^^^^^J^^ 
to raifc Fortifications thcrc^ anA in the other *^-'^' 
iflands in the^Mouth o£ St.. Lsuxenc^ Rivet,' 
t created ao ^ fmalb Uneaiinefs, befcSaufe the

ind the other Places aboycmcfntioixcd^ (WouM 
)c enabled to naake themfelves MnAeca of ali 
he Trade in thofe Parts, in cafe a fre&iJftup- 
ure .(hould happen between the 1 two N;ir 
ions. ' '• . ^' '^ :../•' 

BUT ^omake this go down the more 
nioothly with the Coutt- Party, forne of 

whom 
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whom were alfo not a little ftard'd at tiiefe 
Stipulations, the Miniftry and their Agents 
gave out, that fpr the Seci^ity>f the Trade 
of the Nation, the Spaniards had confented 
to give up Gibraltar, yi?rf-Afoi&tfii, with the 
wtiple Ifland oi Minor cay to tegarifon'dby 
Englijh Soldiers. And tofatisfy thi^e, who 
had a Concern for the Protcftant Intcreft, 
they hoafifed^hat they had obtained by the 
2 1" Artick of this Treaty, That his moll 
Chriftian Majjcfty (houl4 procure the Settle. 
ment oi j^ligion in Gert^any . according to 
the Treaty Df WffiphaUa, as bis Vi\vi&^ 
Jiad promifed to the iQueeii's iPlienipoteotia' 
ries at Utrecht ; .which iboweyer .was looked 
oh tobev«ry abfnrd in our Mlniftcn,toleave 
ThiCare the Carcof dicPfXMjdhntReUg^fiuponthe 
fJintR^^^^^^ King, who had driven all his own 
/»Kz^"Proteftant Subjefts out. of his Domifliofls, 
mthe and had himfclf ahxr'd jhe State of Religion 
£jj^^ in all the Places whichhc iiad CQiKiucr'd j and 
therefore that any thin^ to the contrary 
.would be <:ontradi£dng all his /ocmer and 
prefent Maxims, which wxrc fuited to gra- 
tify thciCourt of R^me and jthc Bigots of 
Spain, thatihey might continue ftedfaftiQ 
his Grand fon'^ Intcreft. Neither was the 
Article relating to Dunkirk much regard 
bccaufethc Freru:h¥St\^ liad cx>nfcntedto 
demolifli it at his own Exp'encc in the Ycac 
1709,: without demanding any Equivalent 
for it} but jl?y this Tteaty the City of i?/^' 
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and fomc orticr important Places in the Ne- 
therlands, were to be reftored before any 
thing relatiqg^to the faid Demolition, was to 
be begun : fo that there was no other Secu- 
rity for the French King's performing thefc 
Stipulations but his Bima Fide, which was 
worn threadbare and ridiculed and laugh'd at 
bv all Nations after fo many Infractions of 
Treaties. 

BUT when the Treaty of Commctct nei^ktkm 
with France came to be known^ it brought ^^'^^'^'^ 
the Nation into a new Ferment i there being ^c^^^ 
fomc things in that Treaty judged very dc- ^^ree^^'uk 
trimcqtal to the Trade of this Nation $ par- ^^^***^'- 
ticulariy the eighth and ninth Articles there- 
of: forinothcrRcfpcftsit was much the fame 
with our former Engagements with that Na- 
tion, fo that we Ihall not repeat the other 
Parts of it. Now it was provided by the 
eighth Article of this new Treaty of Com* 
mcrce, that the Subjcfts of both Nations 
(houid trade on an equal footing, and by the 
ninth, that the Tariff of i66+ Ihould not 
take place till 2 Months after a Law fhould 
pafs in Great Britain to reduce the Duties 
on all French Commodities to an equality, 
for what was ufually paid for Goods of the 
like natjwe, imported from any other Coun- 
try of Europe. But it was the Pf inion of 
our Merchants, and thofe whobe^l undcrftood 
Trade, that this would have quite dcftroy'd 
our Trade xoSfain and Tortugal^ bccaufc 
3 neither 
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neither of thefe two Nations could receive 
the Commodities of Britain^ but in ex- 
change for their Wines 5 and the Duties pay- 
able in France on the Briti^ Commodi- 
ties, efpccialiy for Fifli, Sugar, and woollen 
Manufadures of all Sorts, which generally 
go off in Spalnj Portugal, and Italy y were 
to continue fp high, that there was no like- 
lihood of vending them in France y but at a 
very great lofs 3 whereas there was no pro- 
hibition on the Eng/ifb Wool, nor upon 
dying Drugs, or any thing elfe that could 
promote the Manufaduring of Cloaths in 
France. 

THE lowering the Duties on French 
. Wines imported to Britain to the fame 
Rates of- Wines from other Countries, 
would have met with no fmall Encourage- 
ment, becaufe the Contiguity of England 
and France would have made the French 
Wines come much cheaper than thofe of a- 
ny other Country 5 and the agreeable Taftc 
and Flavour of the French Wines, would 
have been fuch an Encouragement to the im- 
portation of thcna, that few or nonf of any 
other kind would have l^een brought into 
the Kingdom. And as the Nation by this 
means would have flood in no need of the 
Vortuguefe and Spanip) Wines, the Proprie- 
tors of the Wool muft have fold that Com- 
modity to France^ fince there would have 
been but little Encouragement to ufe it at 

home. 
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home- And fuch vaft Quantities of Brandy 
muft have alfo been imported^ as would 
have quite ruined the advantageous diftilling 
of Malt^ MoIoiTes, and fome other things, 
which if it was not for the difliliing Trade 
would be altogether ufelefs. 

THE Fifli which the Britijb Merchants 
bring every Year in great Quantities from 
Newfoundland^ and other Parts of North'^ 
Americay could not have gone off in Spain 
and Portugal for the famci Reafon, ^iz. 
becaufe Great Britain could not take any 
Quantity of their Wines in Exchange. Nei- 
ther could they have been fold in France^ 
not only by reafon of the high Duties laid 
on moft kinds of Filh imported into France^ 
but alfo as the French had^now the liberty, 
of catching as many Filh as they pleafed^ and 
of curing them in the moft commodious Pla- 
ces of the Britijb Plantations: fo this 
Branch of the Britijb Trade, notwithftanding 
it had brought fuch vaft Baches into the King- 
dom, muft in a manner have been quite loft 
to Britain, itnce the exchanging thefe Com- 
modities, as well as the Native Manufac- 
tures of this Kingdom, for Wines, was the ' 
gre^teft Encouragement to the Spaniards 
and Tortuguefe, not only to deal with Bri^ 
tain in thofc things, but alfo to the Ita- 
lians^ and other Nations, which fupply 
Britainhoi\i with their Wines, Oil, Fruits, 
and raw Siiks^ which of late Years have 

P very 
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vcty much promoted the Manufactures of 
this Kingdom. 

THIS our Merchants )udg*d, mufthave 
been an unfpeakable iofs, feing the Trade of 
Great Britain for Wines, was fo acceptable 
to the Tortuguefe and other diftant Nations, 
that in the Ballance of fo great a Trade, vaft 
Sums of Money in Specie were every Year 
returned into 5r/>^/» 5 whereas, if the 4!^^- 
%iards and Tartuguefe had been forced to 
pay Money for the fame Commodities, 
which they were accuftomed to have in ex- 
change for theirs, . which muft have hap- 
pened, had this Treaty taken effed, they 
would have received few or none of them 
from Britain^ becaufe they would have 
had them much cheaper from Frame. And 
as this muft have alfo been a lofs to the 
^ortuguefe in regard the French ftand in no 
need of their Wines 5 therefore the French^ 
that they might make the Ballance of Trade 
more eafy to Tortugaly and more advan- 
tageous to themfelvcs, were going to en- 
ter into a Treaty with Tortugaly to takeoff 
their Sugars and dying Drugs : and to favour 
this, they had continued the high Duty on 
Englifh Sugars, and other Commodities of 
Great Britain. 

UPON the whole, this Treaty was 
thought to be very pernicious to the Nation, 
as it would have ruined her Fadories, at the 
fan^e.time that it muft have encouraged tboTe 

of 
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of Franc/, whereby Marfeilles and other 
Cities on thcMeJiUrranean Coz&of France, 
by reafon of their commodious Scituatioii> 
would have imported from Italy, Oil in a- 
bundance for their woollen Manufactures j 
and as they could have alfo fupply'd thefe 
Countries with FiHi after that Trade had 
been loft to Gr^^f Britain, they woiild by 
that means have ingrofied to tbemfelves all 
their raw Silks, and might in all probabi- 
lity have carried from this Nation thrir 
Turkey and Levant Trade j and the Arti- 
ficers of the fame things in Britain, muft 
have been reduced to Beggary, .become a 
Burden to the Publick> and the whole - 
Nation impoveriftied, by being deprived 
of the moft valuable Branches of her 
Trade^ But befides, fuch a Treaty would 
have ruined the Navigatiou of this King- 
dom. For the Maritime Power of France 
was bat of fmall account, (even fo late as 
the Siege of Rechelle) until they found a 
way into the. North Parts of America 3 but 
after they had by the Negligence and ill Ma- . 
n^ement of fomc of our Great Men during 
the Reign of King Charles the Second, made 
themfelves Matters of fome large Territories 
and Settlements there 5 their Power at Sea 
increafed to a very ama?ing degree, in fo 
much, that they have fince then^ thrice et 
fay'd to difpute the Mafterfhip of the Seas 
with the combined Fleets oi Gre^t Britain 
P 2 and

^nd Holland. But if this. Treaty had ta- 
ken placcj they might have foon been e- 
nabled to cngrofs the whole fifliing Trade, 
Jivhich has been fo beneficial to Britain, 
. and the Subjcfts of this Kingdom fettled 
in the North Parts of Americay muft have 
only become Servants to them : and the 
Ships of Burden, which employ fo ma- 
ny hands in their Voyages from hence to 
Newfoundland^ and from thence to Sfain^ 
^ortugal^ Italfy and the Levant , which 
at the fame time they bring home great 
Riches to Britain, and are alfo a con- 
ftant Nurfery for Seamen, to fupply the 
Royal Navy upon every Emergency, muft 
have been laid up for want of Employment, 
while the Trade between Great Britain and 
France would have been carried on with 
Bark's and other Vcffels of the fmalleft Bur* 
den. 
The New THE Affairs of Commerce being fettled 
Treaties uudcr all thcfc apparent Difadvantages, im- 
^tintfe ployed moft Peoples Thoughts j and fo much 
cfcom- was objeded againft this Treaty by thofc, 
mm. ^j^Q had gQj. Intimation of the Conditions 
of it, that the Queen could not help laying 
it and the other Treaties before the Houfe of 
Commons, tho it was delayed till towards 
the latter end of the Seffion, when the 
Members arc generally in a hurry to difpatch 
Bufinefs, that they may go into the Country. 
And a Motiga being madcfor a Bill to make 

good 
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good the eighth and ninth Articles of the 
Treaty of Commerce, which were the moft 
obnoxious to the Trading Pare of the Na- 
tion, andthemoft found fault, with by fome 
of the Members, it was carried by a very 
great Majority, notwithftanding many ex- 
cellent Speeches were made to (how the ill 
Confequences that muft attend this Bill if it 
fliould pafi : but the Members, who voted 
for this Bill, were moft of them unacquain- 
ted with the Affairs of Commerce, and fomc 
mifchievous JEngines had very artfully made 
a Diftindion between the Landed and Tra*- 
dinglntereft of the Nation, in which they 
were encouraged by the Miniftry ; whereby 
they prcpoffeircd abundance of well meaning 
Country Gentlemen, with a very abfurd No- 
tion of maintaining a Ballancc, that they 
might not be overpowered and run down by 
the moneyed Men, and they were taught to 
believe they had been in great negled iincc 
the Trading Part of the Nation had intrufted 
ib much of their Money in the Publick: which 
ftirred up Envy in the Country Gentlemen, 
and rendered many of them too carelefs and 
indifferent about the publick Credit, and the 
Trade of the Nation 5 tho nothing could be 
of more fatal Confequence, than fucb a Di- 
ftinaion,fccing the Increafe of Riches always 
increafcsthc Value of Land, which. is very 
manifeft in Holland^ VenicCy and other Tra- 
4ing Nations, and was plainly demouftrablp 

P 3 by 
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by the Utc extravagant Rife of the- South- 
Sea 'y which, had the Advantages of it been 
real, would have doubled the Value of 
Land in all parts of the Kirigdom. 

BUT before this Bill could jpafs, Pcti-; 
tions were fcnt from all the Trading Towns 
' . in the Kingdom, and from moft of the 
Trading Companies of the City of Jjohdm 
againft it ; and among others, the Eaft- 
India Company had alfo drawn up a Reprc- 
vethtons fcntation, to fhcw that the mentioning fo 
2|;/"j?'*' often the Manufaftures of Great Britain 
Q»»mw. in the 9^*" Article, which were to be fcnt to 
France^ without taking notice of thofe of 
Foreign Growth to be imported by Britijb 
Merchants, was an Omiflion that might prove 
detrimental to their Trade. But the Com- 
mons, to prevent the Clamours that might 
be rais'd from their petitioning, thought fit, 
of their own accord, to have that part of 
the Article more fully explained ; which in 
fome mcafure fatisfy'd the Eajilndia Com- 
papy. But the Mcrch^ts who trade to 
Turkey could not be fo eafily put off, being 
very earneft to have their Reafons againft 
this Bill made known to the whole Houfcj 
fome Turkey Merchants were therefore cal- 
led in, and examined, with fome others 
who were concerned in the Newfoundland 
and Mediterraneafi Trade : who madfe it 
appear, by ipany invincible Reafons^^ that 
|;fai§ Treaty wpulc| be pernicious to the 
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Trade, and ruin the Manufadures of Great 
Britain. However, the Court-Party en- 
deavoured to extenuate things as much as 
j>offible, ^fpecially Mr. Moore^ and fomc 
others of the Commiflioners of Trade, who 
probably had been confulted in it^ and 
therefore pleaded ftiil to have it pafs with 
fome Amendments^ But the oppofing 
Members getting ground of the Court- 
Party, and having alfo made themfelves 
more ripe for the Debate by the Light the 
Merchants had given them, infifted ftrenu- 
oufly that it might be rejefted. And Gene- 
ral 4yif4»>&^/^ in particular took notice of the 
great Lofe the Nation had fuftain'd by i^hc 
favour had been fhewn to France in King 
Charles the Second's time, by fufFcring the 
Subjcfts of that Nation to trade with the 
Korthern Plantations oi America, and by 
encouraging them to improve their own 
Woollen Manufaduries, to the great detri- 
ment of the Manufadures of this Kingdom. 
He alfo mentioned an Ad of Parliament 
made in the 30'^ Year of that King's Reign, 
by the Preamble of which it appeared, that 
it was the Senfe of the then Houfe of Com- 
mons^ *^ That the Nation had by longEx-7)^eo;i- 
" periencc found, that the importing ofmonof 
'' French Wines, Brandy, Linen, Silks^-f^- 

Salt and Paper, and other Qommod\t\tsmmts con- 
^ of the Growth and Produd of the T^^t-'Z^ 
r^ mQt\t% ol France y had much exhaufted France. 

^ ^ P 4 '' the 
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<^ the Treafurc of Englandy Icffencd the 
^^ Value of the Native Manufafturcs and 
<' Commodities thereof, and caufed great 
^ " detriment to the Kingdom in general." 
Wherefore they then made the faid Ad, to 
put fome ftop to the Importation of thefe 
Commodities. But the Court-Party were 
unwilling to believe that this had been the 
Senfe of former Parliaments, and that they 
had been forced to reftrain Commeree with 
France upon fuch weighty Cbnflderations. 
And therefore Mr. Bromley the Speaker 
would have fain perfuaded the Houfe, that 
Mr. Stanhope was under a miftake^ and that 
no fuch Ad had ever been made : but Mu 
Stanhope infifting to have that Ad looked 
into, the Clerk was ordered to fearch the 
Books, and to read it 5 whereby it appeared 
that the Miftake lay on Mr. Bromle/s fide. 
Some Members having upon this animad- 
verted very feverely on the Speaker, the 
Debate was therefore put off 5 and the next 
day moft of the Members on both fides were 
willing the other Merchants, who had peti- 
tioned, but had not been examin'd^ (hould 
be called in, to hear their Reafons againfi an 
open Trade with France. Mr. Torriano 
fpoke in behalf of the Sfanijb Trade^ and 
made feveral fharp Animadverfions on the 
8th and 9th Articles of this Treaty, and 
mentioned the loth and i ith, as relating to 
the two former, in fuch a manner, as gave 

offence 
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offence to feme Court-Members, who mo- 
ved that the Houfe ftiould order him to be . 
taken into cuftody. But Mr. Stanhope^stvend 
Mt. Lechmere^ Sir "Peter King, Mr, f^^^^^^r^ 
folej and ibme others, pleaded in his behalf, {^^t^^ 
and faid, that unlefs they allowed the Mer- ^ them- 
chants full Liberty to declare their Senti-/*^* 
mentSy it would be impolllble for the Houfe 
to form a right Judgment. of the Aflfair; 
and particularly they infifted, that no man 
ought to fuffer for (landing up for the Trade 
of the Nation. This, with a noble Spirit 
that appeared in behalf of the Merchants, 
made the Courtiers drop their prefent Rc- 
fentmcnt : for not a few of thofe who had 
gone great lengths with the Court, and had 
even voted to bring in the Bill that was then 
in Debate, began to change their Senti- 
ments,^ when they heard what the Mer- 
chants had to fay againft it 5 and the greateft 
part of the Members being now willing to 
get as much light as poffible in this matter^ 
obtained leave for the other Merchants to de- 
clare their Opinions : and accordingly Mn 
ffyat was permitted to fpeak in behalf of 
thcItalianTtzdc^ lAv.Milner for the 5P^r- 
tugal Trade, and QolontlLekeux for the 
[Weavers. 

WH E N the Merchants were withdrawn, 
fome Papers were alfo laid before the Houfe ; 
particularly a Scheme of Trade between 
England and France in the Year i674> 

which 
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which put the matter beyond all debate. 
However, the Court-Party were witting to 
try the utmoft, and having made fome A- 
mendments to the Bill, it was offered again 
to the Houfe by Sir Robert ^avers^ the 
next day being the 1 8* of June^ and a Mo- 
tion was made that it (houid be engrofied. 
Arthur Moore j who was generally believed 
to be the Perfon chiefly employed in form- 
ing that Treaty, was now the chief Advo- 
cate for it, and would fain have perfuadcd 
the Houfe that it was a good one.. But this 
Perfon being like to fpend a great deal of 
time to little purpofe. Sir Thomas Hanmer 
flood up, and made a very honefl: and inge- 
nuous Speech againft it : That Gentlemen a^ 
^Tho- mong other things faid^ ^^ That before he 
mas Han- a had examined the Affair in queftion to 
^eOf. '' the bottom^ he gave his Vote for bring- 
'' ing in the Bill to make the 8^^ and 9* 
*' Articles of the Treaty of Commerce cf- 
" feftual 5 but that having afterwards ma- 
" turely weighed and considered the Alle- 
^' gationsof the Merchants, Traders, and 
** Manufacturers in their fcvcral Petitions 
^' and Rcprcfentations, he was perfuaded 
" that the paffiiig this Bill, would be of 
^^ great Prejudice to the Woollen and Silk 
^* Manufaftures of the Kingdom, and con- 
^' fequently increafe the number of the Poor, 
f^ and fo in the endaffed the Land. T^igc 
^^. while he had the honour to fit in that 

'' Houfe, 
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^^ Houfe^ he would never be blindly led by 
*• any Miniftry, neither on the one hand was 
^^ he biafs'd by fuch Motives as might weigh 
^' with fome Men, viz. the fear of lofing 
" their Eleftions ; but that the Principles 
^* upon which he aded, were the Intereft 
" of Ws Country and the Conviftion of his 
•^ Judgement, and upon thefe two Confide- 
*' rations alone, he was againft the BilL** 
This Speech coming from one, who was 
known to have a very great regard for the 
Queen, a jK>ver of the eftablilh'd Church, 
and a Man of Charafter, had fo great an In- 
fluence, that the Bill was rejeded, thoonlyx^^j5i//,j 
by a Majority of nine Voices : for fome, who commtrn 
could fay nothing in behalf of the Bill, yctpj^^^^ 
being under the Dircfkion of the Miniftry, c/5^««f- 
continued ft:edfaft to their Party, and voted 
for it. 

WHILE this Affair was in agitation, a^^ 
nother Bill was alfo depending in Parlia* 
ment concerning the Malt-Tax, which was 
propofed to extend to iV^r/^J?r/V^/«, in re- 
gard the Parliament of Great Britain was 
by the 14* Article of the Treaty of Union 
3t liberty after the War, to augment the 
Malt-Tax in Scot hnd^ as they (hould fee 
f!bnvenient. And in this Bill, it was ordain'4 
that the Scots Malt fhould pay an equal Du- 
ty with the Bnglifb Malt : for notwithftand- 
ing all the Subfidies, which had been raifcd 
faring the two prccccding Years, which was 
^ ^ ^ ' 'corn- 
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computed at no lefs than 14 Millions JierL 
yet the Trcafury was empty, and all Pay- 
ments greatly in Arrear, fo that our Mini- 
fters were ready to catch at every opportu- 
nity, to raife Money : which was indeed ve- 
ry furprizing, becaufe by this time, the 
greateft Part of the Army was disbanded, 
and moft of the Ships of War were laid up 
or fold. But the Scots looked on this Tax to 
be a very great Hardftiip, in regard a Bufticl 
of Engli^ Malt is generally worth two or 
three Bulhels of the ScotSy and therefore 
the Scots Members bppos'd it wun all their 
Might in the Houfe of Commons ; but find- 
ing their Endeavours prove unfuccelsful 
there, they held divers Conferences with 
their own Peers, and Deputations were al- 
fo fcnt from Scotland, to urge their Reprc- 
fentatives to prevent fo great a Burden fall- 
ing upon their Country. Whereupon, fomc 
of the chief of the Scots Nation waited on 
. the Queen, and acquainted her. That fo hea- 
vy a Tax, and fome other Infradions of the 
Union, had rais'd the Difcontcnts to that 
degree in Scotlandy as would oblige them to 
An At- declare the Union diffolv'd, unlefs they were 
^^^^^^^^^^ remedy 'd. The Queen was fomewhat fur- 
JM^^. prized, and faid, fhe wifli'd they might not 
have caufe to repent their precipitant Refo- 
lution :. however fhe promis'd her Endea- 
vours to make them eafy. But when this 
Affair was brought into the Houfe of Peers, 
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the Scots Lords perfiftcd unanimoufly in 
their Defirc of haVing the Union diflblv'd, 
and were back'd by fevcral of the Englijh 
Nobility, cfpecially by thofe> who had the 
greatcft (hare in making the Union, pro- 
vided the Jr^/j would continue the Succet 
iton of their Crown on the Houfe of Hano- 
^er^ as they had already engaged by the U- . 
nion Aft. Thefe Lords came the more rea- 
dily into the Scheme, becaufe they were fuf- 
ficicntly apprehenfive how much the Succef- 
iion was iadangcr from all the Steps the Mini- 
ftry had taken; for it was plain and obvious, 
that the Miniftry had given all poffi ble Encou- 
ragement to the Difaffedion that appeared fo 
univerfal throughout the Kingdom; by doing j^ isimmg 
every thing to weaken the Harids of thofe,^<»^/&ei// 
who were the greateft Friends to that Suc-^^^^^^ 
ceilion. And by their bad Management of^^y. 
the Peace, had divided the Allies, expos'd 
the Empire without a Barrier to be over- run 
with the united Power oi France ^nA Spain. 
and all Europe to a frcfh War upon a very 
difadvahtageous footing : they had cxpos'd 
feme of our bcft Plantations to the Infults of 
France^ and had given up the Trade of Great 
Britain to be ruined and undone by her ; 
and in. fine, had reduced themfelves to this 
pafs, that it was even to be apprehended they 
could have no way ar laft left to skrecn them 
from the juft Refentmeht of their Country- 
men, but by altering the Succcffion, and ca- 

. fting 
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fiing themfeives wholly under the Proteftioii 
of the French King, whofe Intereft it was to 
promote that Revolution as the moft iurc 
way to recover his Affair?* Therefore the 
great Men, who fidcd with the Scots^ were 
of opinion, if the Scots would by a new 
Ad fecure the Succeilion in the Houfe of 
, Hanover, it might be of greater Advan- 
tage as a feparate Kingdom, confideriog the 
Danger they juftly apprehended from the ill 
Scituationof Affairs, than if the Sc^tswn- 
tinued united with Englar^di bccaufc they 
were fure of . thofe, who were of theefia- 
blifhed Religion of Scotland, to ftand by 
that SuccefHon, and in cafe any Attempt 
(hould be made to alter it, Scotland would 
be a Sanduary to all fuch Perfons a^ might 
fly thither for their Adherence to the faidSuc- 
cefiion. This was a rQafonable Motive to in* 
duce thofe great Men, who oppos'd the 
Court Meafures, to plead for having the 
Union diflblv'd, beftdes that fo high a Tax on 
Malty was judged to be a great Hardfhip on 
the Poor of Scotland, who have but fmall 
Wages, and could not be able. to refrefli 
themfeives out of their Day-Labour with a 
Draught of Malt Liquour, if the Price ihould 
be beightned. Howbeit the Court*Party 
went on with this Ad, ndtwithftanding the 
Oppoittion that was made to it. But the 
Sr^r J having laid aitde all their other Diffe- 
rences, and the Majority of the People in 

North^ 
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^orth'Britain being alfo ready to confirm 
the Succeflion in the Houfe oi Hanover y as 
already cftablifti'd by the Union A£ti the 
Courtiers were not only difappointed there- 
by, but very much alarm'd, becaufc they 
knew the Scots would by that means, draw 
to thcmfelves a very powerful Party in Eng- 
landj whereby they might cither procure the 
Union to be diflblved, or if that could not 
be done, would at Icaft have the efFed to 
weaken their Intereft, which in the end 
might have been of ill confequencc to their 
Ddltgns 5 therefore the Courtiers judged it 
the fafeft way to deiift : and tho the Malt- 
A^was finifhed, yet Affuranccs were given 
to the Scots y that it Ihould not be put ia 
execution 5 which intirely diffolved this new 
Con^undion, which had like to have been 
formed between the Scots and thofe who 
oppofed the Court-Meafures in England. 

ABOUT the fame time, a Bill v/zs^Brnfir 
brought into the Houfe of Lords for an'*.^^^^**- 
Aa. of Toleration for thofe who were ofscodLd. 
the Epifcopal Pcrfuafion in Scotland, that 
they Ihould have the free Exercife of their 
Religion in the fame manner as the DiiTen- 
t^rs in England. This indeed, to all out- 
ward appearance, feem'd reafonable s but 
as it was ]»a:naged, it had like to have been 
the Caufe of much Confudon. Hitherto 
there had been no Law put in execution 
againft the Epifcopal Meetings in Scotland, 
. . I except

except where the Minifters refufe4 to pi^^ 
for the Queen ^ which alio was &eqacntly 
oviir4ook'd, fo that there w^sna §reat ne* 
oe&ty for fuch a Toleration. BuCvinoft of 
the Epifcopal Minifters who heldttieie Con- 
gregations being Nonjurors, and for that 
rcafon liable to be difturb'd^ by the Laws 
that were in forc<^, obliging them to take 
the Oath of Allegiance, which was all that 
was before this required in Scotland v there- 
fore the Friends of thcfe Nonjuiing Clergy- 
men procured the Oath of Ab)uraiiofi to be 
inferted in this Bill, and enjoin'd to be ta- 
ken by all Minifiers, as well thofc of the 
Eftabliflicd Religion of ScatUndy as by the 
Miniftcrs of the Epifcopal Perfuafion. But 
fome of the Scottifh Member^ and others 
who oppofed the Court-Meafurcs, feeing 
clearly into the tme Deitgn of this Bill, in* 
fitted upon the undoubted Principles of the 
Eftablifhed Minifters towards the Proteftant 
SucceiGon, and therefore that the Abjura- 
tlonrOath needed not to* be tendered to 
them. But the Court-Party knowing very 
well that it would create fome difturfoance 
among the fiftabfifhed Miniflers> and that 
fome of them would refufe to take it with- 
out an Explanation, argu'd the more fire* 
nuoufly to have it extend to both, that by 
1/ is ^- granting an Indulgence to fuch Presbyterian 
fign'dtof^-'Umi&tts as Ihould fcruple the faid Osih, 
IZ^^ the fame might alfo be allotv'd to the Epif- 
copal 
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copal Nonjurors 5 which they carried by a 
coniiderabk Majority, notwithftanding fome 
of the Scott ifb Reprefentatives laid the whole 
Matter and Delign of the Courtiers, opea 
to both Houfes. 

NOW this Ad .was like a Watch- word 
to the Nonjurors in both Kingdoms, who 
began by it and the other Proceedings of the 
Court, to gather great Strength, and were 
fo much connived at by fome Men in Power, jh^ y^^^% 
and had fuch Encouragement from others, ^'^^^^f'^'y 
that they openly and avowedly declared theirf^7«"^ 
Scntirhents with Impunity. If any com-^tkUAa, 
plained of them, thejufticc5, who were for 
the moft part Creatures of the Court, put off 
thefe Complaints as the efFed of Malice> 
and in fome of the publick AddrcfTes that 
Were fent to the Queen in approbation of the 
Feacc,no mention wasmadeoftheSucceffioa 
in the Houfe of Hanover y and in one of thcfe^ 
it may be well remembered, the Addreflers ex« 
prcfTed themfclvcs in a very odd manper con- 
cerning the SucccfSon, viz. That they coul4 
not be aiTured whether they would be looked 
upon as loyalSubjeds,if they prefunx'd to med- 
dle with a Point, the Determination of which 
they took to be undoubtedly in the Queen. 
Others were yet more plain in favour of the 
Prctcnderi notwithftanding which, thefe Ad- 
dreffes were all graqioufly rcceiv'd, and the 
Pcrfons, who prefentcd them, introduced to 
the Queen with more than ordinary Notice. 

Q^ But 
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But when thefcAddrefics came tobepriattd 
by publick Authority, People were not a 
little aftoni(hed» fomc at the Freedom the 
great Men had taken in introdacing; thefc 
Perfons, and afterwards printing their Ad« 
drclTcs 5 which fo plainly Icvcird at the Con- 
ftitution and Proteftant SttceeiIion> while o- 
thers were alarm'd at the Dangers^ which 
fcem'd by this audacious Conduft> to be 
nearer at hand than any one had imagined* 
. And the immediate eiFcd thefe things hadon 
thePublick^ was^, thatthofe^ who appeared 
under any deep concern for the Intereft of 
the Houfe of Hanover ^ were expofed to be 
lufulted, while the Pretender's Caufew^aso- 
penly efpous'd^ and his Health drank in ma- 
ny giddy Cabalsand Meetings throughout the 
Kingdom^ 

BUT this was fo far from doing the Mi- 
niftry any real Service^ that it proved ar tum- 
bling Block to feveral Members of both Hoa- 
fesy who at the fame time they had a very 
great Veneration for the Queen, did not 
however like to fee things carried to fo dan- 
gerous a pafs. Some of the Minifters them- 
telves, particularly the Lord Chancellor 
Harcmrt^ and the Lord Trcafurcr, were 
not a little diifatisfy'd at Bolingbrake's lUfh- 
nefs and ill Condud, he having the chief 
hand in introducing the Patrons of thefe Ad- 
drcfles to the Quecn/wlio perhaps did not fee 
into their Confcquences ; for (he was Wind- 

ci 
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cd with the cgtegious Flatteries, that were 
cofKinuaily fb^'4 into ichcfe AddrejQes % 
which, however, had this efFcd, that the 
oppofttc Party took the Opportunity from 
thefe forward Steps in BoUngbroke and 
his Friends, to importune the Queen and 
her Minifters daily, until they > obtained futr 
Cher Promlfes of Security for the Proteftant 
Succeflion : beiides that,, the honeA Men of 
both Parties were inclinable after this, to 
look more narrowly into the prefent State 
of AfEair& 

THE Equivalent for 2)j^»ii&/rit had given 
no finall Jealoufy, that there might be a 
coniidcrable Sum of Money paid for it 5 be^ 
caufe notwithstanding the vaft SubAdies^ that 
were taifcd for this, and the preceeding 
Years> the Gisards and Garrifons, the Qnztn's 
Hciadihold, CMfia Collede, apd almoft 
ail, who rec^v'd Pay or Salaries, were very 
lOiicli in airrear } and yet it wa$ at the fame 
cime gl%ea out, that the Civil Lift was much 
incumbered^ and that the Funds would prove 
very: deficient^ The Proceedings relating 
tx>ibtSrats Malt-T9x> were alfo looked on 
as what plainly intimated the neceifity of 
the State, confideiring bow uofeafonably it 
was importuned, and with fo much ha?iard 
to theMiniftry ; and therefore an Addrefs 
was procured in the Houfe of .Commons 
without much Oppofition, to know of the 
Qieen> what Equivalent was to be given for

9M^f ioitoe of whom did bjr no means reXifh 
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thepublick Proceedings: for when it was ex- 
j>efted that theConyocation fhould according 
to Cuftbm addrcfs the Queen upon account 
of the Peace J the lo.wet Houfc ref^sM to 
joia with the Bifhops in an Addrefs the Bi* 
(hops had prepared, alledging they had not 
cxpreflfcd a fuffiaent thahkfulnefs fbr the 
Peace, nor that Confidence in the Queen, 
AT^4- which they ought to have done. The Bi- 
CT' ^^P^ ^^^ ^^ fcnfiblc of the Wcakacfsand 
^Ae'jBXfJnfufficicncy of the Treaties her Miniftcrs 
Mndtheh' had made^ that they could not in Confcience 
ci^. exprcfs thctnfclvcs other wife than in a way 
that fheWed both their doubtfulnefs and con- 
cern for the ill State of the piiblick Affaiis. 
Bat the lower Hbufe having upon tJbis. drawn 
up a fcparatc Addrefs of thdt own, prcfen- 
ted it to the Queen, without the concurrence 
of the fefhbps, and without thcGonfent of 
feveral Members of their own Hoofepr who 
entered their Proteft againft it : to which 
the Queen gave a- veify favourable An* 
iwer, tho fomc Years before, when die like 
Difagreemcrit happened between- the two 
Houfcs of Convocation, -thtf Queen rcfii- 
fcd a Separate Adckcfs from the loi^rer 
Houfc, and termed it a manifeft Aft of Dif- 
obediencein the Inferiour Cleigy^ and an 
Infringement on the eftablifti'd. Conftitu- 
*tion of the Church of England. And as 
this Aftof bifobedicncc caufed the Bifhops 
to make feveral Refolves againft the^loyrer 

Houfe, 
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Houfe, fo it was the Occafion of vwlefit Pif« 
pates among the Laity^ of whom, miny at 
this time^ were more indinabk to favbaj^ 
the Proceedings of the lower Houfe, than 
theBiftiops; but cfpccUUy that the Qucea 
had approved the Condtiid of the iCirWec 
Houfe^ aiid given a Saxi)ftk)ii to their Con*; 
tutnacy. ' ' 

Aft E R; a» thefe Difputcs, both in the 
ParlUniem ahd Convocation s and the Sutn-^ 
mcr being" alfo pretty far advanced; the 
Queen came to the Houfe, and put an end 
to this ParFiament 5 which had now c<»iti« 
nued their Tcrih of three Years, having firft 
n^ade a SpcecI;i/wbe£emamohgoth(:rthings> 
'' She expreflfed her utmoft fatisfadion, par- 
" ticulai:ly:inthe Zealand Atfedion. of the 
" Houfe of CpmmonSy andfaid, fliedoubt- 
^^ ed not at the next Meeting, the AiFair o£ 
*' Gotnmerce would be. fo undcrftood, that 
"^ the advantageous Conditions (lie had ob« 
" taitfdfrom France ^ would be made effcc- 
^' tual for the Benefit of the Briti^ Trade, ' 
** and that (he hoped to meet herOParli^t-: 
** ment next Winter reiblved to a£t oh the 
'* fame Principles, and with fuch^ Vigour, ^yfc««5r* 
*" a8(bould enable her to fuppdft the Liber- f*^^^^ 
^^ ties of £iirr^^ abroad, and reduce' the ^«»'j 
'' Spirit of Faftion at ^ome/' . For fo the^^'^^- 
Pcrions, who advis'd the Queen in ma- 
king this Speech, were plcas'd to term 
that noble Zeal, which appeared in thofe,

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who ftood op forthc'Libemadf their CoQfi^ 
try, the Proteftant Succcffibnr, andthelYode 
of the Nation. -^ • • 

BUT nofobner^astht Parlhonent dif* 
fbivcd^ and the Mtlnbers^ gpfie to their 
Conntrf Scats^i wfaeii the Miniftc^icoiiniv'd 
at fiunc things^ which encouragldthe' Pre* 
tenda's Friends very much $ parrictikrly in 
allowing the Magiftxatcs of Dunkirk to pre- 
fent an Addrefs to ihe Qireen,^ and after* 
wards^a Memorial, tbfave the Hirbour and 
fame of the Fortifications of tterf Place^ on 
i Pretence^ that the filling up Hat Harbour 
would not only ruih that T<>wii^ bat lay a 
good part of the Gonntry under Water. 
And tho fome of the Court Agents? pleaded 
for this as an Ad of Mercy to the Inhabl- 
tants^.aod pretended it would be bo da- 
ma^ to England^ . provided thc^ chief forti- 
fications were razed ^ yet it made ib great 
a Noife^ that the Court was- pbli^ ta in- 
iift on the DemoHtipn of the W6tks> and 
filling up the Harbour r for if this B.eqtieft 
of theMagiftratesof 5DiM(if^ bad' been gran- 
ted> the M^niftry found they muft thereby 
have loft many of their Friends, who were 
notfoctofelyat^tch'd to them, as to connive 
at an Evaiton in a matter of fo great Impor- 
tance to the Nation; However, the if cmpcr 
of the Court was fo well kno\irn by the 
Qpeen's Speech, and the fubfequent Tran(^ 
actions of the Miniftry, efpecially in that 

icla- 
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rclatingto^i^iiib/ri^; (which the Nonfurow 
xntc/pittcd as a Defign to favoar a future 
Ihvafiph from thence in behalf of the Pre- 
tender,) that feveral Addrefles were dtawn 
up by difaffeded Perfons in divers Parrs of 
the Kingdom, full of Ambiguity ^^^^^'^J^^ffJ^JJ^^J^/: 
the Sncceflion to the Crown, and fome of pcMa^i 
them were conceived as much in the Pretcn-«»i^^*^«** 
der's favour, as they could well be, without ^'^' 
mentioning him by Name ; and all this 
to make the Nation and the whole World ^ 
believe, that thefe were the trne Sentiments 
cf the People. Some of thefe Addrefles came 
from North Britain, where the Difaffc^ed 
to the ProtdS^nt Succeffion, Were^ by rea« 
ibn of theit; Diftance from the Scats of Juf* 
tice, and the InfuBiciency of fome' Laws 
more open and barefac'd than they durft ven« 
ture tb be in other Parts of the Kingdom. 
And fuch was the Infolence of the Papifts in 
Scotiandf efpedally in the North and other 
remote Parts, that they fct up feveral Mafs- 
Houfcs, Wheretmto People frequented as 
publickly a? to thcParifh Churches, and even 
many Proteftants were grown fo fanguinc in 
the Pretender's Caufe, that they gtve out in 
all Places as a piece of News, that the Pre- 
tender was about to embrace the Protcftant 
Religion f' and that Lejley^ his Chaplain, 
performed Divine Service every day, whcre- 
un to they faid the Pretender gave conftant 
Attendance. Beftdcs this, many exccllentCha- 

railcjfs 
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rafters wcrcdrawn, to fcrhim off 4x»th in hts 
Ferfon and QuaUties ' and Pidiires fiiid to be 
bis, wcFC handed about and very atfch i*^ 
dolized both here and in Scotlandy by 
fuch as were fond of. Novelties. And the 
Scats being under very great DifconteiKs a- 
bout the Union, therefore they were ^ivea 
to underftandy if ever he came to the Throne, 
it was his full Intention to diffolve it, and 
to rcdrefs all their Grievances. 

A Scheme was alfo much talk'dof for a new 
Ecclefiaftical Eftablifhment, to which, the' 
Aft 44/«ri Writings of this Lejiey^ and fome others were 
schitneof calculated, viz. to form an Union between 
«fc^>«- jjjg Churches of England zrid France^ that 
in England^ the Church (hould be indepen- 
dent of the Civil Power, and in France 
(hould fhake off the Pope s Supremacy. But 
this was an abfurd Scheme, tho it is proba- 
ble it might give fome Jealoufy to the Court 
of Rome, as it was fuited to the Maxims of 
abundance of the French Clergy^ and moft 
of the Englijb Nonjurors. A<\^ therefore tho 
theCondemnation of luhcv^ejheh Propo- 
iitions, was the Foundation of tiie Bull Unige- 
niius of Clement XI. yet as this Bull came 
forth, when Mens Thoughts were imploy'd 
about this new Scheme, it is not improbable, 
but the Court ofRomehzd alfo an Eye to pre* 
vent fuch an Union. However this Projed: 
ferved well enough to amufe fome weaic 
Heads^ and was very well relifh'd by fevcral

,* BUT this, very much weakcn'd the Hands 
of thore> who were Friends to the Proteftant 
Succeffion, and the Jacobite Party made ufe 
of the prefent Behaviour of fomc of the 
Scots Presbyterian MinifterSy to impofe on 
the People^ that the Reafon which madt 
them fcruple the Oath> was nothing but 
their Doubtfulnefs, as to the Pretenders 
Right. And therefore to convince the WoAi 
of the contrary, the eftablifiied Minifters o- 
mitted no opportunity of making the moft 
^publick Declaration of their Sentiments, 
but more efpecially by an Ad, which the 
Cpmmiflion of the General Aflfembly iflfued 
.forth the latter end of the Summer, entitled, 
,ji feafonable Warning againft the dangers 
pfTopery : which was given in charge to 
the Miniftersand recommended to the Peo- 
ple, " wherein they exposed the Artifices, 
." that werjcmade ufe of by the Pretender's 
<^ Adherents to weaken the Proteftant In- 
/' tereft in that; Kingdom, and took notice, 
" that thp neither the Epifcopal Party, nor 
" afiy other in Scotland could ever fincc 
*^ the Reformation, be prevailed on, toem- 
" brace any Liturgy or fct Forqiof Wor- 
/^ (hip; yet that they might procure to 

" them- 
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^^ themfelves as many Friends as poflible ia 
^ EngUndy they bad^ contrary to the Mc- 
^ thod of their f^rcdeceflbrs, and their own. 
^ lifual Pra^icc, introduced the Liturgy d£ 
the Church of BngUnd\tiXo all their Mee* 
tings, thd it was obfervM that few dr 
^ none of them pray^dforthcQuecnj** 

When this Aa of the AflcmWy was 
fenttOthefevetalPariflies^ all the Minifters, 
(as Well thofe, who took the Abjuration 
Oath, as thofe, who refused it,) willingly and 
iK^ithout refcrve declared their Loyplty to ^hc]*^^^ 
Queen, and firm Atcachment to the PrOte-fl^thHt 
ftant Sttcceffion in the Houfe of Hanoveth^^^fi^ . 
and accorduig as was enjoy n'd them by the^^S^^' 
faid Ad, they in their.feveral Places obtefted^^^ if 
all Perfonsip their fevcral Stations, to make ^•^•'* 
ufe of all Chriftian means, both with fer* 
venl Prayers to God, and Perfuafives to their 
Fellow-Subjeds, that they would do every 
thing that might be necei&ry to promote the 
Intereft of that Houfe, as the only means left 
under God to preferve their Religious and . 
Civil Rights, and every thing that could be 
moft dear to them. But the adverfe Party, 
as they gain'd Strength by introducing the Li- 
ttugy of the Church of England^ into the 
Epifcopal Meetings in Scotland^ in regard 
it procured them the Favour of the High- 
Church Party in England^ fo they took a 
handle from the Scruples of fomc of the efta- 
blifhed Minifliers about the Abjuration Oath,

And it is very well known, that the 
Diflentcrs in the North of Ireland at the time 
of the BLevoiution, hazarded their Lives and 
Fortuoe$/ and did fuph fignal Services^ that 
thofeof tbeeftabliflicd Church, both Clergy 
and Laity, had always exprefs'd a V^ry grateful 
Scnfe thercofr But it was now bccotjie quite 
othcrwife, for many Perfons of ho mean 
Note in that Kingdom forgetting the immi- 
H^tot Dangers that threatned their Religion 
and Liberties during the Bieign o^ the late 
Iting James y and the Hardfliips all Prote- 
ctants, without diftin Aion, were then brought 
under, began to infult the Diffenters, who 
not only fuffered many Affronts from pri- 
vate Perfons in Violation of the Laws 5 but 
were reprcfcntfed by the Bifliop of Cork% and 
fome other of the Biniops, as a fadibus tur- 
bulent People ; fo that the Houfe of Lords> 
in a public^ Addrefs, repr^fented th^m as 
fuch to the Queen, and for ho other Rca- 
fon, but becaufe they had intercfted them- 
' . felves with more than ordipary Warmth in 
fome of the Eleftiops, This gave fo good a 
Handle to the Papifts, and fome mercenary 
l^erfpns, who had ^ot into Power, that 
things were jftrangcly altered in that King- 
.' ^wsxy tho, contrary to the general Scnfe of 
the Proteftants, the far greater number of 
them ftili retaining an implacable Wflike to 

^vcry 
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eveiy' thing that iriigitt give the leaft Ehcou-^ 
ragegoient toPafififis. By this means the £-^ 
left ions could never be fo ihfluenc'd, as to^ 
procure a Houfe of Commons fuitable to the. 
Mind of the Court: But what the Court 
could not do by other meanis, they efiay'd' • 
by Bribery,- and the Jacobiee Party having ^ 
but too much Countenance from the great 
Men, began this Year to gather^ Strength,' 
and rais'd great Tumults in the City of T^ub- 
lin at the Eieftion of the Lord Mayor/ where ' 
the Papifis were openly impudent^ and au- 
dadous, in keeping back thofe PerJfons from 
voting, who were the mOft'ffrenudus in the 
true Intereft of their' Country/ and did the 
fame at the Eledion of the City Members/ 
and were no lefs infulting in divers other 
Parts of the Kingdom. The Government- 
was alfo very remifs in punifhing thefe Rio- 
ters $ on the contrary^ they did all they could 
to have them acquitted^ nor did they take 
&ich notice as they ought to have done of 
the Printers and Publifhers of Seditious Li- 
bels in favour of Popery and the Pretender's 
Caufe \ but when others had them taken up 
andtry'd> the gri^t Men recommended them . 
totheQueen^ asfitObje£te of her Clemen-^ 
cy, cjithcr on the account of their Pover- 
ty/ or on fome other Pretence: whereas 
thofe, who did the leaft thing that was irre- 
gular/ tho in favour of the Conftitution and.

THINGS bdkttg brought to this pafs in 
fri/^ ai^d Scattimdf it|u?oved the Occaiton

gers of Poperyv and the other being either 
^afs'd with Court Promifes, or hoodwink'd 
bytheir own Credulity ; and having imbibed 
falfe Notions of their Duty to their Sove- 
reign, were even ready to give up their 
fcrirthrigbt to the Arbitrary Defigns of a bad 
Miniftry, under the Mask or blind Perfua- 
iion of Loyalty. But this was the more for- 
prizing, that they had now a different £x« 
ample frbmrome of their own Party. The 
Bill of Commerce had indeed opened feme 
Peoples £yes,«tho it is but too natural for 
ail Men^ when they have once imibibed falfe 
Sentiments, not to make that open and 
frank acknowledgment of their Miftakes 
that they ought to do, but to avoid the Im- 
putation of weakdeis and want of foreitgbt 
in themfelvirs, and the diiftraft People might 
harts of theirHonefty, arc for palliating even 
the Ofl&nccs and Defigns of thofe, who lead 
them into fiich Miftakes.

For our great Men were not a little appre- 
henfive^ ^Siatin ifegard the Treaty of Com- 
merce ^\Ai France had been rejefted/. fb the 
Treaties wteh ^jMA»»' whi^h were npw fi- 
ni{hed> woi^d^alfo be qdled iforby ipxsA 
Members^ andwouldpre^ablybeasmnchif 
not more diflik'd than the Treaties with 
Frame. Now it was agieed that >he Trade

for the Trade of the Nation, had made them 
inlift fo fireifuouily to have thofe important 
Places delivered into the hands of the Qupen 
of Great Britain, tho it was thought if the 
Queen had liv'd would have foon been given 
back again or betrayed. The Liberty granted, 
to the South-Sea Company of importing 
Negroes inioihc Spanijh fFeft^Indies, upon 
the fame footing as had been granted to 
France^- was alfo very much boafied of : tho 
the half of the Profits of that Trade were on- 
ly to be given to the Company, there being 
one 4^ Part to go to the King of Spain, and 
the other 4^*" to tde Quecn> or to fuch 
Perfons to whom (he (hould afltgn the 
fame: but this greatly difiatisfy'd fome of 
the SouthnSea Company, which obliged 
the Miniftry to delay the Meeting of the 
Parliament, whereuntothe Queen's ill State 
of Health alfo contributed, (he being at 
this time veiy much afflided with the Goun 
So that they not only had time to deal with 
the leading Men of that Company, but to 
bring all their Party in the Houfeof Com- 
mons, to entertain a favourable Opinion of 
the Treaties with Spain i which fe w*of them-

ON the zd of March the Queen came 
tothcHoufcof Peers, ind op<ined this firft

^ of the Treaty of Peace ind Commerce 
^^ with Sfaiw were tfxciiaiiged, by which

'^ formerly cnjoy'd by connivance, and pro-

^^ equal Rule cftabliOied. That ai God had 
ble^ed her Endeavours in obtaining an 
honourable and advantageous Peace to 
her own Sufa^ds, tod the gteateft part of 
her Allies^ fo (he was perfuaded (he might 
^' be abletoobmpleat the Settlement of all 
^ Europe by thcix Concatrence^ and in the 

" mean 
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^* mean while (he cxprcfs'd hcrfclf ixi 
''Terms, of Congratulation that her S\xh^ 
'^ )cds were delivered from a confu- * 
'^ min^ Land- War, and entered upon a 
''. Peace j the good £ffeds of which nothing 
'' but inteiiine Diyifions could obilrud. 
'^ And as it had been the Glory of the 
'^ greateft and wifeft of her Anceftors to 
" hold the Ballance^ of tlurope^ by which 
'' Cbndudthey had inriched the Kingdom ; 
'< fo it fhould in like, manner be her fiudy 
'* to follow thek Example. That the Sci- 
*' tuation oi Great Britain pointed -out 
'^ her true Intereft % that (he could only

^' formidable by the right Application of he£ 
'^ naval Force/' And after the Queen had 
recommended to the Houfe of Common^^ 
to provide for the Exigences of the Go- . 
vernment) (he gave a fevere Reprimand 
to thofe who had oppofed the Meafures of 
the Court, which fome had indeed done 
both in their Speeches and Writings. And 
as thofc Things gave the Queen and her 
Minifiers great Uneadnefs, (he faid, ^< She.

^' tious Rumours, by which deltgning Men 
^\ had been able to (ink Credit, whereby the 
^' Innocent had fufFcred; and that fome had

" under her Government, and that fuch

" chiefs upon the Natipd;, And* therefore

*^ fhe hopfcd all would agreic with her, that

-^^ wifhed it might b? their Endeavours, as it

THIS Speech, as it was indeed a vciy 
odd cme^ fo it was ftrangely canyalTed $ ai^l 
mzn^ CQuld i)ict bcjp cxpjrc fling their Afto- 
m(hmmu that the JMiniftry (hould thus hayc 
the A0urance to abufe the Queen in the 
Face of the whole World, by noaking hefT-z^^ 
the paffive Inftmracnt of venting their Re- e^«^^»*^ 
proacbes, againftthofe who ftoodjuptoput a^^.v^"* 
Stop to the imminent Dangers jhc Natio9i^cr5«Z 
wa* iijce to be plung'd into by their unhappy J"^- 
Cofidudi* But the greater w jkp the AbujTe, 
that by her Authority they ventured to im- 
pofeib many Falfehcods on th^ Peoples, 
at the fame time they pretended the Utmofl: 
Regard for the Queen's Perfqn and the Roy^ 
Dignity. Thofe whom the Queen called der . 
%t>ing Men, who had funk the publick 
Credit, whereby flic faid the Innocent had 
fuffered 5 were well known to be the Per- 
fons who had the far greater fliare in that 
Credit, fo that it was impoffible they ftiould 
be inilrumental in doing any thing that 
might in the leaft tend to its Prejudice. And 
as to the Danger of the Proteftant Succeffion, 
perhaps fome of the Queen s Minifters migbc 
not be aware of it j whicli yet was fome- 
what ftrange, confidering what viftble Steps 
were taken to undermine it: for there was 
S z at 
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at this very time, fcvcral Pcrfons ttnderPro^ 
fccution in Ireland^ for lifting Men for the 
Pretender's Service, 4to be tranfported to 
France^ and fubfifted there by the French 
King; until the Minds of the People (hould 
be thoroughly difpofed to receive him^ot 
till fome convenient Opportunity ihoa|d 
offer of fending him with a fufficient Force 
into fome part of Britain: ind indeed no* 
thing could contribute more to encourage 
the Pretender's Party, than to hear the (^eea 
from the Throne give frefh Coofirmatioa to 
the Scandal and Lyes which had been all 
along caft on thofe, who had been thetrudl 
Friends of the Proteftant Succeilion* The 
Miniftry, by conniving with Nonjurors, 
had broii^ht the Nation to eatertaiA fudi 
unlimited Schemes, in favour of the Regal 
Dignity, that it was looked upon as infuit- 
ing the Queeny for any Peer or Member of 
the Houfe of Commons, to make ufe of 
their Privilege or Birthright, in things that 
croffcii the Defigns of the Court, however 
Th€ inte- arbitrary and dcftru^ive to the Nation.

The unfcttlcd State of 
Europe^ and the Views of the Court of 
France to enilave this Nation, which were 
very manifeft at this time, might have been 
indeed fuificient to put all Men upon theic 
Guard i and fo much the more, that the 
Members of Parliament were worked upon 
to be of fhch a fervile Temper : and there* 
fore'there was not wanting, as at other times 
of imminent Danger, many confidcrable 
Ferfons in both HoufeS|Whohad the Cou- * 
rage to oppofe the Dangers that threatned 
their Country, and even to withftand all 
fuchDefigns as were only the EflFed of ill* 
got Power.

ftfty')^ Demands, >as bcin^iihcouAftent with 
his Honour i and the Laws of Hofpitility.

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to be a Forgery, tbo it was obfcrycd they 
made no Enquiry into the Publication of irs. 
fo that moft wer« of Opinion, it had bcca 
publifh'd to make trial how. the Nation ^ 
woHld really ftand affected to that Pctfon's: 
Intereft. But this being reprefented in th^. 
Houfe of Commons, as a very great Pre* . 
fumption^ and what might be of <)ang;crdus 
Confcqucnce, efpecially, iincc it wa^ ^b- 
ferv'd, that the Nonjurors and other difaf- 
t kStcd Perfons became confident and affii- 
ming upon it : therefore they moved, that 
the Papers concerning the Removal of the 
Pretender from Lorraine might be laid be* 
fore the Houfe, and particularly, that a Let- 
ter from Dr. Robinfon^ tiie Queen's late Ple- 
nipotentiary at Utrecht J (who was npw 
tranflated from the See of Brijiol to London 
upon the Death of Dr. Comptoni\ to the Ba- 
ron de BeguBy the Duke of Lorrairis Reli- 
dent in Holland^ might be laid before the 
Houfe. Thefe things happep'don the 17* 
of March J tl^q little fatisfa^ion was givcra 
by. the Courjt to the Detpands of .citf^pf 
Hpufe, until ^^^ ^^^ ^f that Month, 'V'^J^ 
t^c Lords with white Staves^ acquafinte4 
tif Houfe of Peers, that. the: Queen jha4 
ordered fome of the Papers they had add|>ei£b4 
for,^ to bejaid before thcn^ ; but that t^^ 
were others^, that would requite. fome tjqae, 
before they could be tranfcribed.

However the Miniftry made their Friends be* 
lievc, that the Queen had acquitted hd¥ felf 
fufficieritly by her Inftanccs with the Kling 
of Spam, and that the Blame lay only ort 
the Empefor i and were not wanting to' im- * 
prove, this Opportunity againft thofe wha 
I flood 
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ftood up for the Catalans^ as a Set of Men 
whoftttdied all poffible means to make the 
Queen uneafy« This with the great Indiffe- 
rence'many had about the. Affair of the Ca^ 
tatams^ as appearing fomewhat foreign for 
the Nation to engage in, gave fuch a Turn 
to many who had begun to cake part againfl 
the Courts that they even fell back ta Mat* 
ters of the neareft Importance. 

THE Lords having on the 5"^ of Apritj 
proceeded to take the iSta£e of the Nation 
under their ConAderation» there happened 
tob^ feveralfmart Speeches made in tela* 
tion to the Peace; which the Court-Party 
could not very well aufwer, not only as the 
Proteftantlntereft in Germany required the 
Concurrence of the Emperor^ who wasdif- 
gufted I but alfo as the Peace between the 
States- General and the Crown of Spain^ 
was not as yet brought to a Conclufion. 
f^fitn^ This was followed with other Enquiries, 
JJJ^'^JJ^ particularly concerning the Danger of the 
i>Mmifrtf Proteftant Succeiiion ; and the Court-Parrjr 
ih9fr9t0^ being very forward to have this Debate fct 
^^f^' afide, moved to have the^Qucftion put, whe- 
ther the SuccefHonwasin Danger under the 
Queen's Adminiftration i whichoccadon'da 
warm Debate, which lafted from two in the 
Afternoon till nine at Night. The Lords 
who oppofcd the Court, ftrugglin^ ^ very 
hard to have the Words under her Majefifs 
. Adminifiratton, left out of thcQiicftion,in 

Duty 
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iDuty to the Queen, who they faid was JiO 
;waysconceirncdin it j and that if ariy'.thing 
t/asdone dmifs, her Minifters alone were aci^ 
Countable for it. But the Majority being in^ , 
clinablc to juftify the Miniftry, or to hava 
thein skreen'd lindeil heir Majcfty's Authority* 
inAK^ed that the ^ords fhould ftatid, and that 
the Queftion ftiould be agreeable to /thc( 
Qucen*s Expreffion. in her Speech from thd 
Thrones which was carried by twelve Voi- 
ces, and would have no doubt been carried. 
by a much gfeafet Majority, had not Sit 
WiUiatH Dawes, who fucceeded t)r. ^harp; 
in the Atchbiftioptick of Torky voted in this 
important Atfair, againft the Courts by 
whofe Weight all the Biftiops of the Court- 
Party, except three. Voted on che Tame iidci 
ds did alfo feveral other Lords by the Exam- 
ple of tht Eatl of Angle fea^ who, tho he had. 
for the moft part been attached to the Court 
in all other Things, yet in this Arfair he both 
ipoke and Voted againft thenis and his i^x« 
ample wa6 of the mote force, that he had 
been bred up to the Law in his youqgci: 
Years, and wis reckoned a Man of Parts,

Out any great Oppoitcioa changed thus i

B U T tho this Addrefs was not greatly ' 
oppofed by the Couit-Party, yet fome who 
had a more than ordinary Confidence in the 
Miniftry^ and perhaps might be blinded with 
Court*Pavours, thought it a great deal more 
than was needfu!, and would be apt to difheat- 
ten their Jacobite Allies, But in regard, Ba- - 
fonifri&tt/^, Envoy Extraordinary from the 
Court of i/#)i^t;/r, was prefent, thefeonly 
called out to adjourn, it being then very late. 
And when they were over-ruled in this, they 
moved that aU the Strangers might be fcnt 
owof the Houft : but they loft their Aim in 
tUsalfo, for the faid Baron, by reafon of the 
great Intercft his Maftei had in thefe Debates^ ^

THIS Anfwer being reported to the 
Houfc of Peers on the 1 3% many of them 
were difiatisfy -d with it^ and therefore it was 
propofed to prefent another Addrefs to the 
Queen^ with the Reafons that had moved 
them to fue for the above-mentioned Pro- 
clamation. But that was oppofed^ and an 
Addrefs of Thanks was voted 5 wherein, 
^} They promifed to concur with the Queen 
•* in all proper Meafurcs for fupporting her 
*^ Government, and for ftrengthning the 
" Proteftant Succeffion in the Houfeof iX^- 
*' noveff as the only efFcftual means to put 
" an end to thofe Fears and Jcaloufies, which

Addrefs was carried by a Majority of two

Bur 
the Envoy taking his leave of the Minifters, 
in order to return immediately to I^anover 5 . 
Uir. Bromley, .the late Speaker,, who was ^ 
made Secretary of State in the. toom of the 
Lord ^artmauthi went to Mr. Kreyetibevg^ 
the Refidenr^ and told him^ that he or any 
other Miniftcr would-be acceptably to the 
Queen j and left a Matter of fo great im- 
^oftance might alarm People, both at the

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Court of. Hanover and at homc> a Mcfl&n- 
gcr was immediately difpatchcd to that Court 
with Inftraftiofis to the Britifif Envoy to 
cxcufe the Proceedings o£ the Miniftry in 
this Affair^ and a Writ was al£b ordered to 
be made out foe- the Prince. 
• BUT whatever the Miniftry might dc- 
fign by tWs extraordinary Treatment of the 
^ Envoy, It had the Effeft to heighten the Jca- 
J6ufy of'thofc, who were the moft firmly 
attach'd to the prefent Royal Eamily s who 
could not bat loolf on this, as a very great 
Affront and Indignity offered to it : and there- 
fore they became more ftrcnnous than ever 
in oppofingthe DeHgns of the Miniftry> tho 
ic was difficult for them to carry their P<Hatj 
by rcafdn'Of the Inftabiiityof feveral Mem<» 
bers of both Houfes, who were fometimes 
i^6ved oiie way and fdmecimes another^ 
An Addrcft was nowpropofcd in the Houfe 
Of Lord«> whereto the Commons (honld 
alfo be deftred to give their Concurrence. 
\A Joint- xhe purpbrt^of this Addrefs was, ^ To ac- 
tttmSs'' knowledge the Queen's Qoodneis to her 
inapprohor^^. Pcoplc, in delivering them by a fafe, hp- 
pMUk^^'^ nomfaWo arid advantageous Peace with 
itfw>r«. ^* France ankl Sfain^ from the Burden of a 
'' confuming Land- War, unequally carried 
" on, and become at laft impra^lcable ; 
^ " And to intreat her Majefty to purfue fuch 
' ^ Meafures as fh« fhould judge ncceffary to 
« complcat the Settlement of Bwf^ff on 
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*' the Priaciples laid down ia her Majcfty's 
" Speech." The Court was in hopes hy 
this Addreis not only to* make >he Wodd 
believe that this was the Senfe of the whole 
Nation, and th^ff . they approved of all the 
QueeQhad done in herpublickNegociatlons^ 
bui; zlfo that it \(rould be the mean^ to put 
9 ftop to all feature Tnquities into their Traaf- 
aftions: but it met with very great Oppofi-* 
tioa in both Houfesji there being many, who 
deny*d flatly, tha? the Peace/was fafc and 
honourable^ an^ not only expofcd all the 
bad Steps that had bgeq takeq in con<;iu^ihg 
this.grafid Affair j but in particular, 'they 
fptin4^rcat fault with the Treaty of Com- 
mcr^cc with Spaing which as yet was not 
brpvighit upoA the StajgCt Some alfo excepted 
a^ainft thi$. Bxpji&iqn^ That the carrying 
ijf^ thf War was l^ecame mpr amicable x 
tfftd affcrted, thaf it was both falfe and dil- 
honourable tQ the'^at^on, becaufe there had 
bcph nior? Money wlfed the three laft Years 
thit the prpfesF'Miniftry were come into 
Tower; than had bc^n granted any three 
Year^ during the \l^ar j and if it had been 6^ 
^thcfwife, that the $tate of the 'Nation was 
as they had reprefented its thofc, who were 
at the Helm, Ihould hax^e had fo tender a re- 
gard for the Honour of their Country, a$ 
not to eypofe her weaknefs in fp publick a 
inap^er, which* could have only this effcd, 
to fender Qreaf Britain very defpicable in

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the Eyes of Foreign^Natiions, and encourage 
• the French King ^o procecci with the more 
A^urance in his Defign^ againft this King- 
4om^ ht havinj no pth?r*vay fo fegfiblc to 
recover his Affairs. But this was nothing 
but the winding up of what the Miniftry had 
pU along aimed at/a;/.s. to h;avc ajl thejr 
proceedings cpn^rmcd by a joiij^t Ad^re(s 
from both Houfcs of Parliament, efpecially 
' with relation to the Peace;^ as being abfolutc- 
ly neccfikry to thdr Vindication i for as the 
monicd Men had been backward ifi giving 
'them Credi't, both froiii a Doubtfulnc(s of 
their Hohefty and'Sumcifincy, which obliged 
them to raife the Siippliw^from fuch jthings, 
jas fell moft fenfiblyon tiie I^por J To it was 
cafy enough tp impofe p^ the Generality of 
People, who. are ighprant of Affairs^ that ^f 
the War had continued any longer, the N4- 
.fion muft have been'riiincd aijd undone. 
Thcrefo):ii this Addf cfs .^v^as defigiicd tp 
T/>cp^/^«confirni ill the Delufiqijs ;the People had

till they had difculTcd the other Matters, 
which were now before them^ relating to 
the Proteftant Succeffion 5 for which, .a 
Committee had been appdintedt.Mt. Bronn 
le/^ScqtcUTY ^f State, endeavoured to prove 
that the Succef&dn was not iix danger under 
her Majefty'sAdminiftrationj hut Mr. FFalj 
pole with thegreatefl: freedom aljcrted, that 
the Proteftant Succeffion was 4n imminent 
Dang^r^ not front the Queen^ but from the 
dubious Conduft of fome of the Mimftryi 
and therefore infifted, that the Queen migh?

fore, whofc Merit he faid ought to have had^'/*^^^^ 
gtpat V(cight in. that Houfe, beJTides "^^^t ingslftb^ 
had been undeniably advanced to fhew the comt.^ 
prcfent Danger of the Protellant Succeffion % 
but that after this he defpaired to fee Truth 
and fufticp prevail, where a Majority of 
Votes cQuld be procured againft the cicarcft 
Reafon. Mr. L^efhmre and General Stan- 
hflff were no iefs plain in declaring their 
i§9ptiaieiits gonocr^ing the Condud of thofc 

Members 
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Members, who were fo fubmifli vc as to give 
up the Intercft of their Country, to the ar- 
bitrary Deltgns of fome bad Inftruments a- 
bout the Queen. And Mn Stanhope in par- 
ticular faid, that it was univerfally acknow- 
ledged that it had been the French King's In- 
tention to fet the Pretender upon the Throne 
pf this |vtngdom. That it was ftiil his In* 
, tereft, and was now more than ever in his 
power to Mb it : but notwithftanding all that 
could be faid to put by thefe Rcfolves, they 
were carried without a nDivifton. And as 
foon as they had anAnfwertothis Addre(^ 
. they concurred with the Lords in their Ad- 
drefs, which was prefcnted to the Queen on 
the 24^'', who returned this kind Arifwcr tp 
it^5 " That the State of the publick Affairs 
^ in' Enitfpej as well as- the Nccdflitics of 
** her own Kingdoms, had obliged het to en- 
r - ** tcr into Negotiations of Peace, and not- 
v.: ^^ withftandingall Obftrudions and Difficnl- 
^ lies^ flje had brought it to a happy Concla- 
. '' fion.^v That fhc efteem'd this Addfeft is 
*^ the itfiitcd Voice of her affeftionate and 
*^ foyal Subjcfts, and returned tfidm the 
** hearticft Thanks that could be given by a 
^* Sovereign, who dcfired nothing mdrc than 
*^ to fee her People ' fafe and flourifhiDg."^ 
This wis fo: well calculated to anfwer all the 
Defigns of tiiofe wiio were got moft iritd 
the Queen's Favour, that many bVg^' rid\^ 
t9 cxprcfs theiJF Concern and lity for 

tho 
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theQucen^ who was even To far impofed on^. 
as to give her hearty Approbation to thofe 
Things, which if fhe had liv'd but a little 
longer muft certainly have opened her own 
Eyes, when it would have been too late to 
prevent the Evils that might have befaUen 
her and the Nation. 

THESE and the other extraordinary xi^,,^Mi 
Proceedings of the Court, brought the^?^^*- 
Queen and her Minifters under the greateft ^«^!i^^^ • 
Contempt in all Parts abroad. As for the***'- 
Emperor^he had given Commiffion to Prince 
Eugene^ the lattec^^End of the preceding 
Year, to treat with the French Plenipoten- 
taries ztRadftat^ as has been obferved^ and 
this. Year, the Treaty for concluding all 
Matters, was fet on foot at Baden-, where 
the Princes and States of the Empire com* 
mitted then: feveral Interefts to the Emperor, 
that the Queen of Britain might have no 
colour to fend a Minifter thither. Uppa 
which, the States-General alfo forbore fen- 
ding a Minifter to that Place 5 but had feve^ 
tal Conferences with, the Baron Heems, the 
Imperial Minifter at the Hague ^ concerning 
their Barrier and other Matters^ with which 
they acquainted the Earl of Strafford ^ par- 
ticularly, that the faid Baron told them, the 
Emperor was defirous all things relating to, 
the faid Barrier, might be agreed to in Hol^ 
land^ and that a Minifter might afterwards be 
fent from thence to Vienna^ if they fiioul.d 

think 
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Aink wcUofit, to put an end to that Af- 
fair. But tho the ill Conduft of the Briti^ 
Court, had brought all this Contempt upon 
the Queen 5 yet as the Emperor's Projeftof 
drawing thisTreaty to ViennA, gave fomcjea- 
loufy, that the ^utch had a hahd in the con- 
trivance, and the rather, bccaufe they com- 
piled fo fat with the Court of Vienna^ as to 
forbear fending a Minifter to Badeny To it 
gave no finall Offence to our Minifters, who 
thereupon gave Orders to the Earl of Straf- 
ford to be^vefy peremptory with the States. 
And upon this Conference concerning the 
Barrier-Treaty with the Emperor, he ac- 
quainted them, « that their High Mighti- 
a».«w- * ncffcs were Guarantees of the Proteftant 
fin -fi/- « Succcfiion, as well as the'Qucen was Gua- 
fe'i. " rantec of their Barrier, and the faid Suc- 
Datch. <* ccffion would ftand good and have its ef- 
« fcft as it Ihould come in order j but the 
<* Queen would never fufferany Laws to be 
<* impofed on her on that account. That 
<* the Queen was intereftfed iii the Afiktr 
« of the Barrier, as well as the Status, and 
** therefore, no Step ought to be takep in 
** it without her Participation. That die 
« drawing that Treaty to Vienna, lool^d 
<*<s if they had a mind to erdudc ^c 
» Queen, and that he had Orders to dfdtoc 
« to'thcm by his Inftrudions, tliat tii ficft 
«« a Cafe her Majcfty wOuld forthwith tt- 
«» nounce all Engagements with thfeilJ.** 

AS 
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AS this Cofitcnipt of the (^een and her 
J^inifters among me Confederates cankd 
no good Afpcd) To while every oae was thus 
Ipoking carefully to their own Intereft, JBri- » 
tain was in a ftrahgc Condition^ divided ac 
home, and without Friends abroad* At the 
fame time, the/r^^r^ were in thic^reatefthur^- 
ry ioiaginable to iiniih the Canal zx Mardjkeyji^iisitiam 
having imployed a vaft number of Mea to^")^^^ 
have k done with all poflible expedition, z$.Jkm^ 
if it bad been defigned for fome extraocdi*-. 
nary and fudden Enterprize. Beiides this^ 
they had by their good Agreement with the 
Court of Spainy which was now altogether . 
guided by French Counfels^ ineroi&'d moft 
of the /trade to the Sfanifb H^eft^lndks^ 
that there Vas but little room left for the 
South-Sea Company, or any other of the 
Britijb iSubje^ls to go into thole Parts, The 
. French wert alfo fo careful to improve their 
tilhing-Trade in Horth-Amerka^ that aa 
£di£): was made to free them from certain 
piuies for the fpace of ten Years ; all which 
things created great uneafinefs in the City 
cif Jupnd&n and the Trading Towns of £n£;^ 
tand. So that the Court Party had only 
oiue great Projcd to put in execution to ren- 
der themfelves popular^and to eftablifli a l:iad 
ibif arbitrary Power, Which was to be done 
under the Colour of Zeal for the Churdi 6i 
England. 

i ALL 
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ALL this while the Hatred which ^d 
High-Church l^arty had to the Diffcntcrs (itf- 
fer'd no Abatement s for there were never 
wanting many Engines in all Farts of thd 
Kingdom to keep that Fire continually burn- 
ing* Mod of the Clergy looked upon their 
Separation as proceeding from a Contempt of 
them> and fuch of the Laity as were even with^ 
out the outward Profeffion of praflical Keli- 
gion,whoare the moft numerous in all Efta- 
blilhments, and who areremarkable for being 
the blinded Bigots^ and oftentimes the greatefi: 
Patrons of Ferfecution^ did not relifli theEjt- 
ample fome Diflenters gave of Sobriety^ but 
upbraided them as Knaves and Hypocrites i 
and in this the Nonjurors and Fapifts gave a 
helping hand, that they might prevent an 
Union and good Underftanding between 
them and the Eftablifhed Church, the hin- 
dring of which was of great importance to 
their Caufe. And as the Enemies to the 
Diffcnters were not only very numerous, 
but for the moft part attached to the Court $ 
A BUI t9 fo a Bill was prepared, to prevent the Growth 
G^hif^^ Schifm, and to provide a further Secu- 
sdufm. tity for the Church 6i England -y which was 
only the old Bill againft Occafional Confor- 
mity revived under a new Title, more fulted 
to the Genius of the prefent Times, which 
accounted all DifTenters Schifmaticks, with 
the addition of fome Hardihips and Severities, 
which were not in thofe other Bills that had

By 
the Tderatibn aKdTcft A£ts>' ^U PeiCons^ 
who enfoy*d any E'aiploynSrcnl iii- fh« <k>^ 
vernhiehr, weft dbligcd at thdr- firft en-* 
trance* on fucb Employment, to tommvH 
nicafe tv»ith the CAurch of Enghhd^y which 
few Difleriters ' i^efafed : and therefore thd 
Bills againft Occafional Conforrnity offcrfcd 
in King lVillta)nt% Reign, arid in^ the begin- 
niAg of the Queen-'s, . were dcfigned oiily t6> 
exclude the Diffentefs from publick Offi- 
ces i but by this new Bill, if was providedy
